hen asked to write this article 

on strap leaf Vandas, my 

first thoughts were that there 
were others in the Townsville and North 
Queensland area with more knowledge 
than I. My second thoughts were, why 
not! I have never backed away from a 
challenge. 

My husband (Mick) has been growing 
orchids for some thirty five years. (Note 
that I say my husband is the grower, I 
am merely his secretary, supporter and 
critic). Though I am an Australian 
Orchid Judge who’s first choice in 
judging is always Vandas. 

My interest in Vandas began when 
Mick paid £10 Australian to a local 
grower for a flowering strap leaf Vanda 
many years ago. This was quite a 
considerable amount of money then. The 
plant had two keikis which he swapped 
with friends as he often did in those days. 
Then of course the flowering size plant 
died. In hindsight he realized he probably 
should have kept one of the keikis. 

It was quite some time before he 
bought another flowering size Vanda 
but I can remember his collection of 
Vandas which grew with other orchids 
from seedling to flowering size. Vanda 
Hilo Blue was one I remember well. It 
thrived and flowered in our orchid house 
constantly. The blue flowers to me then,

were very beautiful. Shape, I was not 
interested in at that time. 

Strap leaf Vandas have come a long 
way since those early days. Both shape 
and colours have been perfected. Today 
they present a never ending 
kaleidoscope of exciting colours and 
paterns, probably unsurpassed by any 
other orchid genus. 

Vandas are of monopodial growth 
habit, are heavy feeders and require high 
humidity. Strap leaf Vandas prefer less 
light or shade house conditions. Terete 
or semi-terete Vandas may be grown in 
the garden here in North Queensland. 

The modern strap leaf Vanda’s 
success may be contributed to selective 
breeding. And according to Dr Martin 
Motes of Motes Orchids, Florida, these 
Vandas have only five species in their 
background. Vanda luzonica, Vanda 
dearei, Vanda coerulea, Vanda tricolor 
and last but not least Euanthe (Vanda) 
sanderiana. 

Vanda Rothchildiana has been the 
most successful of the hybrid Vandas 
over the years. However, following and 
just previous to the World Orchid 
Conferene held in Bangkok, Thailand in 
1978, the Vanda and it’s successful 
prodigy, Ascocenda, were very popular. 

To digress just a little, the Ascocenda 
genus was developed in Hawaii in 1949. 
Apparently the first hybrid was a cross

of Ascocentrum curvifolium with Vanda 
lamelata, named Ascocenda Portra Doo 
Little according to records. However of 
all the hybrids, Ascocenda Yip Sum 
Wah and Ascocenda Meda Arnold have 
received the most recognition. 

The impact Ascocendas had on the 
orchid world was astounding. I can 
remember Mr Frank Slattery presenting 
a slide programme on the new genus 
Ascocenda at our residence, during a 
Tropical Queensland Orchid 
Conference. He said quote ‘‘You people 
should be growing these Ascoccendas 
up here in North Queensland.’’ And 
Franks words are law up in this part of 
the world. Thus began a frantic buying 
of Ascocendas. 

The hybridizing of Ascocendas further 
into Vanda has continued. Today, fourth 
and fifth generation Ascocenda hybrids 


resemble Vandas in flower size. 

In recent times we have experienced a 
return to the strap leaf Vanda. Vanda 
Gordon Dillon being at the top of the 
list of these successfully bred 
champions. Kasam’s Delight we 
imported and flowered some years ago 
and is still popular today. It’s colours 
range from deep blues to deep pink. 
From one imported flask of Kasam’s 
Delight we flowered an outstanding 
mulberry coloured flower of good shape 
and size. We then waited with baited 
breath for the second plant in bud to 
flower. Surprise! This plant presented us 
with a deep raspberry pink flowering. 
Just as pleasing in size, shape and spike 
but very different in colour. 

Others that come to my mind that we 
have flowered are Vanda Fuchs Delight 
in the yellows’ Vanda Bangkok Gold 


and Vanda Sumon Gold to mention just 
a few. There are so many beautiful strap 
leaf Vandas too numerous to mention. 
The beauty of the Vanda is rewarding 
enough but the remarkable never ending 
flowerings of Vanda plants make them a 
must to grow. 

Digressing once again, intergenerics 
are also very popular today. My 
husband and I received a high HCC for 
Christeara Renee Gerber A plant of this 
was also at the World Orchid 
Conference in Scotland. 

As I mentioned earlier I have always 
given Vandas as my first preference for 
judging at Australian and World Orchid 
Conferences I was grateful to have been 
chosen as a group leader in one of the 
Vanda sections in New Zealand and a 
captain of a Vanda group in Glasgow. 

These events have given me even

anda Gordon Dillon (V. Madam 
| / Rattand x V. Bangkok Blue) was 
hybridised by Kasen Boonchoo of 
Thailand and registered by Thai Am 
Orchids in 1978 in honour of a great 
American, the editor of the American 
Orchid Society Bulletin, from 1943-1968 
and again 1970-1973. The great man was 
Gordon Dillon. He put his whole heart 
into trying to cater for everyone with his 
writings on orchids and as editor, wrote 
hundreds of articles to insure orchids were 
enjoyed by everyone. It was fitting such a 
fine orchid hybrid was named in his 
honour. i 

Our first connection with V. Gordon 
Dillon was not without some high drama. 
About ten years ago I asked our friends Dr 
Uthai and Mr Chitty of the Bangkok 
Flower Centre to select half a dozen nice 
plants near flowering size and I would 
collect them on my next visit to Bangkok. 
I applied for, and was granted, permission 
to import a small parcel of plants. So far 
everything was going smoothly. 

In those days we had to travel through 
Townsville as Cairns did not have its 
International Airport. 

On arrival at the terminal I presented my 
import papers and again all went smoothly. 
I was then given my parcel of orchids to 
take on a domestic flight to the Department 
of Primary Industries, in Cairns to be 
quarantined. I was almost ready to board 
the aircraft when my name was announced 
to report to the front desk where I was then 
asked for a C.LT.E.S. certificate. At that 
time, the majority of orchid growers, 
including myself, had never known, or even 
heard of a C.LT.E.S. certificate. Apparently 
some advice was sent to a few commercial 
nurseries but that was the extent of it. I was 
the first to arrive back in Australia without 
the new paper requirements. The D.P.I. 
confiscated my parcel in Townsville and 
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threatened to burn the parcel, including my 
half a dozen V. Gordon Dillons. 

After numerous frustrating phone calls 
to Canberra and more from our local 
member of parliament the authorities 
decided against burning the orchids and 
they were quarantined at Townsville 
Botanic Gardens Quarantine Station. I 
finally received the plants nearly six 
months later. 

V. Gordon Dillon is a good grower and 
the plants came through their ordeal 
remarkably well. With some T.L.C. they 
began to thrive and within a few years won 
Champion of Cairns Caloundra and best 
Vanda of N.S.W. shows and finally the 
toughest of all to win, Champion Vanda 
and Silver Medal at the World Orchid 
Conference, Tokyo in 1987 with V. 
Gordon Dillon ‘Cairns’. This is a superb 
clone and three growers from Townsville, 
Ray Robinson, Ray Nicholls and Peter 
Pavia who saw the plant in spike, a couple 
of weeks before we packed for Tokyo, 
could not believe their eyes. They said it 
was well worth the trip to Cairns even if 
they didn’t see another orchid. 

Unpacking the carton in Tokyo Andy 
Easton walked by. After viewing the rest 
of the display, commented ‘Nothing will 
beat that Vanda’. Of course he was right. 

There are quite a few varieties of V. 
Gordon Dillon on the market, V. Gordon 
Dillon ‘Blue’ V. Gordon Dillon ‘Pink’ 
they are very different clones than we 
have var ‘Cairns’. V. Gordon Dillon ‘Lea’ 
was sapphire in colour. They are all the 
same clone. When we purchased our 
plants they had no varietal name so we 
gave it the varietal name ‘Cairns’. After 
winning so many shows and becoming so 
popular and newsworthy, every grower 
wanted V. Gordon Dillon and varieties 
popped up everywhere. There is a fair 
amount of instability in the mericloning. 
The structure of some individual plant 
were different from one another and there 
are quite a few with a genetic change. 
Many of these mericlones were tetraploid. 

I was delighted to be given an 
unflowered tetraploid a couple of times 
by my Thai friend and it has since 
bloomed a couple of times. Its structure is 
much broader and the leaves are tougher. 
It also took a longer time to flower. It 
does not have as many blooms, 9-10 per 
stem, compared to 13-14 on V. Gordon 
Dillon ‘Cairns’, but it is very good, tough, 
and a substance like leather. V. Gordon 
Dillon is long lasting and a good aircraft 
traveller but will not tolerate suitcases 
thrown on top of the box. 

V. Gordon Dillon is a good breeder and 
up to 1990 there have been about 40 
crosses registered. Our best result so far 
is a cross of V. Gordon Dillon x Ascda 
Mary Stock now registered as Ascda 
Cairns Connection. Take note, this cross 
will be a headliner if it’s in flower for 
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one of the big shows. 

What a lucky day for us and Australia 
when the authorities decided against 
buring the Vanda plants. 

Gordon Dillon will always be remem- 
bered for his marvellous writings and 
editorial involvement, but the name will 


further live on having the magnificent 
cross of (V. Madam Pattona x V. Bang- 
kok Blue) V. Gordon Dillon named in 
his honour. |

Ira Butler Trophy Committee 
Awards for 1993 


CHAMPION AUSTRALIAN 
NATIVE ORCHID HYBRID OF 1993. 


Gold Trophy won by R. Findlater 
for Dedrobium Star of Riverdene 
‘Amanda’ HCC/ANOS. 

This was one of Sid Batchelor’s 
hybrids. It was a well-grown plant with 
eleven attractive pseudobulbs giving 
eight upright and arching inflorescences. 
There were up to 23 bright gold flowers 
per inflorescence, well spaced along the 
rachis and well presented to the viewer. 
The flowers were star-shaped with wide 
segments and good substance and 
texture. When viewed side on, the 
flowers were almost flat with petals only 
slightly coming forward. The labellum 
was flat and spade shaped, pale yellow in 
colour with reddish markings deep within 
it. The measurements, 50.5mm hori- 
zontally and 59.8mm vertically gave an 
indication as to the size of the average 
flower. This description was given on the 
nomination form and these qualities were 
well displayed by the 3 slides included 
with the form. 

The judging was difficult this year with

29 plants to choose from. Nine A.N.O.S. 
Groups and Native Orchid Societies 
nominated a total of 11 plants from their 
Shows. These will receive Silver Trophies. 
A.N.O.S. Council nominated two awarded 
plants, one of which gained the Gold 
trophy above. The 3 State Orchid Societies 
nominated 6 plants from their State Shows 
and these too will receive Silver Trophies. 
The Orchid Society of N.S.W. nominated 
6 Awarded plants and Queensland one 
from the Far North Coast Harbour. These 
do not get a Silver Trophy. 

What was pleasing were the 
nominations from local Orchid Societies 
affiliated with their local State Societies. 
These were Bankstown, Manly-Warringah 
in N.S.W. and Burnie in Tasmania. They 
will receive Silver Trophies. The most 
unfortunate were the three nominations 
from the Orchid Society of W.A., and one 
from Maribyrnong Victoria, all very good, 
which arrived after the due date and 
missed the judging. 

The average quality was even better 
this year with many nominated plants 
coming from keen hybridists. The 
hybridists given were Sid Batchelor 5, 


Neil Finch 4, Ken Russell 2, Wal Upton 
2, Col Brandon 2, Neville Roper 1 and 
Phil Spence 1, seventeen in all out of 29 
submitted. This was the original aim of 
the Ira Butler Trophy Committee, to 
encourage the breeding of desirable 
hybrids and in this way to discourage 
growers from taking native species from 
the bush. Congratulations to youall. 


CHAMPION AUSTRALIAN NATIVE 
ORCHID SPECIES OF THE YEAR 


BILL MURDOCH TROPHY 


Pterostylis taurus from Nesbitts 
Orchids. 

This was the Champion Australian 
Native Orchid Species of the Orchid 
Club of South Australia’s Winter Show. 
It was an even pot-full of 79 flowers with 
average height of 20 cm. 

They were a highly tinged red with 
whitish heavy veining and a good size for 
the species, 15mm horizontally and 29cm 
vertically, beautifully grown. The 
description of the plants by the Show 
Marshall was amply borne out by the 3 
slides accompanying the nomination from 
which the committee made its judgement. 

As this was the first year of the Bill 
Murdoch Trophy, the Ira Butler Trophy 
Committee felt satisfied with the 14 
entries. However the A.N.O.S. and 
associated Native Orchid Societies 
nominations were only received from 
those in Sydney, 9 in all. Nominations 
were received from the following State 
Orchid Societies - the Orchid Club of 
S.A. (2), the Orchid Society of N.S.W. 
(1) and the Tasmanian Orchid Society 
(1). The nomination of a pot-full of 
Pterostylis baptistii from the Orchid 
Society of W.A. arrived the day after 
judging, which was a shame. 

The idea for a trophy for the Champion 
Australian Native Orchid Species of the 
Year was first suggested by a one time 
member of the Ira Butler Committee. 
Then before anything was done we 
received a request from the Newcastle 
A.N.O.S. Group for just such a trophy to 
honour the late Bill Murdoch, who had 
been very active in the Native Orchid 
circles for many years. Behind the move 
was the idea that the line breeding of 
species should be encouraged, to make the 
species more attractive and to discourage 
growers taking species from the bush. 
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It does so happen that there was one 
entry for which the breeding was given, 
Ken Russel’s Sarcochilus hartmannii 
‘Bh.EM No.1’ x ‘BK Redspot’. This was 
Grand Champion of Maribyrnong Orchid 
Society’s Sarcochilus Festival and was 
grown by Eric and Frances Wilde. We 
expect more like this in the future. 

The number of genera entered was 
refreshing. There were 5 terrestrials of 
which 2 were Pterostylis species, 2 were 
Caladenia species and a good pot-full of 
Glossodia major from the Tasmanian 
Orchid Society. From the Sarcanthinae 
subtribe there were 2 Sarcochilus 
hartmannii, a Plectorrhiza tridentata and 
a Peristeranthus hillii. Of the species 
Dendrobium there were 3 D. speciosum 
and a most floriferous D. canaliculatum. 

It is now up to all species growers to 
encourage your Society or Native Orchid 
Group to have a section in your Shows 
for our Native Orchid Species in 1994. 
Encourage your Show Marshall to enter 
your Champions. |

Throughout the Orchid World, Lorrie Friar will be greatly missed, 
conservationist extraordinaire, the keeper of the “Giant Tetragonum”, the man 
who used the symbiotic technique to raise seedlings, the man who journeyed to 
Glenugie Peak to remove the flower spikes from Dendrobium kingianum ‘alba’ 
to enable the plant to grow in peace and not be plundered. 

Lorrie was a Life Member of A.N.O.S Ballina Group, the Western Australian 
Orchid Society and Grafton Orchid Society, surely a fitting tribute to a man who 
contributed so much to the fellowship of orchid growing. 

Lorrie’s term of ‘‘putting it on the slate’’ was a clear indication of his 
generosity which launched many a fledgling novice into the vast field of orchid 
growing. 

He was a gentleman, and one of the finest men you would ever meet. Those who 
had the opportunity to know him give thanks to God for that privilege. Lorrie’s 
orchid works continue through his wife Carrie and daughter Marion. |

New Fertilizers 


Geese Australia Pty Ltd have 
now released two soluble fertilizers 
that should interest orchid growers. 

What makes these two fertilizers very 
interesting is the fact that they contain 
magnesium and calcium. 

They are called PETERS EXCELR 
Cal-Mag Hi-K and the other is called 
PETERS EXCELR Cal-Mag Hi-N. 

The Hi-N would be suitable for those 
growers that use a wood residual media 
for their plants. With 15% nitrogen and 
2.2% phosphorus and 12% potassium the 
plants should grow very well during the 
growth season. Most of the trace elements 
are present. Magnesium is present as 
2.0% magnesium nitrate. Calcium is 
present as 5.0% calcium nitrate. 

One gram in one litre will give the 
plants 150 p.p.m. = 1.0 E.C. 

The Hi-K has only 13% nitrogen, 2.2% 
phosphorus and 16.6% potassium. The 
trace elements are the same except that 
the magnesium level is only 1.0%. This 
fertilizer could be very handy for those 
growers who like to keep their nitrogen 
level down and increase their potassium 
levels for flower production. No doubt a 
lot of Cymbidium growers will be giving 
this preparation this summer and autumn. 

To obtain 150 p.p.m. of nitrogen 
dissolve 1.16 grams in one litre of water. 
This will give you a E.C. reading 1.5.

Orchids of Brazil 

Jim & Barbara McQueen

This the second in what promises to be 
an extensive series of informative orchid 
books. It follows Miniature Orchids 
which was published in 1992. This book 
has the same format with the photos once 
again very small and in many instances 
of little use for identification. Where 
species are covered in both books some 
descriptions have been updated while 
others are reproduced in their entirety. 

This book covers, in everyday terms, 
much of the Brazilian orchid flora. It is 
not a technical work and does not 
provide botanical keys or detailed 
botanical descriptions. it is an 
introduction to “...one of the world’s 
greatest ‘orchid’ countries”. The 
descriptions are easy to read and are 
based on the author’s experiences 
visiting the country and growing the 
orchids in Tasmania. 

The author’s point out that some of the 
sizes they give differ from those in the 
literature. As often happens, published 
dimensions have been passed from one 
author to the next without much 
comparison to real material and hence 
errors have been perpetuated. The 
recognition of this alone makes the 
Orchids of Brazil a useful book to have 
in your library. 

The chapters are: 

Geography and Climate — Eye-opening 
information about this amazingly varied 
country. This chapter shows that most 
orchids do not come from the steamy 
Amazon forests as many believe. 

History — short chapter on the 
colonisation and botanical history 
including major published works. 

Orchid Conservation in Brazil — 
discusses where the problems are. 

Growing Brazilian Orchid Species — 
the cultural basics that are so important 
for anyone hoping to grow these species. 

The Orchid Family in Brazil — a table 
of the orchid genera of Brazil. 

Alphabetical Listing of Species — 
details 1/2 page descriptions of around 
3000 species. The taxonomy here is 
confessed to be conservative and may 
lead to confusion in some instances. 
However, this does not affect the 
information provided. 

A typical description contains some 
background of the discovery, the habitat 
and a detailed description of plant and 
flowers, including flower size. There are 
cultural notes as well. A number of 
relatively unknown species are covered.

Joseph Arditti is a plant physiologist in 
the University of California at Irvine, and 
is known internationally for his research 
and writing on many aspects of the 
biology of orchids. He has made several 
visits to Australia, most recently in 
August 1993, and many orchid society 
members have heard his lecturers. 

He is perhaps best known for his 
editorship of the series Orchid Biology, 
Reviews and Perspectives, of which 
volume | appeared in 1977 and volume 7 
is now in preparation. In addition to his 
contributions to the series, as either sole 
or joint author, he has been responsible 
for stimulating many foremost orchid 
biologists to provide chapters on their 
specialities. From this gene pool of 
orchid biology he has distilled an essence 
to which he has added the results of years 
of his research in the laboratory. He has 
used his extensive personal library to 
supplement and consolidate the material 


and to set it all in historical perspective. 
The result is a comprehensive reference 
work dealing with all aspects of orchid 
biology at a scientific level.

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LOOKING BACK 


he first issue for 1939 announces 
the planning of a “most elaborate 

show”’ as the fifth Annual Exhibition 
of the Orchid Society of N.S.W. The 
June editorial points out that the Show 
is open to all, not just Society 
members, and urges all to join in. 
Advice is given as to holding back 
flowering and people are requested to 
display as many flowers as possible. 

The September editorial reported at 
length on the Exhibition which was 
held at Farmer’s celebrated Blaxland 
Galleries. In opening the Show the 
President, Judge Markell, pointed out 
that Society membership had grown 
from seven at Foundation in August 
1934 to just below 250 at September 
1939. No doubt many an Orchid 
Society’s treasurer of today would look 
at these figures with envy. Over 4000 
visitors paid sixpence (five cents) each 
for admission to see 45 exhibits 
displaying over 600 plants as well as 
vases of native orchid flowers provided 
by Mrs Messmer and Rey. Rupp. 

Genera on display included: 
Cattleya, Cymbidium, Dendrobium, 
Dendrochilum, Epidendrum, Lycaste, 
Maxillaria, Miltonia, Odontioda, 
Oncidium, Paphiopedilum, Phaius, 
Phalaenopsis, Saccolabium and 
Vanda. A good show, indeed! 

Glasshouse construction once again 
comes in for its fair share of space. 
Authors caution us to consider 
carefully orientation, light, air 
movement, humidity, cleanliness and 
space. The old adage “‘build it bigger, 
you'll need it’’ seems to have been as 
true then as it is today. Within certain 
limits authors have their own ideas 
and these can be useful and 
interesting. However, one author’s 
instruction to take the solid side walls 
to the roof line, so that light is 
admitted solely through the roof, 
obviously has not caught on. The main 
impression to be gained from these 
articles is that, with yesterday’s 
materials, glasshouse building was 
fiddly, time-consuming and just plain 
hard work. There is no doubt that 
modern materials make the 
construction of plant houses easier, 
quicker, and durable, but, and I speak 
from experience, not cheaper. 

In this volume we are given some 
pros and cons concerning the 


proposition ‘‘are  glasshouses 
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Fifty-five Years Ago 


necessary in Brisbane, and if so, is it 
necessary to heat them?’’ There is, of 
course, no absolute answer to this 
question. As we all well know, orchids 
can be temperamental, and each 
individual plant may differ from its 
fellows in behaviour and 
requirements. One comment I think 
worth quoting is: “‘greater perfection 
can be obtained under suitable 
glasshouse control’’, but apart from 
the tautology I’m sure this statement is 
arguable, and I have no wish to start 
controversy. Personally, I think it is a 
matter of natural progression — once 
we master the easy ones (do we ever?) 
we turn to others and find it is too 
cool, so we get glass and later heat. 

Secretary T.H. James continues his 
series, now entitled ‘‘Cool House 
Culture and Notes for Amateurs’’. He 
tells how his plants coped with “that 
tragic Saturday in late January’? when 
the mercury rose to 46C in Sydney. It 
is amazing that he has so little damage 
to report. He also alerts readers to the 
Sciara fly, which lays its eggs in 
compost resulting in the larvae eating 
the orchid roots. Does any reader have 
experience of this fly? Mr James 
terminates, rather abruptly, his series 
with the September contribution. A 
clue to its discontinuance may be his 
statement that he has ‘‘many qualms 
about these notes ...as the impression 
may be gained that I am an authority’’. 

In the September issue also, Mr 
James summarises a discussion on 
growing cymbidiums in Sydney, 
which took place at a meeting of the 
Orchid Society of N.S.W. The plants 
should be in big pots, in a light open 
mix of leaf mould or loam with old 
cow manure, and crocks or charcoal to 
keep it open. Peat moss could be 
added to advantage, so long as 
watering is adjusted accordingly. 
Plants may be watered well when 
making new growth or when in spike, 
but in between must be waterd 
sparingly. Fertilise with liquid cow 
manure, ‘‘weak and often’’. 

Plants should be repotted only when 
necessary as disturbance of the roots 
or division of the plant will set it back. 
Plants flower best when grown outside 
in plenty of sun. a

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The fires 

H During January 1994 over 150 fires burnt 
_ large areas of native bush in N.S.W. Fires 
Hi raged from the far north coast in Bundjalung 
_ National Park where most of the park was 
burnt, down the coast to the Shoalhaven area, 
south of Nowra. The most threatening fires 
occurred in the Sydney Region, where a 
number of houses were lost. Around Sydney, 
some 90% of Royal National Park was burnt 
(most of this park had been burnt only 5 years 
before), as well as large sections of Ku-ring- 
_ gai Chase, Blue Mountains, Garigal, Yengo 
and Wollemi National Parks. 

| Most of the bush burnt was heath and 
‘i sclerophyll woodland and forest, although a 


small patch of the rainforest in Royal 
National Park was also burnt. 


How the bush copes with fire 
The most commonly heard sentiments after 
the fire were that the bush had been 
“destroyed” by the fires. But this is not really 
the case at all. 
There are two basic ways that plants 
recover after fire. 
1) Some plants are killed by fire and 
regeneration after the fire relies on either: 

i) seeds buried in the soil, eg. most wattles 
(Acacia spp.), flannel flowers 
(Actinotus helianthi) etc; 

ii) seeds stored in woody fruits, eg. some 
banksias (Banksia ericifolia), sheoaks 
(Casuarina spp.) etc; 

iii) seeds brought in from unburnt areas, 
eg. mistletoes (Amyema spp.). These 
plants are called fire sensitive plants. 

2) Other plants are able to survive a fire and 
are called resprouting plants. These 
plants may have either: 

i) rootstocks, bulbs or apical buds buried 
in the soil and these survive the fire by 
being protected from the heat of the fire 
by the soil. They reshoot soon after the 
fire and are now turning the recently 
burnt areas green. Some examples are 
christmas bells (Blandfordia spp.), 
grasstrees (Xanthorrhoea spp.) and a 
range of sedges. 

ii) other resprouting plants are trees such 
as eucalypts (Eucalyptus spp.) and 
apples (Angophora spp.) that survive a 
fire and dormant buds in the trunks are 
protected by the bark as the fire 
passes. These buds will soon produce 
new shoots and eventually some 18 
months to 2 years after fire new tree 
canopies are formed. Many of the 
plants in the small patch of burnt 
rainforest in Royal National Park will 
recover in this manner. 

While there may be changes in plant

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Xanthorrhoea sp. 
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reshooting within a week after the fire. These plants, like terrestrial 


orchids will flower in the first 2 years after a fire. Above: New growth of sedges in a burnt area. These 
regrow from underground rhizomes that are protected by the soil from the heat of the fire. 
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10 years time the bush will look as it did 
before the fires. Thus, there is no need to 
actively replant burnt areas, the plants in the 
bush have there own mechanisms for recovery 
after fire. Artificial planting, whilst seemingly 
good intentioned, will do much harm and no 
good as such planting is likely to introduce 
weeds and possibly pathogens into pristine 
bush areas. Such planting will also disrupt the 
genetic integrity of natural populations. 


Orchids and fire 


The major group of orchids that were 
affected by the fire are the terrestrials. In this 
group bulbs buried in the soil will survive the 
fire and new leaves are likely to be produced 
over the next six months. We can also expect 
some spectacular shows of flowering in the 
spring of 1994 and 1995 as these terrestrial 
species try to exploit the favourable post-fire 
environment. After the fires, there is a 
nutrient rich habitat and many plant species 
recruit new individuals in the first few years 
after fire. Plants do this in several ways: 

i) by flowering and setting seed soon after 
fire, eg. terrestrial orchids, christmas bells 
(Blandfordia spp.), grasstrees 
(Xanthorrhoea spp.) and waratahs 
(Telopea speciosissima); | 

ii) by releasing seed stored in woody fruits 
onto the soil surface after fire, eg. Banksia 
spp., Hakea spp. and ti-trees 
(Leptospermum spp.); 

ili) by the germination of seeds buried in the — 
soil, eg. wattles (Acacia spp.), legumes 
(Dillwynia spp., Pultenaea spp. etc.), 
boronias (Boronia spp.) and many other 
plants. 

As most of the areas burnt were heaths, 
woodlands and sclerophyll forests, only a few 
non terrestrial orchid species were probably 
burnt. Not much is known about how these 
species will recover after fire but examples 
from the most common species are: 

Cymbidium suave (sweet cymbidium) and 


Dendrobium aemulum (ironbark orchid). 


Plants will either escape being burnt where 
the fires did not burn tree canopies, as was 
often the case, or may be killed when burnt. 
For C. suave, roots frequently run beneath the 
bark of the trees they inhabit, and regrowth 
from these roots can occur after fire. 

Liparis reflexa (onion orchid), Dendrobium 
speciosum (rock orchid) and D. linguiforme 
(tongue orchid). ; . 

Some plants will be killed by the fire while 
others will escape being burnt as fires are 


patchy and moist rocky areas often do not carry 


a fire. Other plants in habitats that did not 
burn, eg. moist wet sclerophyll gullies and 
rainforest, will have also survived the fires.

rom pre school days I had been 
K interested in fresh water fish and when I 

went to High School, at the age of 12, I 
was excited to learn from a fellow student, 
Neville Hayes, that his father, Eric Hayes, was 
actually breeding fish. I was invited to the 
Hayes home to see the fish which, of course, 
fascinated me, but the father was growing some 
orchids which, to me, were something entirely 
new. Not only was Eric importing (legally then)

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orchids direct from nurseries in northern India 
but he informed me that there were orchids 
actually growing naturally in Australia. It was 
not long before I was invited by him to 
accompany him and his friend Percy Gilbert on 
an outing to a place about 25 miles south of 
Sydney to collect some orchids to grow. On this 
trip not only did we collect some terrestrial 
orchids but we saw, out of reach, a plant of 
Dendrobium aemulum growing on a tree in 
some rain forest. Epiphytic plants were 
something entirely new to me. After this outing 
I was completely “hooked” on orchids and my 
enthusiasm continues to this day. 

I put up a small crude bush house in the 
back yard (with anything but enthusiasm from 
my parents) and started trying to grow these 
orchids, mostly in old jam tins. Needless to 
say there were many failures but there were 
some successes and I developed an insatiable 
desire to grow more and more species. 

The above-mentioned two gentlemen (who 
were such in every sense of the word) were 
the only source of information about orchids 
for me for some years until an elder brother 
bought me a copy of Rupp’s “Guide to the 
Orchids of New South Wales”. From this 
small book I was able to ascertain in what 
areas some of the species grew and from there 
on at every opportunity I visited virtually 
every place within a couple of bob’s train ride. 

My brother, at about this period, began a 
school teaching career with many changes of 
location througout New South Wales - 
Illawarra, Mudgee, Maitland, Coffs Harbour 
and, wonder of wonders, Kyogle. Needless to 
say I visited my brother at these places and, 
when at Kyogle, he arranged for me to stay on 
a farm with the family of one of his pupils, 
Charles Riordan, at Lynch’s Creek at the foot 
of one of the spurs of the McPherson Range. 
These people weré very kind and lent me 
horses to ride well into the foothills, tether the 
horse and continue higher into the rain forest 
on foot. These were very fruitful “forays” and 
my collection and interest grew apace. 

As my interest expanded my two old 
friends thought I could expand further if I got 
in touch with the Reverend Rupp and they 
arranged a meeting with him for me. My 
friendly association with this gentleman 
lasted until his death. In these early years 
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there were very few people interested in 
native orchids and anyone who was, was 
instantly a kindred soul. Rupp gave me letters 
of introduction to folk in many localities in 
New South Wales and other states and these 
contacts, without exception, guided me, told 
me where to go to appropriate places, or 
exchanged specimens. Rupp also introduced 
me to the assistant director at the Sydney 
Herbarium, Knowles Mair, and I was given 
almost unrestricted access to herbarium 
specimens and library facilities over many 
years. This enabled me to make copious notes 
(photocopiers were not around in those days) 
and J also started my own small herbarium 
and I still work from this collection. 

At about the time I was introduced to Rupp, 
Gilbert was appointed editor of the 
“Australian Orchid Review” and he 
encouraged me to submit a few small very 
elementary articles to that journal. 

My next major move was marriage and 
three children resulted. Then Professor Petre 
Vermeulen of the Amsterdam University 
spent a couple of weeks with us and from 
him I learned a great deal about the 
“intimate” structure of orchid flowers, 
classification, etc., and we continued a 
correspondence until his death. 

When my eldest child was 8 years old he 
contacted polio (before any vaccine had 
become available) and after seeing him suffer 
from chilblains up to his knees for a couple of 
winters we decided to move to a warm 
climate. As, about 12 years previously, I had 
spent a holiday in far north Queensland, we 
chose Caims. 

Naturally, once in Cairns I started a 
collection of orchids, which were on hand in 
every direction, even on trees on the 
esplanade. Very little literature on these 
orchids was available and quite a number of 
species apparently had not been recorded and 
very few seemed to have ever been illustrated. 
I began doing line drawings )and these were 
crude indeed as I had never had any tuition in 
this matter) and preparing descriptions as the 
various species were collected on the 
numerous trips in every direction. Our house 
also became the mecca for almost all “orchid 
folk” visiting the Cairns region. Notable 
amongst these was a stay by Professor 
Holttum, and from him I learned more about 
orchids than in the previous 25 years. 

After about seven years in Cairns, I was, 
quite unsolicited, approached by several 
organisations wanting me to write a book on 
the tropical orchids of Australia. I finally 
agreed to do so for what was then said to be a 
non-profit organisation, the Society for 
Growing Australian Plants. The preparation 
of this work required work into the small 
hours of every day for the rest of my 
residence in Caims. 

About a year after deciding to work on the 
last-mentioned project I was visited by 
Hermon Slade and later John Womersley who 
persuaded me to apply for the position of 
Keeper of the Herbarium at the Lae Botanic

Gardens. This, to me, was an opportunity to 
do the work of my dreams in the land of my 
dreams. I was duly appointed to the position in 
1968 and put in a stint of two contract periods 
until P.N.G. was about to gain its 
independence and almost all public service 
positions were handed over to indigenous 
people. The stay in P.N.G. was bitterly 
disappointing due to an impossible director 
but one of the highlights of the stay was 
meeting and working with our mutual friend, 
Andreé Millar. 

The work on the tropical Australian 
orchids was finally completed, and published 
in 1969 in time for the World Orchid 
Conference in Sydney. 


Towards the inevitable end of my stay in 
New Guinea I applied for a position in the 
herbarium of the newly to be established 
Tropical Forest Research branch of C.S.LR.O. 
at Atherton and it was there that I spent the 
remaining nine and a half years-of my 
working life. 

A return to North Queensland rekindled my 
interest in the orchids of the region and I was 
able to see them in the light of their affinity 
with the orchids of New Guinea, and, over a 
lengthy period, prepare over 100 new 
drawings, arrive at a more satisfactory 
classification and indentification of the 
Australian tropical orchids for the revised 
“Australian Indigenous Orchids”, the first 
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volume of which was recently published. 

It is not easy to stipulate any particular 
group of orchids as my favourites, there are 
many fascinating groups. I have always had a 
leaning away from the pansies and dahlias of 
the orchid family but the structure and colour 
of the flowers and the great diversity within 
the genus Pterostylis has always appealed to 
me. Some, like P. despectans are short plants, 
those like P. Longifolia long plants; some, P. 
aphylla, are virtually leafless, while those like 
P. cucullata have large leaves; some, like P. 
mutica, have small flowers while those, like P. 
baptistii have large flowers; some, like P. 
angusta, have skinny flowers while those like 
P. curta fat flowers; some, like P. recurva, 
have flowers facing upwards while those, like 
P. nutans, have them facing the ground; at 
least one, P. pulchella, often grows on steep 
banks and hangs downwards so that the plants 
are virtually upside down; some, like P. stricta 
have erect but short lateral sepals while those, 
like P. coccina have long erect lateral sepals; 
some like P. sanguinea have downward 
directed short lateral sepals while those, like P. 
truncata, have a dorsal sepal only about as 
long as the petals while those, like P. 
tenuissima, have a very long trip on the dorsal 
sepal extending a long distance past the petals; 
those, like P. setifera, have the tip of the dorsal 
sepal curved upwards, those like P. fischii 
curved downwards and P. pedoglossa has it 
directed in all directions and often even curled 
into a circle; some, like P. parviflora, have a 
labellum not visible from outside the flower, 
while those, like P. biseta have it prominently 
displayed outside the flower; some, like P. 
plumosa, have a labellum which is almost 
thread-fine (although furnished with long 
hairs) while those, like P. gibbosa, a very 
broad labellum; those, like P. grandiflora, 
have a labellum with a long distal end while 
those, like P. taurus, a forked distal end; those 
like P. acuminata have a thin labellum, while 
those, like P. daintreana, a thick one and P. 
sargentii has one as high as long. 

The list of comparisons could go on ad 
infinitum but I am sure that what you have 
seen will be enough to show you why I have a 


weak spot for the genus.

Cattleyas 


Plants should be hardened off before 
returning to the glass house for the winter. 
The use of a high K fertilizer helps in 
hardening the plants off. Some growers 
use K-D-L to harden their plants off. They 
use it at half rate weekly for five or six 
weeks. Use PETERS BLOSSOM 
BOOSTER weekly to harden plant off for 
winter flowering. 

Water every five to six days. | 


Cymbidiums 


Your plants should now be growing to 
their full capacity. Long leaves and full 
bulbs. Keep up the water especially the 
late evening misting to help initiate those 
spikes for the coming season. Some 
growers like to top dress their plants 
during February with SUPER- 
PHOSPHATE. A tablespoon sprinkle 
around the top of the pot. Check the p.H. 
of the compost in the pot. If too low - 
below 5.6 a top dressing with DOLOMITE 
should help. A number of growers make 
up a mix of dried blood, super, sulphate of 
potash and potassium nitrate. They say it 
makes spikes like broom sticks! Still 
fertilize with PETERS BLOSSOM 
BOOSTER or PHOSTROGEN. 

Watch for spider mites - if present spray 
with your favourite miticide. Read 
directions carefully before use. For leaf 
spots use MANCOZEB?® while bulb rots 
can be controlled by the use of 
FONGARID®. 

Come March, those plants that did not 
get divided can now receive attention. 
After repotting drench with FONGARID® 
and irrigate weekly with HORMONE 20°, 
AUXINONE? or the new NuFarm plant 
hormone solution. 

Now is a good time to pot on those 
seedlings into the next size larger pots. 
Seedlings can be fertilized with GARDEN 
PARTY. Use it at the 3ml per litre rate. A 
top dressing with blood and bone after 
repotting pushes the seedlings along. | 


Masdevallia/Dracula 


The southernmost states can experience 
the hottest and driest weather of the year at 
this time. Northerly winds accompanying 
high temperatures combined with zero 
humidity will prove beyond any doubt, that 
the Pleurothallidinae are, in general, orchids 
of the cooler high altitude rain forests. 

The discarding of leaves as well as the 
rotting off of new growth is once more, a 
signal to the observant grower that 
something is lacking regarding the cultural 
requirements of these plants. Particularly at 
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February/March 


risk are all those Masdevallia species 
within the coccineae section. Masdevallia 
coccineae itself, at this time, develops ugly 
blackened leaf tips and even that most 
resilient and robust species Masd. 
veitchiana can be stressed to the limit. 
Many within the coriaceae section are also 
stressed, a typical sufferer being Masd. 
angulata which in the habitat, grows under 
dull, cool and humid conditions. Make sure 
all discarded leaves are promptly removed 
to prevent the build up of fungal/bacterial 
spores as these leaves break down. 
Draculas can still try to flower at this time, 
most blooms will be disappointing as the 
lack of natural humidity will cause the 
flowers to collapse as soon as a temperature 
of 2 Deg. C. combined with a lower 
humidity occurs. Most Dracula flowers are 
at their best at around 14/15 Deg. C. with a 
humidity of 65 to 80%. In the habitat it can 
be as high as 100% R.H. Dracula do 
however, appear to grow very nicely under 
warm but not excessively hot conditions. 

Many Masdevallia within the section 
caudatae will be happy in the increased 
warmth, e.g. Masd. prodigeosa. Masd. 
xanthina and Masd. klabochorum, but, be 
careful as many in this group are also from 
cooler, higher altitudes. Masd. caudata, as 
well as the closely related Masd, 
wurdackii, discolor, expansa and setacea, 
will not like the summer heat. Masd, 
davisii, amabilis and welischii will 
likewise protest, by dropping leaves and 
loosing roots. 

Consider as well the fact that the Andes 
habitat of many of these species rises so 
acutely, that, any one species may have a 
range of habitat, that is not 
interchangeable. One square kilometer of 
growing space in these areas may have a 
verticle variation of hundreds of meters 
altitude. This in turn, translates to a much 
as 5 Deg. C. variation in preferred growing 
temperature. The temptation to water more 
than usual to compensate for high 
temperatures must be resisted as the plants 
are not growing strongly to take up the 
extra moisture. 

Many plants can at this time, be grown 
under 70% to 80% shade cloth, down low 
and amongst the foliage of other plants. 
Some will stay in this position until the 
cold, wet days of the Southern Winter 
arrives. Around the beginning of July is a 
good time to move the plants under solid 
cover, W.A. S.A. TAS. A.C.T, and N.S.W. 
in the southern areas and including 
Sydney, can follow this advice. Q’land in 
the cooler areas, such at Toowoomba and 
the Tablelands, may even stage the plants 
permanently in an outdoor situation but, 
bearing in mind that the family is not frost 


tolerant and thus needs protection from sub 
zero temperatures. Here in the eastern 
hills, some 40 kms. from Melbourne, Vic., 
I grow only the larger mature plants in this 
outdoor shadehouse fashion, preferring to 
keep the seedlings under solid cover. 
During a period of many years of 
observation, I have found that many 
species that gave trouble in an enclosure, 
during the summer, responded more than 
favorably to the outdoor situation. 

All solid cover enclosures may need a 
reapplication of glass house paint at this 
time, as Summer thunder storms, will have 
by now, reduced much of the 
effectiveness. Ventilation at this point in 
time should be at its best, if not, hot humid 
conditions will result, causing a rapid 
deterioration of the plant health. Keep an 
eye on those fans and water coolers as they 
have a habit of “packing it in” at this time. 
Frequent misting and damping down will 
be necessary to reduce temperatures and 
when this is done, humidity will 
automatically be increased. 

The cooler it is, the more water vapor 


the air can hold. As in Winter, foliage 
should be dry before the onset of the 
cooler moist night temperatures. Those 
growers leaving their plants all day long, 
should have some type of misting 


arrangement operating. The most 
Northerly growers will still be operating 
refridgerative air conditioners in 
conjunction with some type of 
humidifying of the dry air. 

Until the Autumn break occurs, growth, 
although noticeable, will be slow. Feeding 
should therefore be infrequent, if at all, 
until the surge of growth occurs in April 
through June. Watering MAY be advised 
on a daily basis, even moss dries out 
quickly when the air is dry. Mounted 
genera such as Restrepia and Pleurothallis 
may need watering or heavy misting a few 
times per day. Have the slabs on an angle 
from the vertical, to ensure water remains 
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CULTURAL NOTES 


on the mount and root area, for as long as 
possible. The temptation to divide should 
still be resisted at this time as well, 
establishing seedlings from the flask is a 
risky business until the softer Autumn 
weather arrives. Control for pests should 
be continued as in previous notes. 

Caterpillars can still be an anoyance at 
this time, so remember, use a wettable 
powder only. High humidity also promotes 
the build up of algae on glass and 
enclosure walls, before the duller weather 
arrives it may be successfully removed by 
using a non chlorine based pool algicide, 
the liquid “Alginox” T.M. if used too 
strongly, can pit leaves and burn flowers. I 
have found a dilution ration of 5 ml. per 
litre of water is affective without harming 
anything. Spraying is the best method of 
application. 

The algae just dies and goes white 
within a few days. DO NOT go stronger 
than my recommendation or you will 
damage plants. The active agent in the 
moderately priced “Alginox” is 
benzalkonium chloride, the same as in 
“Physan” T.M. This method certainly 
beats washing off the algae with bleach! 


Natives 


The weather should start to cool down 
now for autumn. After the extreme hot and 
dry of early January in New South Wales 
and Queensland this will be welcome. The 
fires which devastated large areas of New 
South Wales may have caused problems 
for growers. The hot, dry northwest winds 
took any moisture with them making 
conditions hard for plants. Coupled with 
reduced water to help maintain water 
pressure for firefighters many plants will 
have suffered. One of the main problems 
will probably be sunburn. This appears as 
brown or black patches on Dendrobium 
leaves which have become golden in 
colour. The gold colour will fade 
somewhat but the damaged tissue will not 
recover. Backcut affected plants now to 
encourage extra new growths in spring so 
damaged leaves can be removed to 
improve the plant’s appearance for shows. 
Backcutting involved partially breaking 
the rhizome without actually dividing the 
plant. Carefully insert a knife between the 
canes and gently break the rhizome taking 
care not to damage the base of the 
pseudobulbs. Keep divisions to a 
minimum of three pseudobulbs. Young 
seedlings will have to be left. They usually 
grow quickly anyway. 

While most dendrobiums are fairly 
tough, many of the Sarcanthinae on the 
other hand will be in a bad way. They do 
not have the reserves to withstand long, 
dry periods and some may have dropped 
their leaves. Providing the base of the plant 
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and the roots are still alive there is a good 
chance that the plant will branch and 
recover. No matter what kind of plant, 
don’t try to make up for lack of water with 
excess now. Keep conditions moist and 
water regularly. Don’t feed unless there is 
new growth (autumn for the sarcs). Sick 
plants will not be able to cope with flood 
conditions and excess food so treat them 
accordingly. Be wary over the next few 
months and winter of fungi and bacterial 
infections in damaged tissue. If you see 
fungi or burn spots become wet remove 
the leaf. 

The terrestrials had died back for 
summer (now we appreciate why) but 
evergreen species (such as Cryptostylis) 
may have suffered. Many plants will have 
damaged in the fires. Habitats were 
destroyed and the question now is how 
long will it take to recover? If you are in a 
position to study any areas where orchids 
are known to be been growing before the 
fires, take not of what happens as they 
return and the bush regenerates. There will 
probably be a spectacular flowering of 
some terrestrial species this spring now 
that the grass has been removed. Take note 
of these too. It is important to study areas 
which were totally devastated and those 
which were only lightly burned and 


observe the species which grow there, 
even if they are (arguably) only 
uninteresting terrestrials with minute small 
flowers. If you were well acquainted with 
an area before it was damaged, not matter 
how small, write about what you see. 
Watch what other plants grow back and 
observe exotic weeds or remove them. 

Not only were fires a problem but there 
were some very cold snaps at the same 
time. If any tropical orchids were caught 
outdoors for summer they may have been 
damaged. As for the sunburn, remove any 
dead or badly damaged leaves. You will 
have to watch closely for fungal damage 
over winter in the humid glasshouse 
environment. 

Terrestrials in cultivation should have 
been repotted before now. Start watering 
and the new growths should be away soon. 
Take care that plants are not over wet. 
Many growers keep their collection out of 
the rain so the mount of water plants get can 
be easily controlled. It also helps to prevent 
flowers being knocked over and distorted. 

Regular maintenance in your collection 
for this time of year involves checking for 
any damage from sunburn or insect attack. 
Also look for any plants which may have 
outgrown their pots or not grown to 
expectation over summer and repot now if

they need it. Clean up in the collection and 
remove any dead leaves or weeds that 
could cause problems in the cooler, wetter 
months hopefully ahead. Repot as 
necessary but remember that growth will 
be slow and plants probably won’t fill a 
pot with roots and there will be risk that 
the mix will stay wet over winter and 
become stale. 

Insect problems at this time include the 
regular snails, slugs and caterpillars. There 
may also be crickets and grasshoppers and 
the nuisance Dendrobium beetle which 
munches away at new growths and lays its 
eggs at the base of plants so that larvae can 
hatch and mine their way into the growths. 
Look for fluffy masses of small white eggs 
(about 3mm long) around your plants. 
They like dendrobiums and Cymbidium 
madidum. 

Some orchids will be growing actively 
now but they should be encouraged to 
harden growths soon in areas where 
winters are cold. Stop using high nitrogen 
fertilisers and move to one to encourage 
flowering (high potassium K). The 
Sarcanthinae will continue to grow now 
and should be kept high. 

Now is a good time to deflask as the 
plants will have time to harden before 
winter and the weather is still warm 
enough for them to start growing. 

In flower over the next few months will 
be species and hybrids of the D. bigibbum 
complex. In cooler areas there is always 
the threat of bud drop in cool snaps so 
make sure your heating is ready in the 
hothouse. Also flowering will be some D. 
capitisyork hybrids and D. bowmannii, D. 
scheiderae and some bulbophyllums. & 


Paphiopedilum 


The weather is normally hot and, 
particularly during February, quite humid. If 
you haven’t taken precautions against mealy 
bug and scale, keep an eye out. Scale usually 
only becomes a problem in collections 


which have been neglected and can usually 
be traced to host plants, often ferns. Mealy 
bug, on the other hand, can appear almost 
out of the blue and you can have a major 
infestation before you notice it. Both these 
pests can be controlled with ‘Malascale’; 
repeat spraying may be necessary. 

Care of Paphs. during this period of the 
year consists mainly of routine watering 
and the regular application of soluble 
fertiliser as advised previously, still taking 
care to avoid overwatering. When the 
nights are hot it is better to water during 
the evening to induce a temperature drop 
about nightfall; this will assist promote 
flowering and, in my experience, help 
avoid deformed flowers. 

Excessively high temperatures should be 
avoided by whatever means you have at 
your disposal. In the bush house, shading 
and simple misting of the plants is all that 
can practically be done; natural air 
movement usually avoids problems under 
these conditions. 

Glass houses can present problems with 
excessive heat during summer, 
particularly if they are small. An 
adequately sized evaporative cooler is a 
very useful, albeit costly, device for 
creating good summer growing conditions 
in the glasshouse. The cooler must be so 
installed that it draws fresh air from 
outside - recirculation is useless. 
Sufficient ventilation should be provided 
at the op of the house to ensure that the 
cooler operates without back pressure. A 
simple thermostat, set at about 28 degrees 
Celcius, is sufficient control; this may 
need to be wired through a relay. 

In the absence of an evaporative cooler, 
summer temperature control is best 
achieved by a combination of ventilation, 
shading and misting. Whilst shadecloth 
over, and some distance away from, the 
glass helps with cooling - and can 
conveniently be removed during the cooler 
months - a thin coat of white paint in 
addition is almost always necessary. A

suitable. Don’t use an Acrylic paint, it is 
almost impossible to remove. 


Phalaenopsis 


Potting:- All repotting of flowering size 
plants should have been completed (and 
old flower spikes removed) by December. 
Small plants can still be potted on and 
compots potted out. 

Watering:- Water daily - preferably in 
early mornings. If heavy to flood rains 
occur, keep plants under a solid roof. 

Light:- plants require about 90% shade 
at this time of year. 

Fertiliser:- Do not fertilise dry plants - 
always water beforehand. Fertilise weekly 
alternating over a 4 weekly period as 
follows - 

Wk 1. - Inorganic - Campbells A, Aqua K, 
etc. 
2. - Foliar/Trace Elements -Wuxall. 
3. - Inorganic - as for Wk.1. 
4.-Organic - Fish Emulsion or 
Nitrosol. 

The change to lower nitrogen/higher 
potash inorganic fertilisers is to harden up 
the plant for winter and promote better 
flowering. 

Pest Control:- Watch for fungus and rot. 
Spray with Mancozeb® and Kocide every 4 
weeks or alternatively use Ridomil MZ 
Wp which is both a surface and systemic 
fungicide. Use Diazanon or Pyrethrum to 
control scale and insects. 

Keep a close watch for mites and spray 
with a miticide as necessary. a 


Vandaceous 


Watering:- Don’t allow to dry out. 
Water thoroughly every day. In very hot 
dry conditions water in early mornings and 
mist again in late afternoon. 

Light:- Strap leaf vandas, asocendas and 
other vandaceous genera with wide leaves 
require 50% to 70% shade although semi- 
terete and other narrow leafed types will be 
quite okay with 30%. 

Fertiliser:- Do not fertilise dry plants. 
Always water beforehand. Fertilise weekly, 
alternating over a 4 weekly period — 


Wk 1.-Inorganic - Campbells A, 
Flowfeed HP8 or Aqua K. 
2. - Foliar/Trace Element - Wuxall 


Foliar. 
3. - Inorganic - as for Wk.1. 
4. - Organic - Fish Emulsion or Nitrosol. 

A small handfull of Dynamic Lifter can 
be placed in each pot at approx. 4 monthly 
intervals. 

Pest Control:- Fungicide every 6 weeks 
(e.g. Daconil®, Ridomil® MZ WP or 
Mancozeb® plus Benlate®. Use Diazanon 
or Pyrethrum for insects. |

Regular Features: 
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W y interest in the Cattleya family 
was aroused when a friend 
_presented me with a division of 
C. Catherine Digwood, a pure colour 
albino with slight tinges of yellow in the 
lip. I grew this plant to specimen size in a 
large basket which hung in the 
shadehouse above my Cymbidiums. It 
seemed to flower continuously which 
encouraged me to take a closer interest in 
this genus. On investigation I found that it 
was a secondary hybrid, being bred from 
3 different species: 
C. ludemanniana x C. warneri = 
C. Lady Veitch (Registered 1915) 
C. Lady Veitch x C. intermedia = 
C. Catherine Digwood 
(Registered 1963) 

I found the Cattleya growth habit very 
interesting, growing on a rhizome across 
the top of the medium and right off the 
side of the pot and still flowering, with 
roots either clinging to the pot or 
suspended in mid air. In its natural 
environment this would be normal growth 
for Cattleyas but here in Perth without the 
luxury of a heated glasshouse (in fact 
without any luxuries at all as the plant 
was exposed to all elements under 50% 
shade all year) I was amazed at the 
strength and vigour displayed. Since those 
early years I have increased the 
shadecloth to 70% and feel the results are 
better. 

My interest deepened and I began to get 
together a collection of plants with a view 
to starting a breeding programme at some 
future date. However, I still had a lot to 
learn about this ‘new’ genus and started 
experimenting with potting mediums and 
fertilizers. 

Realising that the locally produced pine 
bark would eventually be unavailable and 
imported materials would be prohibitively 
expensive, I set about testing local 
products that I felt would always be 
available and within the budget of the 
hobby grower. After several years and 
several failures, I succeeded with the 
West Australian Eucalyptus marginata 
(Jarrah). I compost these woodchips in 
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layers with urea, lime and iron sulphate 
and in approximately 6 weeks the 
original pH4 is changed to pH6.3 — just 
right for orchids. 

When the pH is right I put the 
woodchips through a sieve which grades 
for compost, tube and mature plants. 
When I am ready to pot I add a little 
charcoal and perlite to the woodchip and 
plant. directly into this medium. 
Eucalyptus marginata is a very hard 
wood, taking years to break down, perlite 
and charcoal do not break down at all, so 
unless the plant outgrows the pot I do not 
need to repot each year. 

Fertilizing Cattleyas never seemed to 
be a problem because I alternated several 
different products on a weekly basis to 
begin with. However, I decided that there 
should be one product that provided all 
the necessary nutrients and finally settled 
on the Campbells product, but still found 
it necessary to supplement the diet 
regularly. 

At this point I produced a small book 
‘INTRODUCING CATTLEYAS’ which 
is basically a manual for the grower who 
does not enjoy the luxury of a heated 
glasshouse and wishes to venture into 
Cattleya growing. 

My orchids seemed to be progressing 
very well and so I decided to return to 
study as a form of relaxation and chose to 
take a course on fruit culture. Here my 
interest was with nutrients for production 
of better fruit and I realised that the 
various nutrients which produced better 
fruit could also produce better orchid 
flowers. I began looking at hydroponic 
nutrients and found that the top quality 
“A’ and ‘B’ hydroponic nutrients 
contained all of the elements necessary 
for good growth and fruit production. 

Coming back to the study of orchids, 
and bearing in mind that the medium 
must be open and capable of allowing the 
water to flush through in a matter of 
minutes, I realised that whatever potting 
medium is used everyone grows their 
orchids hydroponically. I have now used 
the ‘A’ and *B’ hydroponic nutrients very 
successfully on my Cattleyas for a 
number of years. 

Cattleyas will breed with other genera 
and thus we can make intergeneric 
hybrids where it is possible to change 
flower size, flower shape, plant size and 
also give a mixture of colours. Some 
Cattleyas have a delicate perfume which 
may also be transferred to their hybrids. 

Examples of intergeneric hybridisation: 

Cattleya x Brassavola ... Brassocattleya 

Broughtonia ... Cattleytonia 
Diacrium ... Diacattleya 
Epidendrum ... Epicattleya

Transferring the pollen on Cattleyas is 
a similar process to that with 
Cymbidiums except that the Cattleya 
pollen grains are like little disks and 
sometimes there are 4 little disks per 
flower. As the seed capsule forms it 
takes on the shape of a small football 
with ribs standing out from the 
capsule; totally different to the smooth 
Cymbidium capsule. 

I prefer to flask the seed of Cattleyas 
when fully mature but before the capsule 
becomes dry and splits. Some of my 
plants have held the capsule for 11 and 
12 months without splitting and when IJ 
have opened the capsule to place the seed 
in the flask the seed explodes out of the 
pod like fine dust. When seed is flasked 
at this point it germinates very quickly. 

As a guide for the hobbyist who wishes 
to try a hybrid of their own I have listed 
below the time it takes for capsules to 
mature: 


Cattleya 50-72 Weeks 
Laelia 50-72 Weeks 
Sophronitis 40-47 Weeks

grow. Aren’t we all! It is little wonder then that some of the most popular cattleyas are the intermediate 
types, or to use a Judging term, Developmental Hybrids. 

This group are the early hybrids, i.e. primary hybrids or those with a species as a parent or close by. I find that three 
or four species are especially useful when looking for beauty and vigour. Of these my favourites are Cattleya 
harrisoniae, Laelia anceps, and Sophronitis coccinea. For these to qualify in my beauty and vigour category, they 
must not only produce beautiful flowers, but grow vigorously in a shadehouse environment all year round. 

I grow all three of these species in a shadehouse amongst my Australian Dendrobiums. Temperatures range from 3 or 
4 degrees C through to the high 30’s C. This does not seem to bother them, nor does the occasional prolonged wet 
weather, although it was 1990 since our last big wet spell. C. harrisoniae and L. anceps also seem to handle the lower

humidity levels of a shadehouse quite well, although I have some reservations about S. coccinea during hot dry weather. 

C. harrisoniae is a very interesting parent. Plant vigour and hardiness appears inherent, as does the beautiful pink 
colour. When crossed with compact growing Cattleyas, the gangly growth habit diminishes, a big plus. Some 
examples are C. harrisoniae x Slc. PIXIE PEARLS. Another grex made by Sid Burton is C. harrisoniae x SI. 
ORPETII. Sid deflasked these into his shadehouse at Halliday’s Point near Taree. They grew strongly amongst his 
natives and have flowered on compact plants (around 150mm growths), with relatively huge flat pink blooms. 

L. anceps, as we know, does very well in shadehouse conditions. Hybrids inherit some of this vigour and the 
resultant stem habit is a very useful advantage to some hybrids. I recently flowered a seedling from the grex 
Blc. MALWORTH ‘ORCHIDGLADE’ x L. anceps ‘WHITE’. These plants are strong growers and were 
certainly beautiful.

S. coccinea is an old favourite and is a popular parent for colour and compact growth. One of the most 
successful S. coccinea hybrids of recent times has been Sic. BRIGHT ANGEL. Mr. Kevin Hipkins of Royale 
Orchids has remade this cross using S. coccinea 4N (pictured). I was fortunate enough to obtain some of these 
from him. The first four to flower are in bloom at the moment and they are FABULOUS. Oranges and reds on 
small plants (They are flowering in 50mm tubes), the very first to open is pictured. 

So, why not experiment with some novel hybrids, I am sure you will be rewarded with BEAUTY 
and VIGOUR. |

his genus contains upward of 300 or 

more species. The genus grows in 

Central South America from sea 
level to about 3,500 metres. Because of the 
large altitudinal and latitudinal range over 
which the species grow, temperature 
Variations are needed for their successful 
cultivation. 

As most of the species are epiphytes, with 
a fine root system, they need to be grown so 
that the medium in or on which they grow 
allows the root to dry out and not become 
water logged. If grown in pots, bark which 
1s free draining but does hold some 
Moisture. They can be grown as slab culture 
Specimens. Tree fern slabs and slabs of 
bark, such as Casuarina and Iron bark make 
an excellent substratum on which to grow. 

Watering during the growing season 
Should be carried out early so that the plant 
and substratum has dried considerably by 
nightfall. Water is needed in copious 
quantities during the growing season. If the 
Weather is extremely hot a light sprinkle can 
be given on dusk. 

Oncidiums especially the Oncidium 
varicosum type will grow in full sunlight 
specially those on slabs. A wire frame 
facing north supplies the best light 
Conditions for this genus. A word of 
caution. If you are cultivating Oncidiums on 
Slabs of any type make sure that the frame 
allows good free air movement and there is 
nothing solid immediately behind the 
Plants. The reason for this is from a solid 
wall light is reflected mainly as heat and the 
fibre, bark etc tends to dry out very rapidly 
and tends to heat up and stress is placed on 
the plants roots. 

Fertilise the plants weekly or fortnightly 
with a fertiliser similar to aquasol at reduced 
Tecommended strength, the next feed use an 
Organic fertiliser such as fish emulsion, 
liquid fowl or cow manure. When using any 
fertiliser make sure that the medium in 
which you are growing is damp before 
applying fertiliser. If you carry out a cyclic 
eeding programme, one of the spokes in 
the cycle must be a very thorough watering 
to dilute and leach out any salts that 
accumulate around the root system 
€specially on fibre blocks. 

_ The hybrid oncidiums can be cultivated: 
In the same way as the species. 

Propagation of the genus can be carried 
Out by division of the plant into three or 
four bulb divisions as the new growth just 

£gins to show. Front division of 
Oncidiums can also be carried out. This is 
done by severing the rhizome immediately 
behind the lead bulb and repotting or 
Slabbing before or as the new root tips

appear. If placing on a slab the front piece 
must be tied securely with a material that 
will stretch to allow growth of the plant. If 
a front division is taken the bulb behind 
will shoot, and on a plant which is growing 
successfully, will produce a flower spike as 
well as the new plant from the front bulb. 

Notes on some of the species 

Oncidium varicosum, produces long 
racemes of yellow flowers, best grown on a 
slab, will grow cool in full sunlight, flowers 
in Autumn. 

Oncidium ornithorynchum many racemes 
of bright pink flowers, best grown in a pot 
in a cool glasshouse, flowers in winter. 

Oncidium enderianum upright raceme of 
brown, nearly circular flowers best grown 
ona slab, flowering in Autumn. 

Oncidium sphachelatum produces long 
racemes of many flowers best grown in a 
pot under cool glasshouse conditions, 
flowers in late spring or early summer. 


Oncidium onustum produces a non 
branching spike of clear yellow flowers, 
either pot or slab culture, likes to be grown 
relatively dry under high humidity 
glasshouse conditions best, flowers in 
Autumn. 

Oncidium variegatum one of the equitant 
species, best grown on small slabs, 
especially virgin cork, glasshouse 
conditions, high light intensities, very 
humid conditions, flowers in summer. If 
flower spike is not removed plant will 
flower over an extended period and produce 
side branches. 

Oncidium lanceanum one of the “mule 
eared” types, flowers are white labellum 
with brown sepals and brown and purple 
spotted petals, pot culture, needs glasshouse 
conditions, flowers in summer. 

Oncidium crispum very similar to O. 
enderianum but flower in spring or early 
summer.

N otes on Phai us Lour. 
Section Pesomeria (Lind1.) 
Pfitzer in Australasia 


haius Lour. section Pesomeria 
Pasa. Pfitzer is a small group 

of ten to fifteen species distrib- 
uted from the Mascarene Islands of 
Reunion and Mauritius in the western 
Indian Ocean right across to Tahiti in 
the eastern Pacific Ocean. The section 
Pesomeria was first described as a 
genus by John Lindley based on 
Epidendrum tetragonum Thouars from 
Reunion and Mauritius. However 
Thousars had already created a genus 
Cyanorkis for his species, so Lindley’s 
Pesomeria is a superfluous and illegiti- 
mate name but this does not preclude its 
use at sectional level. 

The section is characterised by having 
elongate few-leaved stems often quadran- 
gular in cross-section with one or two 
laxly flowered lateral inflorescences. The 
moderately sized flowers have a very 
short spur to the labellum.

The title subject has three species 
in Australasia, two of which are 
discussed here. Epidendrum 


terrestre L. is lectotypified and 
transferred to Phaius. Phaius 
rumphii B1. and P. amboinensis 
BI. are lectotypified and reduced 


to synonymy of P. terrestre (L.) 
Ormd. A selection of material 
examined is given followed by 
discussion on the long and 
complicated history of this species. 
P. pictus T.E. Hunt is newly 
recorded from Papua New Guinea.

Discussion: The long and complicated 
history of Phaius terrestre began in 1750 
when volume six of Rumphius’ 
Herbarium Amboinense was published. 
Rumphius described an Angraecum ter- 
restre primum (= Spathoglottis plicata 
B1.) to which was erroneously ascribed 
his plate 52, figure 1 (= Phaius terrestre), 
the former plant was not actually figured. 
Following this he described an 
Angraecum terrestre alterum (= Phaius 
terrestre) to which was erroneously cred- 
ited his plate 50, figure 3 (= Phaius sp. 
sect. Pesomeria indet.). 

These errors were first detected and 
explained by J.J. Smith 177 years later 
(in Merrill 1917). Smith rejected 
Epidendrum terrestre L., E. tuberosum 
L. and Phaius rumphii B1. because 
they were based on the above men- 
tioned mixture of Spathoglottis plicata 
and Phaius terrestre and therefore arti- 
ficial species. Epidendrum tuberosum 
(1763) by virtue of its name seems to 
be based more on the Carribean 
“Helleborine purpurea, tuberosa radice 
Plum. spec. 9, ic.186, fig.2“ rather than 
the amalgam of Spathoglottis plicata 
and Phaius terrestre also given in its 
typical references. It is hence not fur- 
ther discussed. 

Today the International Code of

14 
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Botanical Nomenclature requires that a 
lectotype be selected when a mixture is 
found in the typical elements of a species 
name (ICBN Art. 7.4 & 9.2). The diagno- 
sis of Epidendrum terrestre given by 
Linnaeus rather equally contains portions 
derived from the description of the 
Spathoglottis and illustration of the 
Phaius. lhave chosen the figure of the lat- 
ter as lectotype because its excellent qual- 
ity enables easy identification of the 
genus and species. This is much more dif- 
ficult to do with the 17th century text 
describing Spathoglottis plicata. Phaius 
rumphii is identical to Epidendrum ter- 
restre, the fact that Blume placed it in 
Phaius shows he was reliant on the figure 
for generic placement. 

In the case of Phaius amboinensis I 
have chosen the Zippel specimen in 
Leiden as lectotype. The other syntype 
was the mixture of Angraecum terrestre 
alterum and plate 50, figure 3. The plate is 
a quite general figure of a Phaius of sec- 
tion Pesomeria, the flowers are closed and 
indicate acute segments. Perhaps it is just 
P. terrestre in late anthesis. 

Despite its broad distribution, P. ter- 
restre exhibits a low level of variability. 
Indeed, when I compared material from 
Java and Tahiti, the two extremes of dis- 
tribution, I was unable to find any appre- 
ciable differences. Recently Comber 
(1990) illustrated a plant from Java under 
the synonym P. amboinensis which had 
sharp yellow-coloured tepals and a differ- 
ently shaped white lip. This is not P. ter- 
restre but the rarer P. tenuis Rchb.f. 
(isotype BM! Comber’s material K!). 

The horticultural requirements of P. 
terrestre appear to be similar to those of 
Calanthe triplicata (Willem.) Ames 
with which it is occasionally collected. 
The oldest known collection from 
Tahiti is such a mixture. I have 
observed the species in full flower at 
the Lae Botanic Gardens, in such a state 
it is very majestic. The medium-sized 
white flowers stand out against the 
broad deep green leaves.

The above material was found during 
the work on P. terrestre. The species 
seems to be locally common at Markham 
Point, which is adjacent to Lae city. It has 
been independently observed here by 
notable New Guinea orchidologist 
Neville Howcroft (in conserv.). P. pictus 
may be distinguished from P. terrestre by 
the inside of the tepals being brown-red in 
colour and the lip entire instead of white 
tepals and a three-lobed lip.

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Tree Hazard Advice 


at Garden Festival 


The bush fires disaster in NSW has 
revitalised great interest in trees and their 
effect on the home — states organiser of the 
1994 Sydney Garden Festival, Nancye 
Castle. 

“Arborists are emerging as an important 
aspect of the show. In previous years 
exhibitors of trees in the festival have been 
largely concerned with ornamental qualities. 
This year, it’s clear that show visitors will 
also have searching questions about safety.” 
she said. 

Mrs Castle added that no two gardens are 
the same and the positioning of trees, 
especially proximity to your house and 
neighbouring houses, plus tree varieties, will 
come under scrutiny by home owners and 
gardeners. 

“Tt’s very sad to think that our much loved 
gum trees are being criticised as being a fire 
hazard,” she said. 

Tree exhibitors in the show include The

5. Reprinting of early Sander’s volumes 

After due consideration the Committee 
agreed not to recommend the reprinting of 
the early volumes of Sander’s List which 
were now out of print. It was considered 
that there was still a sufficient supply of 
secondhand copies of these volumes in 
circulation and it would be uneconomic to 
reprint in the limited numbers required. 
Moreover consolidated single genus 
reports were not offered by the American 
Orchid Society, and the CD not only 
provides a complete, integrated list of all 
registrations, but incorporates many 
corrections and a much improved database 
of registrant names and addresses. 


6. Report from the International 

Registrar 

(a) Applications received continue at 
around a rate of c3250/year. Although 
a slight backlog remains in the 
publication of processed applications 
there has not been a processing 
backlog since November 1992. 

(b) Errors in the database continue to be 
discovered, and corrected, usually in 
grexes that have not been used as 


parents since first published. 
Registrants’ addresses continue to be 
added with consequent tidying-up of 
Orchid Review versus Sander’s List 
Addendum Codes. Considerable 
inconsistencies in many early registrant 
entries are also being resolved. 


7. The Orchid Database Company 
Steady sales of the CD are reported by 
the Company. It has also announced that 
there will be a major new venture in 1994, 
the launch of the “RHS Orchid 
Registration System”. This will include on 
compact disc all the basic orchid hybrid 
registration data and contain the following 
functions:- 
(a) Mini-System orchid name search 
(b) All genera name search 
(c) International Orchid Register, 
comprising 
(i) search for a species or registered

(ii) alphabetical list of orchid names

This will be a basic product intended to 
help people get started with an orchid CD 
system and will sell for US$250. Release 
is planned for early 1994. Unlike “The 
RHS Orchid Information System” it will 
not have the functions relating to family 
tree, fast genealogical analysis and gene 
trace chart, nor will it include a document 
library, picture library or awards module. 

Version III of “The RHS Orchid 
Information System” is also in preparation 
for release later in 1994. Not only will this 
bring the registration data up-to-date (plus 
updates of other regular features) but will 
include some new features:- 

(a) a selection of c245 new images of RHS 
awarded orchids, including all 
Phalaenopsis awards. 

(b) new award database including those 
from the All Japan Orchid Society, the 
German Orchid Society, the Australian 
Orchid Council and the Orchid Society 
of South East Asia. 

(c) the text of Patsy Webster’s work “The 
Orchid Genus Book”. 

(d) American Orchid Society Bulletin 
index database (mid 1980’s to 1993). 

(e) Proceedings of the 13th World Orchid 
Conference.

Orchids of Indiana 

Michael A. Homoya 

Indiana Academy of Science & Indiana 
University Press, Bloomington & 
Indianapolis. 1993 Hardcover. 224 pp. 
95 colour plates, 15 B/W drawings 
RRP $34.95, extra for overseas 
(Publicity Dept. Indiana Uni. Press. 
601 N. Morton St. Bloomington, 
Indiana 47404) 

This book may be a little removed from 
the interests of most Australian Orchid 
growers as it is an orchid flora of the state 
of Indiana, USA. The orchids are 
terrestrials and most are unknown here. 
While many bear similarities to our species 
of Microtis and Prasophyllum, there are 
four species, two varieties and one natural 
hybrid of Cypripedium and some other 
species to rival our more colourful 
Thelymitra and Caladenia species. And for 
those who like something familiar, there 
are two species of Liparis, one Malaxis, 


one Goodyera and nine Spiranthes in 
Indiana. Interesting? Well, this is one of 
the best presented books around. 

“Orchids of Indiana” was written 
“,. with two objectives in mind. One was 
to create a work that would instil an 
interest in orchids and nature ... The other 
objective was to generate concern for and 
an improved performance of our 
earthkeeping responsibilities.” 

This is a very carefully prepared 
scientific account which has been written 
to be easy for everyone to read. There are 
two sections. The first is an introductory 
section which covers the following: 

¢ History of Indiana Orchidology 

¢ Orchid Morphology & Reproduction 

(a very well written chapter with 
excellent drawings of fruit, a subject 
often neglected). Includes a table of 
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flowering times. 

¢ Orchid Ecology & Distribution 

¢ Indiana Orchid Habitat (discusses the 
natural regions and is supported with 
maps and photos. The detail given 
here makes it easy to believe that the 
author may well have traipsed over 
every square inch.) 

¢ Finding Orchids 

¢ Orchid Conservation 

This is followed by the usual Key and 
then the alphabetical species descriptions — 
46 species in 174 pages. Each description 
has the name, common names, specific 
epithet derivation, a detailed description of 
both plant and flower, blooming period, 
range, habitat and map. All this is 
supported by one or more superb photos or 
drawings in the few cases where photos 
were not available (because the species is 
extinct). The photos range from about a 
quarter page to full page. 

There are two Appendices: Checklist 
and Pronunciation Guide and Scientific 
and Common Names of Plants Cited in 
the Text. These are followed by a 
Glossary and lengthy list of References. 

There are no cultivation notes but 
many of the species are saprophytes. 

Northern Indiana was once a major 
orchid source but this is now vastly 
altered (like so many other parts of the 
world). This book serves to preserve 
what once was, before even more of it is 
lost and it should serve as an inspiration. 

Even though the subject may seem a 
little bit specialised for most Australians 
this book is well worth having just for the 
presentation and superb photos. |

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Fifty-five Years Ago 


I: the September 1939 issue appeared 
an article entitled “Stray Petals” 
penned by P.A. (Perce) Gilbert, a well- 
known contributor to the A.O.R. This 
article is a series of short notes one of 
which announces that G. Hermon Slade 
has relinquished the Hon. Editorship, 
and that Perce Gilbert has agreed to 
accept the position. He accompanies 
these announcements with an earnest 
plea for articles — is anything new? 

Hermon had accepted the editorship 
of the new journal at perhaps the most 
demanding time — its foundation. To 
have produced fourteen issues over 3 
1/2 years was no mean feat, and all 
Australian orchid lovers owe him a debt 
of gratitude. It is gratifying to those 
many friends of Hermon that, 55 years 
on, he is still with us and is as active as 
ever in orchid affairs, when so many 
from those times have gone to the Big 
Bushhouse beyond. 

Perce took over just as World War II 
was to break out and had the unenviable 
task of guiding the A.O.R. through the 
war years. He retired in 1945, only to 
take on the job for a further period in 
the 1950s. His editorial in the December 
1939 issue dealt with some 
consequences of the war for local orchid 
growers. With shipping space at a 
premium and freight charges greatly 
increased, extra local taxes and 
restrictions on currency transfer, 
together with prolonged shipping times 
and the risk of enemy action, import of 
orchids was virtually out for the 
duration of the conflict. 

The Editor encouraged growers to 
_ maintain enthusiasm, improve their 
housing, work on pest and disease 
control, attend society meetings and, 
above all, keep the A.O.R. in mind. His 
editorial was timely, and must have 
been heeded, for at the end of the war 
the growing of orchids in Australia, 
both hobbyist and commercial, was 
poised for the expansion which has 
made Australia into one of the foremost 
orchid-growing countries of the world. 

The trials and tribulations, together 
with the joys and delights, of 
commencing a collection of orchids are 
recounted by each of two well-known 
growers, Bruce Hogg in Melbourne, 
and Hermon Slade in Sydney. The 
genera recommended for beginners are 
the same in both cities, viz. 
Cymbidium, Paphiopedilum, Cattleya 
and Dendrobium. Other genera 
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successfully grown in Melbourne were 
Miltonia, Odontoglossum and 
Odontioda, while Aerides, Coelogyne, 
Rhynchostylis, Thunia and Vanda were 
successful in Sydney. 

Hogg speculates that Melbourne 
growers are more fortunate than those in 
Sydney, as their climate compels the 
use of glass and heat, whereas the 
climate in Sydney, while in fact 
unsuitable for out-of-doors growing of 
many orchids, can tempt growers 
outside often with disastrous results. 

With the advent of various types of 
plastic shading material the use of 
hessian and similar cloth has virtually 
been discontinued. However, for casual 
use over small areas hessian may still be 
used to advantage, and the following 
wrinkle is worth repeating. If the 
surface of the cloth be painted over with 
copper naphthenate its life will be 
extended tenfold. 

As supplies of various fibres, e.g. 
osmunda, todea, polypodium, were 
becoming scarce or expensive, tanbark 
came to be used extensively in 
composts for many genera. A 
contributor from New Zealand 
described his basic compost, which 
consisted of half tanbark and half rock 
phosphate from Nauru, the pots being 
crocked with larger pieces of rock 
phosphate. An unusual feature of his 
cultural method is that he used glass 
pots! These were “clear glass jelly jars 
(A.G.M. standard type in two sizes, 
nested)” with drainage holes bores in 
the base. The advantage of being able 
to see the behaviour of the roots at all 
stages of growth was extolled by the 
writer. This could well be of interest 
today to the more specialist or 
advanced grower. 

F.A. Weinthal pointed out that, 
despite a prejudice among growers in 
favour of imported materials, many 
locally grown fibres are suitable for 
inclusion in composts. He suggests that 
this bias, in the same way as the reputed 
prejudice of Japanese growers against 
their local osmunda fibre, may be an ex- 
pression of the “the grass is greener 
over the hill” syndrome. Today, 
osmunda, todea and tanbark are things 
of the past and it is rare to meet a 
grower who is fortunate to have access 
to polypodium. Oo

With much regret I advise “A.O.R.” readers of the passing on the 26th 
November, 1993, in his 97th year, of Alan Begg, who was a very active member 
of The Orchid Society of New South Wales Ltd., and also The Eastern Suburbs 
Orchid Society, in the earlier days of our hobby. 

At that time orchid growers were mainly interested in Cymbidiums, Cattleyas 
and Cypripediums, with a limited variety of miscellaneous orchids adding 
interest. We all know that taxonomists subsequently changed the Cypripediums 
to Paphiopedilums to correct an early error dating back pre 1900. 

Alan was a very respected figure in the orchid fraternity for many years, 
holding committee status and subsequently serving a term of three years as 
President of The Orchid Society of New South Wales Ltd. 

For services to the society subsequently he was awarded a rarely given 
recognition — Life Membership. 

A member of the judging panel of The Orchid Society of New South Wales 
Ltd., Alan had a keen mind and a firm appreciation of the difficult craft of 
judging orchids on the show bench, including affiliated societies needs, and also 
award judging. 

Subsequent to retiring from the panel due to advancing years, Alan was 
awarded a rate honour by the judging panel, being recognised as an Emeritus 
Judge. 

Living in Bellevue Hill, on the top floor of a tall block of units, Alan grew his 
Cymbidiums on the fore court of his unit, with a minimum of shelter from the 
elements. Good light, good air movement, lack of pollution, saw ideal growing 
conditions, resulting in award class Cymbidiums appearing on the show 
benches. Cultural advice and suggestions were freely available to all. 

We shall remember Alan Raymond Begg for his many traits, courtesy, 
friendship, judging ability, his support of the orchid societies, but best of all he 
was always the thorough gentleman. a

DISTRIBUTION 

With seventy years of admiration and 
experience of seeing this orchid in most of 
its habitats, I consider it a treasure of our 
National Heritage. I consider D. discolor 
will in time become a great influence in the 
development of our native orchids, 
knowing that it has the power of 
regeneration under most difficult 
environments with the possibility of 
cyclones, rain, drought, insects, excepting 
fire and in this account, I have proved that

all the colours possible can be acquired and 
still have the same style of orchid. 

Its presence being seen in the region 
extending, on the Queensland coast, from 
south of Rockhampton, to the coastline of 


Torres Strait, growing in large colonies on 
rocky headlands, from sheltered to exposed 
situations, on small Islands in large 
numbers, extending inland to an elevation 
of one thousand feet against the Great 
Dividing Range; growing on suitable host 
trees principally along water courses 
protected from forest fires. 

This account of results over near fifty 
years is the result of one thousand five 
hundred planned crosses. 

Beginning of crossing experience results 
during 1946-47 when becoming free from 
War time conditions and having somewhat 
exhausted the discovery of further native 
orchids in my localities, I turned to thinking 
of hybridisation of our native D. discolor 
with some of the soft cane dendrobiums

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which I had quite a collection of species — 
eventually this proved disappointing. While 
I got seen from some D. nobile, D. 
primulinum, D. pieradii plants, flash 
germination took place with protocorms, 
eventually small pseudo bulbs, which under 
cultivation could not “take-off” and after a 
year or so, the idea was discarded. While 
flask cultures were very primitive compared 
with today’s work, these trials were going 
on. D. canaliculatum appeared as a possible 
candidate for my idea to develop an ideal 
size plant for crossing with the larger 
species, D. discolor for preference. In 
ignorance of genetic facts that take place, I 
chose plants of small statue. This was a 
complete failure and resulting progeny 
failed to survive a harsh environment. Facts 
of failure I will mention later. Following 
these experiences, I began to gather a great 
deal of knowledge of the genetic make-up 
of D. discolor in its natural habitat, by 
searching for examples I needed, over some 
years of time and cultivation. This was ten 
years, I concluded that by trial the general 
run of D. discolor away from the coast was, 
or would be a normal type-form — 
genetically with all its characters — virility, 
fertility, statue, with a few plants on the run 
down or lacking. This fact I became aware 
of in the crossing of D. discolor and D. 
canaliculatum, after producing none or 
more attempts to bring D. Gloucester Sands 
to perfection. The slight forms of D. 
discolor were a waste of time and this 
action appeared in the reverse with D. 
canaliculatum the small scribbly plants 
gave results. Robust plants from many 
districts did not or failed — something to do 
with a harsh environment for fertility. 

While practically all D. discolor in their 
flower segments are undulate, there are just 
odd plants where the segments are flat. To 
date, this variation does not come through 
in selfing, but the character of stature is a 
surprise — dwarfing seedlings to one foot in 
height at maturity. 

We come to colour variations, over the 
range of the whole habitat, it would be 
possible to find one hundred colour 
variations from green yellow, clear yellow, 
brown of type-form (hence the name D. 
discolor), to near dark bronze red shades 
with varying amounts of blue on the 
labellum. Some years past a form of D. 
discolor with a complete blue labellum was 
found near Mackay with a few surrounding 
plants showing traces. I tried hard to 
acquire this plant, no, but it was eventually 
lost by the owner. 

Clear yellow forms are not common, 
except in two instances. I have seen close 
on twenty isolated clones of these plants 
ranging from Yeppoon to Cooktown 
(beyond I don’t know) mainly away from 
the coast. For a reason I have stated earlier, 
these plants, on the mainland do not 
reproduce themselves by selfing, results, all 
brown, but two separate clones can give 
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results, together, all these yellow forms, are 
simply colour variations of D. discolor and 
not entitled to be referred to as D. discolor 
var. broomfieldii. The name var. 
broomfieldii was given by a Marine Survey 
Ship to a specimen from a large colony of 
plants on tiny Scenic Island on the ocean 
side of Whitsunday, also on an adjacent 
Islet near by, now a tourist visiting 
destination, closely guarded ‘by National 
Parks. Large numbers of plants were 
removed by many at the end of last War 
and these plants, I know could now be all 
over the world in collections. 

The characters of D. discolor var. 
broomfieldii are distinctive being green 
yellow in colour, a robust plant, average 
height and will reproduce itself with self- 
pollination producing plants of more green 
to yellow in colour. 

It would appear that close proximity to 
the ocean salt air vapours, only a few 
metres distant, has changed or stimulated 
the chromosome setup to become a

genetically perfect entity. These plants 
must certainly be thrashed by cyclones, and 
when broken up give many aerial growths 
that have perpetuated its existence. 

In my nursery collection I have referred 
to this orchid as D. discolor, the whole of 
my hybridisation programme rests on these 
plants, for five and six generations of 
plants, back forty-five years and was the 
parent of the only diploid cross of D. 
Gloucester Sands I gained. 

From 1950, quite a number of spathulate 
dendrobiums found their way into tropical 
Queensland collections, until quarantine 
regulations, put a stop to this. Some of 
these plants were D. helix, D. lineale, D. 
aries, D. tangerinum, D. laxiflorum, D. 
yvestegii, D. lasianthera, D. talasea ‘Blue’, 
D. talasea ‘Gold’. D. stratiotes and D. 
mirbellianum. (The most valuable one, D. 
nindii belongs to Queensland) were all 
prime subjects for hybridisation for new 
and beautiful subjects. I very soon 
developed a decade of work on hybrids. 
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1960, and they were much in demand, but 
sourness soon developed I found like many 
growers, these hybrid plants grew to 
heights half as much again as their parents 
— eight, ten, twelve feet and were 
unmanageable in shade houses, and 
consequently were put on one side to either 
starve or become useless. This 
phenomenon brought me to the need to, of 
necessity, to reduce the height of the plants, 
if ever our natives were to gain a place in 
social activities of orchid growing, which 
up till now they did not enjoy. 

My dear friend in orchids, the late Marj 
Purnell, with the rapid rise and hard work 
(1970-1990), she made her Orchid Nursery 
quickly come up against this problem in the 
later years, we often discussed this matter. I 
thought I was on the track of a solution with 
more, her reply about her method of 
hybridising “she had not much time ahead 
but wanted pretty things” — and that she did 
and left a fine legacy of beautiful plants. 

With all this in mind I was determined to

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meet this challenge of developing a D. 
discolor orchid, a challenge I had taken up 
years before. By 1960, with crosses of D. 
discolor var. broomfieldii coming to 
maturity, I became aware many were 
showing signs of reduction in height, and I 
concluded this parent was a “super clone”, 
if not a natural tetraploid for its ability to 
impart good characteristics to the resulting 
plants of crosses. 

Now I had-always noticed that large 
colonies of D. discolor itself along the open 
coastal area, there were many plants 
showing a tendency to develop more sturdy 
and less height, as if the genetic “make-up” 
was influence upwards by the harsh open 
environment they existed in, and flowers of 
heavier texture. Over some years of 
observation, eventually I was able to 
discern amongst half a million plants (to 
say here and there), just one odd plant 
showing exceptional growth behaviour. 
Eventually five were located and pieces 
brought in for cultivation, and possibly two 


more not yet proven, from miles apart. 
Incidentally, the peak of D. discolor 
development wherever I have been appears 
to be on the coastal areas of Whitsunday 
Islands and mainland areas inland of 
Proserpine District. Having concluded that 
these few plants were “super clones” or 
possibly tetraploid to put them to work. 
One of these “super” plants, now D. 
discolor Brunette is entirely dominant in 
producing red shades, self pollinated, 
produced variable results of good colours 
and statue. 

One cross, D. discolor x D. stratiotes was 
of outstanding quality in character, now 
referred to as D. Salak ‘Brunette’ (D. Salak 
had previously been a registered name). 
This cross foresaw a whole new range of 
undulate forms ranging from bronze-brown 
to near red shades. Marj Purnell saw this 
cross in flower, and seeing the possibilities, 
purchased plants from me and “went to 
town” in crossing with her “Ceretobes”’. 
Many beautiful plants resulted, dotted about 
in collections in our localities. A spectacular 
cross was D. Salak ‘Brunette’ x D. 
lasianthera (a bronze red undulate), her 
registration of same as D. Brunette Lass. 
The impact on growers was great, one critic 
published a statement elsewhere declaring I 
had made a mistake in parent crossing of D. 
Salak ‘Brunette’ or I did not know what I 
was doing — true I did not know beforehand. 
Marj was quite upset about the matter, for 
mine, I consoled her, if you know the truth, 
ignore the other. For D. discolor Brunette 
had already produced remarkable plants in 
D. Ursula ‘Brunette’, D. Bulbul ‘Brunette’. 
Now 1981, many more crosses have come 
to maturity and yet to be proved in quality. 
During this period of time 1970-80, I turned 
my attention to producing beautiful blues in 
undulate form with the help of D. Ursula 
‘Whitsunday’, D. Peter Peterson 
‘Whitsunday’, D. Bulbul ‘Whitsunday’ 
crosses from using D. Richard Ho, D. 
Wilma Holt and we have outstanding 
plants. One registration being D. Petite and 
a number of others have gone out into 
circulation and not registered. (D. Ursula 
‘Whitsunday’ x D. Wilma Holt) x D. 
Richard Ho, a magnificent blue undulate. 
The varietal name ‘Whitsunday’ I apply to 
all crosses having the background D. Ursula 
made by using D. discolor var. 
broomfieldii. Many magnificent crosses. 
have resulted in using D. nindii of North 
Queensland. Through the primary crosses 
of D. discolor var. broomfieldii 
‘Whitsunday’ x D. nindii = D. Peter 
Peterson, also D. Marj Purnell = D. Scholan 
x D. nindii and D. George Sax = D. Bulbul 
x D. nindii. 

Through all this. time a third “super 
clone” D. discolor ‘Beautiful’, bronze 
brown, dominant in colour in a good 
number of crosses, with one dose of D. 
tangerinum x D. discolor = D. Lim Te 
Hooi, large flowers, much violet shading in 
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D. lineale — Photo: Neil Crees

the labellum, producing plants of very short 
growth and with further crosses maturing, I 
can see a “burly” D. discolor half a metre 
in height and flowers to suit. 

However, all this is not the “end of the 
road” for me, for the next decade, green 
and yellow colours in D. discolor are 
receiving much attention coming through 
from D. discolor var. broomfieldii — Here’s 
to hoping!!! 


ADDENDA 

The problem of the extended growth in 
these orchids including D. discolor, their 
average height would be two metres in 
their habitat. Spathulate dendrobiums are 
naturally sun lovers, to mature and flower 
well for their survival, the seed fall and 
germinate on the cool moist forest floor, on 
lower trunks of trees and rocks and then to 
develop must have sunshine. Reaching 
upwards to come up above surrounding 
vegetation, this takes much growing time, 
onwards a whole summer or year, while 
this growth is going on, a second pseudo 
bulb develops demanding its share of 
nutrients, and this action is all to the 
detriment of flower production, of which 
the plant must rest to do so. 

In the meantime, the doubling up of 
stature characteristics produces a plant far in 
excess of its parent in hybrid vigour, which 
has become undesirable, with growths 
extending to three and four metres tall and 
of no commercial future |

tanhopea maculosa, (for many 

years known as S. fregeana) is a 

rarity in orchid collections and in 
the wild. It occurs sparsely on the 
Andrean slopes on the Pacific side of 
Mexico. The flower is about 10cms, 
across, yellow-beige with bold red- 
purple spots on the sepals and petals, 
and with a perfume that has been 
called “somewhere between vanilla 
and nutmeg”. 

The hypochile, narrow at the base, is 
yellow-beige with a small “eyespot” 
and the horns are longish, curved and 
round in section. 

A special characteristic is the 
unusual epichile, shallowly three- 
lobed with the centre lobe slightly 
shorter than the outer lobes. 

I don’t know what induces S. 
maculosa to flower, when eventually it 
does. But my plant, after seven years 
of nothing, produced its first flowers at 
Collaroy on the first of January, 1994. 
That was fast work from what I read. 
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The late Dr. George Kennedy 
reported in the American Orchid 
Digest (May/June 1974) that he had 
just flowered for the first time a plant 
of S. maculosa which had been 
collected in 1953 (!) It had been found 
on a mossy cliff-face near waterfalls 
in Sonora, north-western Mexico, at 
4,000 feet where temperatures would 
drop to freezing. 

Dr. Kennedy had grown his plant 
flowerless for 21 years in three 
separate locations (alongside many 
other Stanhopeas that flowered 
regularly) before, suddenly and 
inexplicably, it presented him with a 
head of three flowers! 

My experience was with a plant 
originally collected at Michoacan — 
six hundred miles south of Sonora. 
The plant grew luxuriously for seven 
years in and out of my glasshouse and 
never looked like flowering. In some 
Winters I would move the plant to 
Jean Deane’s place at Wahroonga 


where the temperature gets down to 
zero. Nothing ever happened, except 
for one attempt at a flower spike 
which aborted. 

Finally, in March 1993, we broke 
the plant into four pieces. One piece 
went home with Jean. I hung the 
largest piece outside in the gentle 
climate of a well-protected Collaroy 
frangipani tree ... definitely a sub- 
tropical location. 

Just five months later, in October 
1993, Jean’s piece produced two 
emerging flower-spears! So it was the 
cold of Wahroonga that did it? No, it 
wasn’t. Because my Collaroy-climated 
piece immediately pushed out a 
flower-spear also! In fact, that 
Collaroy flower-spear unsportingly 
came from behind and beat Jean’s 
flower to the post in.a photo finish! 

I guess it must have been the shock 
of the breaking-up that really did it.

Grower and Breeder at Ratcliffe Orchids 
in England, world famous for their 
Paphiopedilum hybrids at that time, 
which was their heyday. His studies in 
Switzerland, before going to England, 
included Diplomas in Floriculture and it 
is there that he learned the skills that he 
has been putting into practice for many 
years in Adelaide. He has done a great 
deal of work tissue culturing Cymbidium 
plants for other people, although he does 
not grow any himself. Even now, a 
percentage of his time is spent with this 
work although during the last twenty 
years or so he has built up an excellent 
collection of “Slipper” stud plants and is 
fast gaining a reputation as a premier 
breeder of Paphiopedilums. A glance at 
page 71 of the December issue or any of 
his full page ads in previous issues 
should be enough to make any “Slipper” 
grower’s mouth water! Nicky will be 
presenting a paper on the breeding and 
culture of his Paph. hybrids. 

Mr Manop Keokamnerd from 
Thailand is a very highly qualified 
botanist from Chiang Mai and has 
devoted a lifetime to the study of Thai 
Orchid species.

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ur Spring Show was held on the 

weekend of 9-10 October, and saw a 
typically eclectic range of orchids 
benched. We are a fairly young society, 
indeed, this is only our tenth year, however 
there is a lot of enthusiasm amongst our 
members. Whilst we were preparing for 
the show we became concerned that we 
might not have many plants for the 
benches. Fortunately our fears were 
allayed at Registration on the Friday night, 
as people brought plants in for registration. 
Whilst we were down on Cymbidiums and 
native Dendrobiums there were others 
available to fill their places. 

We try to hold our Spring Show during 
Floriade, Canberra’s annual garden 
festival. This gives us the opportunity to 
attract a greater number of visitors, 
especially as the venue we use is extremely 
close to the centre of Floriade activities. 

As a Society there is a great diversity of 
interest amongst our members, thus our 
Spring Shows have often seen a 
surprising variety of plants being 
benched. Plants have been carefully 
brought in from _— glasshouses, 
greenhouses, shade houses, verandahs, 
bedrooms, studies, windowsills and even 
the bathroom! Our members have adapted 
to cultivating the plants in Canberra’s at 
times difficult climate. We have a very 
cold winter, and an occasional very hot 
summer: this provides all our growers 
with some difficult challenges. 

Whilst we did not have as many 
entrants in the Floral Art section as 
usual, the entrants were of a high 
standard, and many took up the 
challenge of an arrangement based 
around the theme, ‘Kites, Colour and 
Movement’. This was the official theme 
for Floriade this year, and was 
interpreted in a variety of ways by our 
members. Our Art, Craft and 
Photography Sections were all strongly 
represented at the show. The overall 
winner of the Art and Craft section was 
Pat Butt, and the overall winner of 
Photography was David Rentz. 

This year saw a very strong showing by 
our novice members, especially in the 
Vandaceous Section. They are to be 
commended for providing such a 
beautiful display, and our more senior 
members are going to have to watch out 
for their competition in the future. 

The Champion of the Show, as well as 
Champion Seedling and Champion Any 
Other Orchid was a beautiful specimen of 
Masdevallia Bella Donna bearing three 
subtly textured white flowers, grown by 
Sandra Corbett and Mark Fraser, the

Show Convenors. The white flowers were 
4cm in diameter, with yellow, straight 
sepaline tails extending a further 4cm 
from the body of the flower. This is the 
first time that a Pleurothallid has taken 
the Champion Orchid position at one of 
our shows, and from what we have seen 
this is not a common occurrence. 

The Reserve Champion, as well as Best 
Orchid Benched by a Novice Member 
went to Phalaenopsis Orchid World ‘S- 
587’, a strikingly coloured novelty 
hybrid, grown by Priscilla Greve. Priscilla 
benched four plants, three of which came 
first in their sections: an excellent effort 
for one of our Novice members.

Catileyas 


They are certainly the Queen of 
Orchids. Some of the best catts are now in 
flower. Some of the whites and purples 
through their breeding are now a lot 
easier to grow and flower compared to a 
decade ago. The main thing that we have 
learned is to give the plants plenty of air 
and do not overwater. 

Only water when the plants have dried. 
Do it only in the morning. After watering 
is a good time to apply your favourite 
fertilizer. Some growers give their plants 
an extra application of K.D.L. as soon as 
the flowering sheath appears. Those 
growers who used K.D.L. last year 
reported larger — firmer flowers. 

Check your plants for scale, ANTI- 
SCALE has been used successfully on 
catts last season. Don’t forget to stake 
your flowering canes. As the buds emerge 
from the sheath, train them up the cane 
and point them in the right direction so as 
the buds do not bunch up. Watch for 
grubs and snails. Many growers have now 
gone over to the B.T.’s such as DIPEL. 
Remember light breaks down the B.T.’s 
so you will have to keep reapplying the 
product to keep the pest away. (More on 
this in a later issue of A.O.R.) | 


Cymbidiums 


The Cymbidium season is about to start. 
By now most growers will have flowered 
a couple of intermediate or a Cym. Trigo 
Royale cross. 

Now is the time to be very careful with 
your plants. Once the flower spikes are on 
the move give the plants a thorough 
watering weekly. If the weather is warm, 
a light mid week watering would be 
beneficial. 

Fertilizer should be applied weekly. 
When you fertilize give your plants at 
least one litre of solution. One of the best 
fertilizers to use this time of the year is 
Peters Blossom Booster. Once a month an 
application of K.D.L. helps to keep 
flower spikes moving nicely. Use it at the 
rate of 4 mls in one litre of water. The 
K.D.L. gives the flowers plenty of 
substance and depth of colour. 

Now is the time to place a few snail 
bait pellets around the base of the flower 
spike. BAYER have two good products. 
The BAYSOL-MESORUL product and 
the metaldehyde base one. 

If mites are present MAVRIK may be 
used. If flower buds are still within the 
sheaf OMITE may be used. Be careful 
when spraying your plants when they are 
in spike. 
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April/May 


When the buds leave the sheath place 
your plants under cover or you will get 
marked flowers. Watering should then be 
done by hand. 

Plants not in flower should be inspected 
to see why they have not bloomed. If over 
grown — divide immediately. If a non 
blooming type — get rid of it! If not 
growing well — see why. Now is the time 
to take stock of the situation. Remember 
you are growing plants to see flowers, not 
green leaves. 

If you are growing a few seedlings keep 
them moving with a weekly application 
of GARDEN PARTY. Watch for mites 
on your seedlings. If the leaves turn 
whitish spray with a mixture of 
NATRASOAP and CODACIDE OIL. 
This works really well, especially on 
small plants. Two applications seven to 
ten days apart is essential. A 


Masdevallia/Dracula 


Hopefully for most of us, the extremes 
of Summer are now just a memory. It has 
not been an easy Summer for 
Pleurothallids. With the softer and cooler 
Autumn weather with its temperature 
stability now approaching, it is time to 
think about getting those Masdevallia and 
their alliance out of flask and established 
before the onset of the winter cold. 

I am on the foothills of the Dandenong 
ranges around 40 km. from Melbourne 
and the climate allows us to de-flask all 
during the winter period, with the 
assistance of a little bottom heat and with 
the plants enclosed within a cutting 
frame, which has provision for 
controlling ventilation as well as 
maintaining the temperature. As there is 
no pseudobulb, best results with the 
Pleurothallidinae are always obtained 
with large plants ex flask. During the 
1993 season, I had dramatic results using 
seedling bark instead of moss. Wider 
spacing of the seedlings allowing better 
air around the leaf root junction possibly 
contributed to my success. Still, I prefer 
not to use fungicide as tests have proved 
the delicate tissue of Masdevallia/ 
Dracula seedlings ex flask are burned. As 
well, fungicide appears to restrict the 
development /establishment of an all 
important mycorrhizal relationship. 

I like to loosen the top of the flask for a 
week, or even longer, before removing 
the seedlings, I actually loosen the top, 
then drape a little Glad Wrap, or similar 
over the lid to prevent the ingress of 
harmful plant pathogens. 

This exposure to the normal 
atmosphere assists the small plants in 


beginning the hardening process and, in 
particular, cuticular development. The 
flasks must be observed DAILY at this 
stage and at the first sign of any infection, 
the small plants MUST be removed and 
planted up. 

Remove the seedlings by tapping the 
base of the flask on the palm of the hand, 
this will loosen the gel. Upend the flask 
and allow the contents to fall into a bowl 
of water, GENTLY! The gel may be 
removed by directing a gentle stream of 
tepid water from the tap over the 
seedling.gel mass. Any stubborn agar 
may be removed with a camel hair brush, 
it must all come off, moulds, fungi and 
bacteria love it! 

Drain the seedlings on a piece of 
newspaper then plant up LOOSELY as a 
community pot, into a good quality finely 
chopped Sphagnum which was 
previously microwaved, then wrung out 
to a barely damp state. Substitute seedling 
bark if you prefer. 

I wet the finely chopped moss or bark 
with a weak solution of Maxicrop® or 
other seaweed fertiliser. I do not like the 
chemical fertilisers for this work, as the 
moss can be soured. The seedlings should 
be generously spaced to allow all 
important air movement around the 
leaf/root junction. Take care never to bury 
this area, with your mature plants as well. 
Spacing 6/8 seedlings, in a 6 cm. or 2 1/2 
inch squat pot is about right. If you do not 
have an enclosure with the correct 
humidity and temperature for the work, 
say 75% R.H. with a temperature 
constantly around 18/20 deg. C. mark. 


Enclose the seedlings in a converted Coke 
bottle or small pot in a plastic bag. Bean 
shoot punnets, cheese containers or 
strawberry containers are other 
possibilities, the container need not be air 
tight, as the exchange of normal air will 
hasten the hardening process. 

I have never achieved satisfactory 
results by growing the ex flask seedlings 
inside the home. The 1993 success was 
achieved using cut down plastic soft drink 
bottles to cover the communities which 
were placed on a moist COARSE sand 
bed. If this base is kept just damp, 
watering needs to be infrequent if at all. 
YOU WILL KILL YOUR SEEDLINGS 
if, the bark or moss is wet! Water moulds

just love wet mixes though! 

Some seedlings always perish. This is 
natures way of sorting out those which 
are genetically weak. 

If the weather turns cold, a little gentle 
bottom heat at this stage is most 
beneficial. Observe the seedlings 
regularly for infection or dead leaves, 
remove this material immediately as it is 
a site for the development fungi. 

After a week, new growth of lead and 
root tip should be observed, 6 weeks 
should see the little plants large enough to 
be individually potted, there is no hurry 
for this however. 

If you prefer to leave the seedlings 
longer, the introduction of a little weak 
fertiliser to which has been added a few 
drops of “Formula 20”, will hasten the 
growth. As the seedlings are enclosed, 
they may be grown in the glass house, 
find a spot where it is neither too hot or 
cold and make sure NO direct sun falls on 
the little plants. I repeat, do NOT over 
water. Constantly wet will kill! A fine 
sprayer/atomiser is the preferred method 
of applying just enough water to prevent 
dehydration at this critical time. If you 
can collect rain water and it is not acid, 
use it, otherwise, using a fish 
tank/aquarium oxygenator/areator in a 
large bucket, or rubbish bin of tap water 
for a few days, will see most of the 
unwanted additives provided for you by 
your ever caring council, such as 
chlorine, evaporate. With the water near 
pure and saturated with oxygen, as is 
normal is situ. growth by using this 
oxygen rich water will astound you! 

Do not carry out your deflasking, on 


hot dry days as dehydration can occur 
before the plants are in_ their 
“Humidicrib”. I am also serious when I 
advise the grower to carry out this work 
during or just after rainy weather, the 
extra humidity in the air at this time, will 
assist the plants in establishing during the 
first few days. All should go well so it is 
possible, with Masdevallia, that your first 
flowers may be seen in as little as 12 to 
18 months time. When the seedlings are 
50 to 60 mm. high, we finally pot into 
SMALL pots with good quality 
Sphagnum, 2/3 moss with 1/3, at the 
bottom, of stone, crock or bark for 
drainage, which must be excellent and the 
moss loose, as air MUST reach the roots 
for best results. Good quality seedling 
bark may be used with the same 
satisfactory result. 

Polystyrene granules, not too fine, may 
be added at up to 20% of the volume of 
the moss. The polystyrene assists in 
keeping the moss and bark open and does 
not, like other additives, absorb water. 
Care should be exercised in the fertilising 
of the small plants, dilute your favourite 
proven product by at least a third of 
the recommended strength before 
application | 


Natives 


The arrival of the much awaited cooler 
weather gives the opportunity to clean-up 
before winter. Look for dead leaves and 
pseudobulbs and insect damage. Cut off 
any sunburnt tips if they look like they 
may harbour fungal infection over winter. 
Those plants which were heat stressed

over summer should start to improve in 
appearance now. Cut down on fertiliser to 
let plants rest before spring flowering. 

Repotting can be done now but it is not 
the best time. If plants are still in active 
growth it is OK. Don’t put plants into 
large pots as the roots will not fill it and 
the mix may remain wet and become stale 
and soggy over winter. Repot any plants 
which have not grown to expectation over 
summer as they may have other problems 
hidden in the mix and be in need of 
fungicide or similar treatment. 

Some plants have left putting out new 
growths until late again. If these growths 
are to reach their maximum size and 
harden before winter it may be necessary 
to move them to a position of higher light 
or even into the glasshouse. 

Deflasking to the end of April is fine in 
warmer temperate areas but if you get 
early frosts put them in the glasshouse if 
they haven’t hardened. 

On the subject of the glasshouse, now is 
the time to check that your heating is 
working and remove the summer shading 
by about Anzac Day or sooner if there is a 
lot of overcast weather. 

Pests on the rampage should be on the 
decrease now with snails and slugs being 
the main worry. These menaces will chew 
through flower spikes as they develop 
leaving you with an unbenchable mess. 
Mealy bugs can increase their populations 
rapidly if conditions become too dry such 
as in the glasshouse or covered 
bushhouse. Regular light misting, 
particularly under the leaves should slow 
their progress. Caterpillars, Dendrobium 
beetle and the like should not be seen too 
often now unless you are in the warmer 
parts of the country. 

Natives in bloom now include the D. 
bigibbum complex and the associated 
hybrids such as D. Peewee and D. Elegant 
Heart. Also D. capitisyork and hybrids 
and D. schneiderae, Bulbophyllum 
exiguum and B. weinthalii. 

The cool season terrestrials will be 
growing well by now with many showing 
signs of flowering if not already out. 
Remember to keep up the light levels as 
much as possible and to prevent them 
from being knocked down by rain, put 
them under cover of some kind. | 


Paphiopedilums 


The days are drawing in, the weather is 
cooler and the buds are beginning to 
appear in quantity in the Paph. collection. 

Regular — but not too frequent — 
watering and fertilising should be 
continued as before. The idea is to 
prevent the plants from drying out whilst 
avoiding an almost sodden condition. 
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Fortunately the open nature of bark 
mixtures allows a fair degree of latitude 
with watering, but the potting material is 
breaking down by now and it will hold 
moisture for longer than it did when 
fresh. All watering should, by now, be 
done as early in the day as practicable. 
Avoid, if possible, watering when the 
weather is wet — even in the glasshouse. 

Shading should be reduced for the 
winter; this is best done shortly after 
Anzac Day. 

As a general rule the white Paphs. 
begin to flower around late April, 
followed by the greens, the reds, the 
autumn shades and finally the spotted 
varieties late in the season. Modern 
hybrids, with their very mixed ancestry, 
often depart radically from this rule. 
Many whites, incidentally, do not do well 
under cold conditions. 

If you grow Paphs. for the show bench 
it is important to avoid crooked or 
asymmetrical flowers. This is best done 
by keeping the stems upright and in good 
light from the beginning. Keep an eye out 
for buds caught under leaves and take the 
appropriate action. Whilst the growing 
stems are too soft to stake within about 50 
cm of the bud, they can be staked when 
they are somewhat longer than this. 
Staking is seldom necessary if the 
emerging buds are kept in good, even 
light. It is a good idea to shift plants, as 
buds are found, to a bright, evenly lit spot 
where they can be well spaced and, 
preferably, faced to the north. This area 
should be well baited for snails and slugs, 
which seldom damage Paph. plants but 
have no such compunction concerning the 
buds and flowers. 

A good Paph. is more likely to catch 
the judge’s eye if the flower looks at 
him rather than at the floor. You can 
train the flower to look slightly upward 
by allowing it to open with the stem 
leaning forward about fifteen degrees or 
so. The pot should be put in this position 
when the bud is about to open and kept 
there for about a week after the flower 
has fully opened. The bud and stem 
must always be vertical when viewed 
from the front, otherwise the lip will 
lean to one side. 

I do not advocate any kind of 
manipulation using cardboard, tissues, 
paper clips or the like. This invariably 
produces an unnatural looking flower 
which an experienced judge can spot at 
a glance. a 


Phalaenopsis 


Watering: If weather is very hot and 
dry then water daily in mornings. In times 
of heavy or overnight rain keep plants 
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under a solid roof and reduce watering. 
As nights become cooler do NOT water 
in afternoon. 

Light: Phalaenopsis still require up to 
90% shade particularly in the tropics. 

Fertiliser: Continue as_ for 
February/March. Do not fertilise dry 
plants — always water beforehand. 
Fertilise weekly altering over a 4 weekly 
period as follows — 

Wk.1. — Inorganic low nitrogen — 

Campbells A, Aqua-K, etc. 

Wk.2. — Foliar — Wuxall 

Wk.3.— As above for Wk. 1. 

Wk.4. — Organic — Fish Emulsion, 

Nitrosol, etc. 

Pest Control: Spray with Mancozeb 
and Kocide every 4 weeks or 
alternatively use Ridomil MZ WP which 
is both a systemic and surface fungacide. 
Use a bactericide such as Physan 20 
weekly to control soft rot. 

Use Pyrethrum or Diazanon every 4 
weeks to control scale and insects. For 
ants use Lorsban. Keep a watch for mites 
and spray with a miticide as necessary. 


Vandaceous 


Watering: Don’t allow to dry out. If 
orchids are in teak baskets or in pots 


without potting mix, then water 
thoroughly every morning. In hot dry 
conditions, a late afternoon misting is also 
beneficial. If orchids are in fine potting 
mix then watering every second day will 
probably be sufficient. 

Light: Strap leaf vandas, ascocendas 
and other genera with wide leaves 
require at least 50% shade. Semi-terete 
and other narrow leaf types require much 
less. If you wish to grow terete and 
semi-terete vandas, mokaras, arandas, 
etc. in full sunlight, then the end of May 
is a good time to start easing them out 
into the sun. 

Fertiliser: Continue as _ for 
February/March. Fertilise weekly, 
alternating over a 4 weekly period as 
follows: 

Wk.1. — Inorganic low nitrogen — 
Campbells A, Aqua-K, or Flowfeed 
HP8. 

Wk.2. — Foliar — Wuxall. 

Wk.3. — As for Wk.1. 

Wk.4. — Organic — fish Emulsion, 
Nitrosol, etc. 

Pest Control: Fungacide every 6 weeks 
(e.g. Daconil, Ridomil MZ WP or Benlate 
plus Mancozeb. Use Diazanon or Pyre- 
thrum to control insects. If rust is a problem 
a dose of Plantvax 750 will fix it. |

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| he Pleurothallidinae is a huge 
group of orchids, both 

5 Masdevallia and Dracula are 
members, residing within a small branch 
or subtribe of the huge group, known as 
the Epidendreae. 

At the time of writing, there has been 
clasified 29 genera with more than 3,000 
Species within the subtribe 
Pleurothallidinae. More are being 
constantly added. Some of the better 
known genera, of which you may be 
familiar are: Barbosella, Dracula, 
Dryadella, Lepanthes, Masdevallia, 
Octomeria, Physosipon, Pleurothallis, 
Porroglossum, Restrepia, Scaphosepalum, 
Stelis and Trisetella. These plants are 
exclusively orchids of the Americas but, 
they do range from the higher hills around 
Vera Cruz in Mexico, a very green and 
luxurious area, and actually on the North 
American continent. The family may be 
found through Central America to 
Colombia, Ecuador, Peru and beyond to 
Argentina in southern South America. To 
the east from Venezuela down through 
the moister areas of Brazil and of course 
the Amazon. The botanists, Ruiz and 
Pavon discovered and named the genus 
Masdevallia, in 1794, while searching for 
an anti Malarial drug (Quinine) without 
which, the Spanish conquest of the 
tropical areas of America and many other 
parts of the equatorial world, would not 
have been possible. 

It is the Masdevallia that contain the 
largest flowers within of the 
Pleurothallids. Masd. macrura is the giant 
both among its genus, and the complete 
Subtribe. At the other end of the scale 
may be found the diminutive Lepanthes, 
Which, although they are minute in size, 
contain many fascinating, even weird, 
Species. Of difficult culture because of 
the requirement for moderate 
temperatures combined with a humidity 
level constantly in the range of 70 to 80% 
or higher at all times, the genus is not 
often seen on the display bench unless 
contained within a climatically controlled 
Terrarium or Wardian case type set up. 
Not the sort of thing many growers are 
prepared to cart around!

his one, growing well now, needs a little 
Winter comfort. Nearly all Pleurothallids would 
like their temperature range to be in the vicinity 
Of 10 to 25 degrees Celcius, however, most 
tolerate a wider range than that. 


Walter Teague, that well known and 
learned orchid gentleman of San 
Francisco, grows and flowers Lepanthes 
to perfection. This is his favourite genus 
and he achieves his success by growing 
the plants in a fully enclosed house which 
is kept constantly humid by frequent 
misting. Walter’s preferred growing 
method is to mount the plants on a type of 
fern which I have never seen in Australia. 
This fern is very course and open to the 
point that when it is held up to the light, 
daylight can be seen through it. Drainage 
is consequently immediate when watered 
and when this feature is combined with 
the constant high humidity, results are 
outstanding. Walter provides a little 
winter warmth, as the winters, while not 
normally severe, can sometimes be very 
cold, dull and damp. Many of the smaller 
members of the Pleurothallidinae, 
including the smaller Masdevallia, appear 
to respond well to this treatment and type 
of substrate. In the natural Andean 
habitat, the plants appear to completely 
dry out, once every 24 hours. This is 
nature’s disease control at work! 

My personal favourite is the Restrepia, 
this colorful genus is not nearly as 
demanding as the Lepanthes. Warmer, 
brighter and drier conditions seem not to 
bother the plants and I can report, that 
growing them as I do, completely cold 
with sometimes very dull winters, the 
results are always gratifying. It seems 
Restrepia are the most resilient genus. 
The exciting prospect is that of breeding 
with other members of the family and in 
particular Masdevallia. What will these 
be called? Restrepallia or Masdrepia 
perhaps! Still, it is not a foregone 
conclusion, that these speculative 
crosses, even if they yield promising 
material, will ever flower. 

With the Restrepias, I have achieved 
excellent results, with almost any 
substrate including moss and fine bark in 
small, net, hanging baskets. Bright 
colours combined with striking patterns 
will make these plants stand out from 
other more drab orchids and if size is of 
concern, it is worth seeking out the 
larger, rarer clones, which can be the size 
of medium Masdevallias. 

I grow selected clones of Rest. striata, 
measuring up to 10cm, tip to tip! 
Restrepias, with their strange antennae, 
which appear to be odour emitting organs

for the attraction of a specific pollinator, 
are appearing more and more on the 
exhibition benches. With many fanciers 
these days being restricted in their 
growing space, this type of miniature 
allows the collection of a diverse and 
interesting but, easy growing group of 
orchids, in a confined space. 

Care needs to be exercised with indoor 
growing as the micro climate can be too 
hot and dry in Winter or cold and dry in 
Summer. Many Pleurothallids will not 
tolerate this lack of humidity. Look out for 
Rest. striata and sanguinea to start your 
collection and get you hooked. Left alone 
for a few years, a specimen will develop, 
which, when in full bloom, presents a 
delightful miniature feast of shape and 
colour. The most common species is Rest. 
antennifera which is a rampant grower, 
but does not have the intensity of colour 
exhibited by the others. 

In the early years of classification, 
most of these Pleurothallids were lumped 
together within the Masdevallia. With 
such a large number of species to 
accurately describe and classify, the task 
had proved to be almost insurmountable 
So, the easy way out was taken and thus 
anything that remotely resembled a 
Masdevallia was placed within that 
genus. Those growers interested in the 
genus owe a great debt to Dr. C. Luer of 
the Missouri Botanical Gardens in the 
USA, who has been able to devote so 
much time to sorting out the mess, that 
now we are at last able to see some sense 
and reason, within his many newly 
established taxa. Dr. Luer remains active 
in this work, as many new species, within 
the various families, are still being 
discovered on a regular basis. At the time 
of writing, a backlog of many years 
classification work, remains ahead. 

Trisetella is one such genus and along 
with Porroglossum, among others, and 
including Dracula, were once 
collectively known as Masdevallia. 1 am

veitchiana and coccinea! The Angel Frost 
Cross, is extremely vigorous in the flask. 
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particularly fond of the Trisetella, 
unmistakenly a Pleurothallid with its 
sepaline dominence over the petals. The 
group contains only a dozen or so species 
and they are all charming and colorful 
miniatures, whose beauty may be 
enjoyed, without the use of a hand lens. 
The three sepals all end in fine hairlike 
tails, both the dorsal and synsepal are 
caudate. Striations and solid colour 
within the warmer reds through to deep 
wines create a little gem of an orchid. 
Flowering is successive, a small clump 
growing in a 50mm pot of moss may 
support a dozen or more flowers, at any 
one time. 

I have only a few species in this genus 
and I am captivated by them. T7vi. 
huebneri, gorgeous rose coloured flowers 
and many of them. Tri. escobarii, similar 
but with striations on the floral parts. Tri. 
gemata, the largest that I know of and 
possess, with fine yellow tails to the 
sepals, that have a habit of delightfully 
turning upwards. Then there is my latest 
find, the deep wine, almost black, tri. 
pantex with those unusual globular ends 
to the caudal tails. Possibly osmophores 
or scent producing organs similar to the 
closely related Restrepias. Trisetella 
pantex is smaller than most, but makes 
up for it, with a prolific and unusual 
floral display. 

Porroglossum, is another interesting 
removal from the Masdevallia, and I find 
this genus, is willing to breed with the latter. 
Already, we have been successful in mating 
Por. echidnum up with Masd. veitchiana, 
another new genus to find a name for, 
Porrovallia or Masdoglossum come to 
mind! The resultant seedlings are vigorous. 
There appears to be near two dozen 
species within the genus Porroglossum 
and, they all exhibit a specialised lip, 
which is sensitive to certain stimulus, 
when exerted by the pollinator. 

Similar to many of our Australian 
terrestrial orchids, the Porroglossum lip, 
when agitated, flips upward, thus 
trapping the intruder and exerting enough 
pressure, to adhere the pollinia, to the

This unknown Pleurothallis, 
demonstrates how happy it is, by producing a 
healthy batch of capsules. 
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insects body. Most of the flowering 
stems in the genus are quite hairy and a 
Species in my possession, Porroglossum 
echidnum is named for this quality. I 
grow my plants in small pots of moss and 
as with all that I grow in such a medium, 
I attempt to keep the moss growing but 
open so that air circulation, at the root 
zone, remains possible. Pot drainage is 
also of paramount importance. A few 
stone chips in the pot bottom, stops the 
compression of material and thus the 
blocking of the holes. Recent cultural 
success has been achieved by adding up 
to 40 or even S50 percent, of rubbed, 
medium diameter, polystyrene granules, 
to the Sphagnum. 

I am also fascinated by the very 
Masdevallia like genus of Barbosella. It 
was Schlecter who established this taxa in 
1918 when he found they could no longer 
be accomodated within the Restrepia. I 
grow only a few, but one species in 
particular, has increased my interest in the 
plants a great deal. This species is an 
unidentified Barbosella collected many 
years ago, when it was still allowed, by a 
friend of mine, Dick Emory, at an altitude 
of 2,000 metres near Oxampampa, Peru. 
Many typically shaped flowers of a 
stunning orange colour are clustered on 
Short pedicels around the base of the 
plant. This plant remained weak and 
Struggled for years but now, with a better 
understanding of its requirement for cool 
to intermediate temperatures, not cold, 
plus, good light, I am enjoying frequent 
flowers. Many of these cool growers, will 
not tolerate the cold dull winters of the 
southern areas of Australia and it is my 
experience that a touch of winter warmth, 
combined with the highest light levels 
available, will produce a striking display 
during the flowering season. I would 
recommend an optimum minimum 
Winter temperature of 10 to 12 Deg. C. In 
the Summer, it may be necessary to move 
the plants to a more airy and cooler 
position while bearing in mind that 
Maintaining humidity levels in the 
Vicinity of 70 to 80%, if you can manage 
it, remains an important factor. 

Who among us, would omit that other 
€x Masdevallia genus, the Dryadellas, 
from such a listing as this? Many 
collections no doubt still have the old 
labels attached but, Dr. Luer has been at 
Work again and thus, in 1978, and along

he cross is registered as Masd. Peppermint 
Glow. | never flowered a bad one. 
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with all the others, the quaint little 
“Partridge in the Grass” orchids, were 
given their own proper place. 

Within the Dryadella, there appears to 
be close to 40 species. Many however, 
appear to be similar to each other, 
although colour, of which there is great 
variation amongst the genus, has never 
been the basis for species establishment. 
The few species I grow, are all spotted to 
some degree and base colours, range from 
deep yellows through to white, as it is in 
Dryadella albicans. The true miniature 
within this taxa id D. lilliputana, red spotted 
white flowers cover the 1.5cm leaves. The 
most common as well as the easiest to find 
and most vigorous, is D. edwallii. 

I have no hesitation in pronouncing 
these orchids, the most floriferous genus 
in my collection, when in full bloom, so 
prolific are the flowers, that the tufted 
little plants are almost hidden by the

After the first generation, the dominent feature 
of the species appears to rapidly recede. 


floral display. I have grown these plants 
on cork bark, as well as in small 
terracotta pots, however, like most 
Pleurothallids, they prefer a little 
moisture at all times and the cork is 
difficult to keep damp. If grown on cork, 
the mount should not be vertical 
but, be positioned on an angle, so that it 
remains moist for an extended period of 
time. The dilema will always remain 
however, how do we keep the root runs 
damp, but well aerated, as in nature? 

What of the genus Pleurothallis itself? 
Well there are many, in fact over 2,000 
separate epithets have so far been named 
and more are being discovered 
constantly. I successfully grow some of 
the larger flowered species and find most 
are amenable to my cool culture 
although, some winters are more trying 
for the cultivator, than others. Air 
movement, during any season remains of 
prime importance. 

The discarding of leaves as well as 
spotting and yellowing of foliage in the 
winter, indicates it is just too cold and 
humid so, the plants need to be 
transferred to a warmer position. Air 
movement is just as important at this 
time, as it is in the warmer months. 
During the growing season, the 
yellowing of leaves may indicate a 
nitrogen deficiency. A good, balanced 
fertilizer, such as Aquasol®, will 
overcome the problem if it exists. Apply 
it weakly as well as weekly. One of the 
seaweed derived fertilizers, like 
Maxicrop®, will however, always be my 
preferred method of feeding. 


Of the Pleurothallis, phalangiferra, 
restrepiodes and tuerkheimii are my 
favourites. Many species within the genus, 
if grown into a specimen, can put on a 
show of hundreds of flowers during a 
season. Mostly various depths of wine in 
colour, but yellows and green are also 
common, the individual blooms are not at 
all small, combine this quality with a 
simultaneous flowering in such great 
numbers and you have something 
outstanding and eye catching, in any 
orchidists estimation. I should not omit 
mention of those other most popular 
species among the Pleurothallis, Pl. 
grobyi with its myriad of small yellow and 
brown striated flowers, also numbering in 
the hundreds on a well grown plant and 
PI. schiedii, one of the strangest of them 
all because of the dozens of whispy white 
flags that shiver, suspended from the sepal 
margins, in the slightest breeze. Beckoning 
perhaps, to a passing pollinator, that all is 
clear to land. What about P/. endotrachys? 
Yes, this is spectacular and an unusual 
bright orange colour. The wonderful world 
of botanical language is exemplified in 
this species, as endotrachys, is literally 
translated as “rough within”. The flowers 
on Pl. endotrachys, are enjoyed for many 
months, because of the sequential 
flowering habit. I have a plant of Pl. 
endotrachys that has been constantly in 
flower for over 2 years! The list goes on 
and on, Scaphosepalum are worth 
exploring as are Stelis, Trichosalpinx and 
Zootrophion. It seems the list can and 
does, go on forever! 

I grow most of my Pleurothallis in 


perforated baskets or net pots and find 
they, like most of the other Pleurothallids, 
respond well to a good quality Sphagnum. 
There is no doubt the variety of moss 
from Tasmania appears to be the best 
available. The moss must be fresh and 
capable of growing. To pot your plants in 
a soggy, gunky mess means their quick 
demise. Buy your moss in clear plastic 
bags only, so you may see its quality and 
condition, before purchase. Try to pot up 
as loosely as you can, always bearing in 
mind that air at the root is also a most 
important quality. 

A charming section within the 
Pleurothallis, has the flowers, up to five 
or more, nestled in the leaf axils giving a 
Babes in the Cradle appearance. There are 
many in this section and a huge number 
still remain undescribed. I find them 
fascinating and the little space they take 
up, means that you can still squeeze a few 
in your already crowded growing area. 

I, like the great majority of orchid 
growers, have caused and seen the 
demise of many plants in my collection 
Over the years, I can’t recall however, 
that I have ever been personally 
Tesponsible for the death of a 
Pleurothallis, they are just so resilient, as 
long as common sense and the basic rules 
of orchid culture are applied. 

Try to determine exactly the area from 
where the orchids originate, any good 
atlas will give altitude and maybe even 
the temperature range for a twelve month 
Season. This is invaluable information 
when designing a cultural regimen. 
Surley the observation of the willingness

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and adaptability of this family to grow 
and flower for you, is recommendation 
enough, for you to try at least a few. 

With so many thousands of separate 
species to choose from, I am confident, 
there is something there for you, to grow 
and enjoy, even if only on your kitchen 
windowsill! 

Maybe you should begin by trying a 
few hybrids? Always more adaptable, 
most modern hybrids have demonstrated, 
that they are capable of growing under 
Cymbidium conditions. Start off with 
Masdevallia, then, as your skill and 
understanding of the Pleurothallidinae 
develops, try a few of those mentioned in 
this article. 

During the last few years, we have 
been trying to develop a range of 
Masdevallia hybrids, suitable for all but 
the hottest areas of Australia and a few of 
our successes, both warmth tolerent and 
cool, are illustrated in this article. 

While I reamain almost totally 
committed to the propagation of the 
species, many of the hybrids give me 
great pleasure also. 

Breeding programs over the years, have 
afforded a greater understanding of the 
traits and dominances of one species over 
another and we are now starting to see the 
results of those early experiments. Gone 
are the days when it was thought that 
Masd. veitchiana, would put its stamp on 
every hybrid it was involved with. We 
know now that even a much smaller 
species can unmistakenly influence what 
Masd. veitchiana produces, in size, shape 
and colour. Also now gone, are the days 


of hit and miss crosses. 

After success with the hybrids, you 
will finally get around to the more 
difficult genera and species, bear in mind 
that you may be custodian to an 
endangered species. Learn to grow your 
Pleurothallids well and you will be 
rewarded doubly. Primarily you will 
enjoy something unusual within the 
orchid world, finally you may be 
cultivating a species no longer existing in 
its natural habitat. A sad but great 
responsibility indeed, please take it 
seriously. a

In 
nature, at night and in the early hours, the host 
substrate is saturated with moisture, yet, by 
midday all is dry.

& Sons in 1887. “In this variety (Veitch’s 
Variety) we have a remarkable instance 
of the change in the form of the colour- 
ation that takes place in the flowers of 
the same plant in different seasons, a 
peculiarity especially noticeable amongst _ 
Odontogiots. On the first occasion on 
which Veitch’s variety flowered in this 
Country, the coloured portion of the 
flower took the form of two concentric 


uninterrupted zones, arranged somewhat 


similar to the tangenitial streaks in Od. 
cervantesii. As the plant gained strength 
under the skilful treatment of Mr. 
Ballantyne, Baron Schroeder’s Gardener,

Perhaps no more apt summary of 
the beauty of Odm. pescatorei has ever 
been given than that by Bateman in his 
Monograph of Odontoglossum in which 


he stated “Nothing indeed, even in the 


beautiful family to which it belongs, can 
surpass the delicacy of its blossoms, with 
their charming mixture of rose and white, 
relieved by a few deep crimson stains 
scattered irregularly over the lip. Its habit 


too is good, and its stately panicle of 
flowers well proportioned to the size of 


the bulbs and leaves.” 
With such beauty to work with, early 


_hybridizers wasted little time in crossing 


Odm. pescatorei with most other 
Odontoglossum species and the few 
hybrids available to them. By 1945, 78 
crosses had been entered in Sanders List, 
in the next 45 years to 1990 there were ~ 


- only 15 registrations. History shows us 


a great deal about trends and fashions, 
and by researching the Hybrid list and 
appreciation may be gained of the 
popularity of certain species, no more so 
than in the case of Odm. pescatorei and 
the other icon of Odonts. Odm crispum. 
Why, you cannot help but ask did 
breeding with Odm. pescatorei fall 
away so sharply after 1945, and yet Od. 
crispum continued to surge on. The most 
obvious answer lies in the yearning of 
hybridizers to produce larger and larger 


blooms. So fashion dictated what was 


created, and this trend was to continue 
through to today, when we hope growers 
will once again be appreciative of the 
fact that all that is big is not necessarily 


beautiful. I personally am more than happy 


to flower a plant with 25+ blooms of 50mm 
diameter on a lovely branching spike. I am

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also happy to flower an Odont. of 90mm 
diameter with only 10 blooms, it is all a 
question of balance. We should not want all 
flowers the same size, shape and quantity; 
we should not expect the same results from 
a ‘crispun’ hybrid as a ‘pescatorei’ hybrid. 
Why loose the charm of Odm. pescatorei, 
just to create larger flowers, we can have 
the best of both worlds. 

The narrow waisted lip of Odm. 
pescatorei may also have been seen as a 
problem. It is hard to believe though, that 
if the same effort had been put into 
breeding a broad lip on pescatorei, as had 
been with crispum, that the problem 
would not have been solved quite 
quickly. In our own crossings, we have 
found only a slight narrowing of the lip 
being inherited, so perhaps this was 
not paramount in the concerns of early 
hybridizers. Certainly as time has 
progressed, perhaps the greatest problem 
for growers was simply obtaining plants, 
never in over supply Odm. pescatorei is 
considered a rare species. 

No doubt many of the hybrids created 
in the early years were of great interest 
and a number would be worth remaking 
now. Of the pre 1945 registrations, the 
one’s to best stand the test of time (and 
fashion) are: 

Odm. Ardentissimum (pescatorei x 
crispum) 


Odm. Rolfeae (pescatorei x 
harryanum) 

Odm. Quistrum (Nubia x pescatorei) 

Oda. Vuylstekeae (pescatorei x 
noezliana) 

Although the 44 years from 1946 to 
1990 saw only 15 registrations, some 
very significant pescatorei hybrids were 
produced. Odm. Pescalo (Odm Alorcus 
X pescatorei) registered in 1953 by 
Charlesworths, went on as a parent of 
Odm. Torpesca, Robesca, Oda. Aloette 
and Flocalo, and when crossed back onto 
pescatorei, the beautiful Oda. Pescadero 
was created. In 1972 Stonehurst Nurseries 
created one of the most beautiful Odm. 
pescatorei hybrids, Odm. Nicky Strauss 
(Odm. Theron x pescatorei). In this cross 
flower size was increased, yet the charm 
of pescatorei was there for all to see in 
the beautiful markings and spike habit. 
The awarded clone Odm. Nicky Strauss 
‘Stonehurst’ AM/RHS is incredibly 
striking. Fortunately for all, the Eric 
Young Orchid Foundation have used 
Odm. Nicky Strauss to produce some 
wonderful crosses:

cake. Oda. Shelley produces masses of 
medium size flowers, generally white 
ground heavily marked in red and mauve. 

At Warrnambool Orchids we are 
hoping to add to the list of registration in 
years to come using our clone Odm. 
pescatorei ‘Jungle’. This plant was 
purchased in 1988 and has so far proven 
to be a very promising parent producing 
vigorous progeny, many flowering less 
than two years from flask, and often 
producing in excess of 10 flowers on 
these small plants. A little further on 
branching spikes are expected with 
flower count increasing to 20+. 

We are also using three quite distinct 
types of Odontoglossum pescatorei line 
bred plants. From Keith Andrew we have 
an all white form which is slightly more 
open in shape and very floriferous. Also 
from Keith a heavily marked type with 
larger flowers; this was from the crossing 
of Odm. pescatorei ‘Plush’ x Odm. 
pescatorei ‘Bull’. 

The McBeans/Charlesworth line bred 
Odm. pescatorei have received two 
awards in the last decade, the latest in 
March 1992. We are now flowering 
seedlings of Odm. pescatorei ‘Lyoth 
Clown’ x Odm. pescatorei ‘Lyoth 
Delight’, which so far are bright white 
with occasional marking of mauve. 

As well we have crossed plants of 
Keith’s heavily marked type with our 
‘Jungle’ clone. These should flower next 
year and we are eager to see if the heavy 
markings are carried through. 

You may wonder if the reason for 
Odm. pescatorei’s scarcity is difficulty in 
culture, from our experience this is not 
so. Conditions under which Odm. 
crispum grows will suit Odm. pescatorei 
also. Most plants available at this time 
appear to be diploids, and as such are not 
quite as large and strong growing as the 
line bred crispum which are mostly 
tetraploid or higher. Perhaps the reason 
for the lack of plants in circulation lies 
more in difficulties in raising the plants 
from seed than any other cause. 

There lies ahead a chance for growers 
to enjoy hybrids from this beautiful 
species, we must use Odm. pescatorei to 
produce plants of petite beauty, not as a 
stepping stone towards larger flowers. 
We would like to think that over the 
coming years many growers will delight 
in what this charmer has to offer.

4 i Yhe first odontoglossums were 
imported into England from 
South America in 1815 but it was 

not until some twenty years later that 
they were flowered in cultivation. This 
was mainly due to the plants being ‘from 
South America’ and hence placed in 
their heated glasshouses or stovehouses 
as they were called. A catastrophe, con- 
sidering their native habitat is the cloud 
forests and surrounds of the high Andes. 
Many clones were lost to cultivation, the 
existence of some, only being recorded 
by the line drawings found in early pub- 
lications such as Veitch’s Manual of 
Orchidaceous Plants or the paintings in 
the archives of the R.H.S. Thankfully, 
since then, knowledge of the culture of 
Odontoglossums and related genera has 
improved. This, coupled with the attrac- 
tion of brightly coloured and/or highly 
patterned flowers throughout the year 
has seen them increase in popularity. 

Odontoglossums are native to the 
Andean mountain forests extending 
roughly from 15deg north to 15deg south 
of the equator. This takes them from 
Venezuela through Columbia and 
Ecuador into Peru. Odontoglossums are 
epiphytes mainly, growing in forests 
from 1500-3500 m altitude where the 
humidity is high. Night temperatures of 
10-12degC may increase to about 
26degC. Rain or heavy dew keep Odon- 
toglossums moist at night and mists ris- 
ing from the Amazon basin or blowing in 
off the oceans helps to overcome rising 
daytime temperatures. Recreating these 
conditions will help to ensure the pro- 
duction of strong healthy plants. 

Odontoglossums have been bred with 
many related genera to produce a riot of 
colour and form. This has also resulted in 
these hybrids showing a greater toler- 
ance to higher day and night tempera- 
tures as the percentage of pure Odon- 
toglossum decreases. 


Odontoglossum Culture 

Temperature 

Ideally provide a night temperature 
of 10degC with an increase to 2ldeg- 
26degC during the day. This is not 
always possible however and a more 
realistic range in most areas of 6deg- 
30degC is adequate. Extremes outside 
this range will slow growth and shorten 
flower life but if of short duration should 
not cause problems. 
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Humidity 

In their native environment this is at 
least 60% during the day and about 80% 
at night. Success in growing odonts can 
be achieved by maintaining humidity at 
60-70%. This is of course easiest in an 
enclosed house. Evaporative coolers or 
under bench misting can achieve this. 


Light 

Light levels tolerated by odontoglos- 
sums varies greatly. It must be remem- 
bered that they are thin leafed plants and 
hence leaf temperatures must be watched 
carefully. In Sydney, I have found 50- 
70% shade to be adequate in autumn and 
winter with an additional layer of 70% 
added during spring and summer. Strong 
plants are far more tolerant of high light 
levels while seedlings should be placed 
in the darker end of the house. Leaf 
colour is a good indicator of light inten- 
sity. If the leaf is a dark green, the plant 
will benefit from more light. A bronzing 
or reddish cast can appear on the leaves 
of some plants. There is a lot of disagree- 
ment world wide as to whether this is 
beneficial but in my experience, a little 
appears to do no harm. Do not let it 
become too dark as growth will slow 
dramatically. 


Air 

Due to their native environment, all 
Odontoglossums and their hybrids enjoy 
air movement. If growing in an enclosed 
house, fans will help to ensure they are at 
their best. Allow sufficient room between 
pots on your benches. Crowding minimis- 
es air flow around the plant leading to 
many problems including increasing the 
risk of bacterial and fungal infections. 


Potting 

Odonts are fine rooted plants and 
hence care must be taken to ensure good 
drainage is provided. Placing them in as 
small a pot as possible usually produces 
best growth. I prefer to use squat pots. 
Having tried many ‘secret mixes’ and 
‘sure fire brews’, I don’t think there is 
any magic or best potting medium. I 
have found them to grow well in bark 
mixes, sphagnum moss, perlite and even 
chopped up foam. The best one is the one 
that suits your conditions! Odonts bene- 
fit from repotting every 1 to 2 years, 
when the new growth are 5-6 cm tall. 
This can be done all year round but avoid 
the summer months. 


Watering and Feeding 

All Odonts enjoy moisture around 
their roots. Never allow the plants to dry 
out or to sit in boggy conditions. Fre- 
quency of watering will depend on your 
growing regime — the mix, size of pot, 
environmental conditions, etc. Do not 
overfeed. A very weak fertiliser solution 
applied regularly is sufficient. 


Problems 

Odontoglossums are susceptible to 
most common pests. Watch for ants as 
mealy bugs, aphids or scale probably 
won’t be too far away. They are usually 
found hidden from view in the leaf base 
sheathing the bulb. Slaters love the fine 
root tips and snails and grasshoppers are 
sure to locate tender developing flower 
spikes — usually on your prize plant. 
Good airy conditions and sensible water- 
ing will help to prevent roots but when 
located cut off the affected part with a 
sterilised knife and treat the fresh surface 
with a pruning compound. 


Acquiring Plants 

Start with plants that are or are near 
flowering size. With about 40 articifial 
genera created by crossing with odon- 
toglossums you should be able to find 
something that suits you. Remember that 
pure odontoglossums prefer cooler night 
and day temperatures so if you feel you 
cannot produce these, experiment with 
Odontiodas, Odontonias, Odontocidi- 
ums, Vuylstekearas and Wilsonaras. The 
last three in particular being more 
warmth tolerant.

From Bars to Branches 
at Taronga Zoo 


After over six years of planning, fund- 
raising and hard work, Sydney’s Taronga 
Park Zoo Orang-utans now have their 
new home. 

This spacious new facility aims to 
stimulate the rainforest environment of 
this great ape’s habitat in Borneo and 
Sumatra. 

The exhibit was made possible by the 
generous sponsorship of $1 million from 
McDonald’s Family Restaurants as well 
as over $400,000 in donations from Zoo 
Friends and the community. 

Taronga’s Orang-utan were moved 
into their new home in December last 
year, allowing the animals and the keep- 
ers plenty of time to adjust to the new 
area and also allow the rainforest plants 
to become more established. 

The entire exhibit area has been 
designed so that the visitor enters 
through dense rainforest and arrives at a 
clearing in the forest where the Orang- 
utan can be viewed through four separate 
viewing windows. These look onto the 
Orang-utan ‘island’ with an understorey 
of palm grass surrounded by a series of 
shallow rapids and pools which separate 
the Orang-utan area from the surround- 
ing rainforest planting. 

Habitat-style exhibits such as the 
McDonald’s Orang-utan Rainforest are 
playing an increasingly important role in 
promoting positive attitudes towards our 
wildlife as well as the importance of 
biodiversity and the conservation of vital 


habitat such as rainforest. 

A great deal of careful research was 
undertaken by Taronga Zoo horticultural 
staff to determine the composition of the 
exhibit’s simulated rainforest in order to 
ensure that it will duplicate, as closely as 
possible, that of South-East Asia. 

Visitors to the Zoo will get many 
years of enjoyment watching the devel- 
opment of what is now a young rainforest 
which covers an area of over 3500 square 
metres in and around the exhibit. 

The approach to the exhibit passes

After reading the letter from R.G. Rosser 
in the February isuue of Orchid Review 
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I thought readers may be interested to 
hear about one of our orchids. We have a 
miniature Cymbidium named Changing 
Times ‘Alderley’. Two years ago the 
plant produced two spikes — one was 
quite normal, the second one appeared to 
be two stems fused together and every 
flower was two flowers — one lip under 
the other and each flower consisting of 6 
sepals and four petals. Last year the plant 
put up two more spikes, once again one 
was perfectly normal. The second one 
was as per photograph, the stem was 
branched from about two-thirds of the 
way up the stem. Every flower on this 
spike was quite normal. After last years 
flowering we divided the plant into two 
and now await the next flowering with 
interest. 

I wondered if any other reader has had 
a branching spike on a Cymbidium? |

Orchids for Beginners 


Allison and Mark Webb 

Graphic World 1993 

48pp. Colour and B&W. Soft cover 
RRP $A9.50 

Allison and Mark Webb’s book on 
Orchids for Beginners is aimed precisely 
at its audience and scores a bullseye. 

The authors have remembered well the 
questions that bothered them when they 
were orchid beginners (only ten years 
ago!) and have answered them in 48 
pages, A4 size; a nice format for a 
beginners’ handbook. 

“Orchids For Beginners” is a well- 
designed, well-organised book beautifully 
produced and printed. Mark Webb’s 
photography is a knockout from the 
Zygopetalum cover right through to the 
back page, which happens to be the best 
complete photographic statement of 
the grandeur of a plant of Stanhopea 
nigroviolacea, in flower and bud, that I 
have ever seen. 

The various compartments unfold 
logically. The Chart on the inside front 
cover, setting out the basic needs of 
representative genera of beginners’ 
orchids, season by season, is well 
conceived and easy to follow. 

The sections which spell out the 
procedures of repotting and re-mounting 
orchids are crystal clear in word and 
picture. So is the section on de-flasking 
for more advanced or more adventurous 
beginners. Note: The use of a pale 
background tint to identify and separate 
these instructional sections works well 
and, (a personal bellyache) offers a 
practical lesson to some print designers, 
sazzled by modern technology, who too 
often throw coloured inks around to the 
detriment of delivering information. 


Orchids Indoors 

The authors have remembered that 
many beginners become orchid growers 
by accident when somebody gives them 
a present of an orchid plant in flower. 
“Orchids For Beginners” leads such new- 
chums gently through the early days of 
being scared of the orchid mysteries and 
tell how some orchids can be cared for 
successfully indoors or partly indoors or 
in a balcony location. 

The problems of watering, pot- 
selection and growing-media are well 
taken care of and there is sound guidance 
on where to buy and how to select one’s 
first orchid purchase. 


Orchids on Trees 

There is some good advice for orchid 
enthusiasts who fancy the idea of 
growing orchids au naturel on garden 
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Zygopetalum (twice) and Lycaste cruenta 
is unfortunate. And that old boner “a 
Orchids | media” is repeatedly used. Not a good 
lesson for beginners. It should, of course, 
OT, | be “a medium” (singular) and “several 
B inh CHS; media” (plural).

Fifty-five Years Ago 


I? volume 4 advertisements appeared 
in much the same pattern as before. 
European establishments still made up 
the majority of nursery advertisers, 
while offers of orchids collected from 
the wild were still plentiful, a notice 
from Sri Lanka adding to the variety. In 
the note the Editor cautions those pur- 
chasing wild plants against having too 
high an expectation of the accuracy of 
plant identification. He gives some 
examples of imported orchids not flow- 
ering true to label, and stresses the dif- 
ficulties of identifying plants on vegeta- 
tive characters when these are not dis- 
tinctive enough. 

Appearing for the first time are 
advertisements for books. What does 
the present-day orchid book collector 
think of these? Fitzgerald, Australian 
Orchids complete, $37 bound, $33 
unbound; Godfery, 1933, Monograph 
and Iconograph of native British Orchi- 
daceae $21; Pelloe, 1930, West Aus- 
tralian Orchids 95c; de Puydt, 1880, Les 
Orchidées $5.85; Sanders Orchid Guide 
$1.25; Williams, 1894, The Orchid 
Grower’s Manual $5.75. 

The interest in reproduction from 
seed was continued in this volume with 
an article which sets out clearly and 
concisely the history of flasking, from 
Bernard’s early work, through 
Burgeff’s advances, to Knudson’s 
development of asymbiotic seed germi- 
nation along the same lines as we prac- 
tice it today. The paper links each per-

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son’s contribution to develop the princi- 
ple, and then proceeds to describe the 
practical application setting out step by 
step a method that can readily be under- 
stood and undertaken by the layman. 

The June issue included a piece by 
the Editor entitled “Birds and Orchids” 
in which he set down the “uses” of 
orchids by our winged friends as 
recorded by several orchid fanciers. In 
the A.O.R. 1977 I was able to add a lit- 
tle more information and by a 
councidence this present issue carries 
an article, written by my colleague Ian 
Lindsay, which adds more to our 
knowledge of this subject. 

In an intriguing essay entitled “The 
Psychology of Orchids” the author can- 
vasses the possibility that plants 
includeing orchids might possess some 
form of conscious intelligence. His 
opening sentence, “There is no denying 
the fact that we cannot regard Orchids 
as ordinary plants”, would no doubt be 
heartily endorsed by all of us who have 
tried to grow them. Again, I think that 
few would quarrel with his comment 
that orchids are the highest form of 
plant life, but I submit that his statement 
that orchids “share with man the honour 
of being the lords of creation” is per- 
haps going a bit too far. He suggests 
that orchids may have a kind of intelli- 
gence directed by a brain different from 
ours, giving as his reasons the excep- 
tional structure of their flower, their 
various contrivances to ensure fertilisa- 


tion and their symbiotic relationship 
with fungi. For scientific support he 
refers to a book by Bose.* He doesn’t 
convince me — but, come to think of it 
— why do we so often refer to the flow- 
ers as weird, grotesque, sinister, creepy 
or evil? 

Compost is an age-old topic among 
orchid growers and the problems of 
souring and acidity have always loomed 
large in any discussion of the various 
formulations. The newly introduced 
concept of measuring acidity, or alka- 
linity, in terms of the concentration of 
hydrogen ions, known as pH, became 
immediately popular as some clever 
mathematical juggling permitted its 
expression in simple numbers, such that 
acidity decreased from | to neutrality at 
7, and alkalinity increased from 7 to 14. 
Carrying on a discussion from the pre- 
vious year, volume 4 had a write-up on 
pH for the layman and two articles 
devoted to pH values and chemical 
analyses of some common components 
of composts. In volume 3, the recom- 
mended pH for successful orchid 
growth is 4.8, while in volume 4 the fig- 
ures given are: “Epiphytal type 5.75 to 
6, terrestrial type 6.75 to 7.0”. These 
differences reflect how difficult it is to 
accurately measure pH of orchid com- 
posts, and illustrate how difficult it is 
for growers when the experts disagree. 

I am grateful to a correspondent from 
Sydney who advises that a “cattleya 
pot” is a squat terracotta pot, top diame- 
ter: height being 11:1, with holes or 
vertical slits in the sides.

Orchid Tissue Culture 


vegetative propagation or cloning of 
orchids in sterile culture, and how 
to do it. 

Historically the work of Morel, 
published in 1960, opened the way for 
the mass clonal propagation of orchids. 
He attempted to obtain virus free material 
from an infected Cymbidium plant by 
removing the youngest growing part in 
the shoot tip, the meristem, and growing 
it in sterile conditions. Whether or not his 
new plant was virus free is probably 
debateable but he revealed the capacity 
of a small detached meristem to produce 
protocorm like bodies which develop into 
plants. This process, simple as it is, is 
the basis of mass clonal propagation or 
mericloning used widely today. (A clone 
is a population of identical plants derived 
from one individual). However, putting 
theory into practice is not always so 
simple. The requirements for success in 
meristemming can be summed up as 
follows: 

. First find and isolate the meristem 

2. Get the meristem clean, that is, 
without fungal, bacterial or other 
contamination and into sterile 
culture. 

3. Provide the right conditions for 
development. 

The rest is easy.

The following article is the 
fifth in a series of lecture notes that 
were presented by eminent orchid 
people, at the Australian Native 
Orchid Society Wide Bay Group 


Cultural weekend, held in 
Maryborough, Queensland, during 
May, 1993. The AOR has obtained 
exclusive rights to publish these 
notes. 


Clones of a species or cultivar may 
also be developed from other explant 
(starting) material. These include young 
leaves and leaf tips, dormant flower and 
vegetative buds on flower stems, young 
inflorescences, callus from rhizome or 
other tissue, young seedlings and 
etiolated shoots. Some of these explants 
or methods are alternatives to try with 
monopodial species which are slow in 
producing side shoots, where beheading 
the plant to remove its apical meristem 
risks killing it. 

A typical routine for tissue culture 
of Cymbidiums is illustrated here and is 
self explanatory. I strongly recommend 
that you begin cloning with something 
like Cymbidiums, and work up to more 
challenging species. 
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REQUIREMENT FOR MERISTEM 
CULTURE 

Prepare the mother plant 

This is often overlooked but it is a fact 
that by careful treatment and observation 
of the mother plant explant material can 
be taken at the most suitable stage and be 
much cleaner, reducing losses through 
contamination. In general younger shoots 
give less contamination, and the apical 
meristem is still active and makes a good 
explant. Shoots taken before the leaves 
have separated are better sealed from the 
entry of contaminants, and this can be 
further helped by only pot-watering from 
the first signs of vegetative shoot growth. 
Overhead watering washes the grime and 
contaminants down into the shoot, even 
though the leaves may appear to be 
tightly folded. It is also helpful if potting 
material is removed from around the 
emerging shoot. 

Back bulbs can be detached and shoot 
growth forced to provide explant material. 


The shoot and its removal 

The young shoot consists of a short 
stem (say 1-2 cm) to which is attached a 
tightly wrapped sheath of leaves. In the 
axil (base) of each leaf is a bud. The buds 
comprise an undeveloped shoot, that is, 
a very short stem with minute leaves 
attached, and an apical meristem. 

As the shoot grows the stem extends 
and leaves unwrap. The next vegetative 
shoot is produced from one of the lower 
axillary buds. 

Choose a shoot that does not have 
obvious spots, rots, scale etc. To remove 
the shoot use a sharp sterilised, pointed 
knife or scalpel and cut off the shoots as 
low down as possible level with its 
junction with the mother plant. Cut it too 
high, or pull it off, and you may leave 
behind the best (biggest) axillary buds, 
and even the apical meristem. 


Clean-up 

Wash all visible dirt, spray deposits etc. 
off the surface of the shoot under running 
water. Carefully remove the leaves with a 
scalpel to expose the axillary buds. Dip 
the leafless shoot in 70% alcohol for a few 
seconds. This partially sterilises the 
surface and increases the wettability of the 
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shoot. Rinse in sterile water. Then sterilise 
for ten minutes in bleach solution (1% free 
chlorine) with a few drops of non-ionic 
wetter. Swirl around to make sure all the 
air bubbles are removed from the surface 
of the stem. 

From now on all operations must be 
carried out in a sterile place, preferably 
a laminar flow cabinet, to prevent recon- 
tamination from non-sterile air. 

Timing is quite important as there is a 
fine line between the amount of exposure 
to chlorine needed to kill contamination 
and the amount needed to kill the explant. 
Cut or damaged plant surfaces are readily 
penetrated by the chlorine solution and 
tissue death results (whitening) whereas 
undamaged surfaces have a waxy cuticle 
which resists penetration. 

Instruments (tweezers, scalpel) should 
be sterilised between each operation you 
carry out. Opinions differ on the best 
method of sterilisation. Chlorine is okay 
if you don’t mind the smell of it, but you 
must use stainless steel instruments to 
prevent them going rusty. I prefer 
alcohol, burned off in a bacticinerator. I 
don’t like flaming as heat resistant 
bacteria can withstand this and give real 
contamination problems. 

Rinse the stem in sterile water. 


Removal of meristems 

With sterilised scalpel cut off the axillary 
buds with a block of stem tissue attached to 
the base. This will act as a buffer to prevent 
chlorine penetrating the bud. Put into 
chlorine solution again (10 minutes .1% 
free chlorine), rinse in sterile water. 

Holding a bud by the stem base with 
forceps carefully remove scaly leaves with 
the tip of the scalpel to expose the domed 
meristem and surrounding leaf primordia 
(bumps which represent undeveloped 
leaves). Cut out a cube of the stem 
containing the meristem and several leaf 
primordia. The size of the cube varies, 
average 2-3 mm, larger with Cattleyas. 
This cube is then transferred to solid (or 
liquid) culture medium using the tip of the 
scalpel. (Some protocols recommend 
sterilising the final explant again in weak 
chlorine solution before inoculation). 

Dissection is best done with a dissect- 
ing microscope, but some workers claim 
to do it by naked eye, taking big explants. 

Repeat for each bud, sterilising instru- 
ments between each bud and if the work- 
ing surface of the instruments touch the 
hands or work surface. 

Blackening of explants occurs with 
some orchids but especially with 
Cattleyas. This is a natural wound 
reaction, but can also indicate contamina- 
tion. Severe blackening can ‘poison’ the 
culture media and kill the explant. For 
this reason liquid culture may be used, 
activated charcoal or PVP added to solid 
media or explants treated with filter

sterilised anti-oxidant solution containing 
100 mg ascorbic acid and 150 mg citric 
acid per litre. Chlorine sterilisation 
aggravates blackening, whereas darkness 
and low temperature lessen it. 

Because of the possibility of explants 
being contaminated ideally put one 
explant to a container. If you choose to 
put several explants in one container, 
space them out to isolate them as much 
as possible. Make sure there is no liquid 
water or condensate on the medium to 
spread contamination, and observe them 
daily. At the first hint of contamination 
remove the uncontaminated explants and 
put them on fresh media. 


Media 

Different media suit different species 
and cultivars and in some protocols, 
different stages in the propagation cycle. 
The most common basic media used 
are Knudsons C, Vacin and Went and 
Murashige and Skoog. These may be 
fortified with complex organic additives 
like banana, coconut milk, and casein, 
and hormones (auxins and cytokinins) 
may be specified in some protocols. The 
addition of hormones probably increases 
the risk of off-type production. 

The constituents of the major media 
are listed in every book on tissue culture, 
and they can be brought in ready mixed 
dry powder form cheaply, from suppliers 
from Sigma or ICN-Flow. 

As with seed raising media, autoclave 
so that the medium is at 121°C for fifteen 
minutes. This is okay for flasks contain- 
ing 25-30 ml of media, but if sterilising 
in bulk and pouring into flasks longer 
will be needed. pH of media is usually 
specified at about 5.6, but studies have 
shown that autoclaving reduces pH, and 
plants growing in the media tend to pull 
pH down to the level they like, often 
around four. 


Media for sympodial orchids contain 
2-3% sugar, for monopodial orchids 
media for meristem isolation are usually 
sugar free, but when protocorms form 
sugar may be added. 


Culture conditions 

Ideally incubate the cultures in a 
growth cabinet at about 25°C (constant 
temperature is best to reduce 
contamination) under fluorescent lamps 
with sixteen hour light/eight hour dark, 
though some people use continuous light. 
Above all else, the area where the 
cultures are incubated must be clean. 


Development and increase of the 
explants 

In most species the explant swells and 
becomes green within 2-4 weeks and 
protocorms begin to develop after 6-10 
weeks. Cattleyas take somewhat longer. 
The protocorms don’t develop on the 
actual meristem, but on the leaf 
primordia around it. 

When the protocorms reach about 2-3 
mm diameter they produce terminal buds 
and shoots. To make increase chop the 
protocorms up into about four equal sized 
pieces and put them on fresh media. 
Development is slower on solid than in 
liquid medium, but the motion in liquid 
medium inhibits shoot appearance and 
clusters of protocorms form. Liquid 
medium is therefore used for multi- 
plication, but solid must be used for 
shoot formation. Sub-culturing (chopping 
up) can be done when the protocorms are 
big enough, 2-3 mm, about six weeks. 

One explant could give rise to a 
million or so plants in twelve months, 
but because the risk of off-type 
production increases with succeeding 
subcultures and large number of off- 
types could result if mutation occurred 
early in the propagation process, it is 
wise to limit the progeny of each explant 
to, say, 5000, depending on experience. 

Once shoots have formed roots usually 
appear, and the plants can be treated as 
seedlings, and grown on in the - 
appropriate medium until they are 
suitable for deflasking.

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Odontoglossum Culture

embraces all one needs to ensure 

success in Odontoglossum culture, 
and that key word is ENVIRONMENT. 
Certainly this encompasses a multitude of 
facets in orchid growing, and so as with 
any orchid culture we must take stock of 
some finer points. We have the environ- 
ment that surrounds the bulbs and leaves 
of our plants, and this is indeed a make or 
break point for most people. Get this right 
and all the rest will fall into place. 

Air temperature is of critical consider- 
ation in establishing your Odontoglossum 
environment. Moderation is the key here, 
Odonts. do not enjoy extremes. As far as 
practical try and maintain a temperature 
range from 10 degrees C. to 28 degrees C. 
Down to 5 degrees and up to 32 degrees 
will cause few problems, if of a short 
duration, providing your plants are 
in good condition and have adequate 
moisture and shade at 32 degrees, and are 
somewhat drier at 5 degrees. A cool 
night will help plants recover during the 
Summer as will a warm day in the 
Winter. Evaporative coolers can be of 
great assist-ance through a hot summer, 
although you need dry external air to 
achieve a maximum cooling effect. 

The amount of light that actually reaches 
the plants is of great significance. What we 
are searching for is a light intensity that will 
give us plants of an apple green colour, 
bulbs as well as leaves. Depending upon 
parentage, some plants may always be a 
darker or paler colour than the majority of a 
collection. Naturally one looks at the overall 
tone of the whole group. An excellent 
method for controlling light is by the use of 
thermal screens produced from a material 
such as Marix cloth. (spun polyester) This 
will allow control over both light levels 
during the day and heat loss at night. To 
have these thermal screens as retractable is 
the optimum, as one may then attach them 
to a light meter and provide ideal 
conditions. This is particularly beneficial 
during those difficult days of Autumn and 
Spring when light intensity may fluctuate 
from hour to hour. Most people (myself 
included) may find it hard to justify the 
expense of such a set-up, and instead will 
content with the changing seasons by 
providing adequate shade for the most 
extreme conditions one is likely to sustain 
at any given time of the year. In Winter for 
myself, this means no external shading 
above opal coloured fibreglass roofing. 
Beneath this there is a permanent marix 
thermal screen providing approximately 


Jens there is one key word which

If 
your fertilizing is incorrect, this problem will be 
exacerbated. 


50% shading. From October through to 
April I have a layer of 70% green shade 
cloth placed upon the roof. It is often said 
that while air temperatures are low, it is 
possible to allow Odontoglossums a more 


intense light. From personal experience I 
have found that extra light in excess causes 
two problems: Firstly, the plants will tend 
to bronze (sunburn) markedly and produce 
smaller, harder bulbs at too young a stage of 
growth. Secondly, the leaves may be so 
damaged by the light that they will fall 
from the plant at a much earlier stage than 
one would desire. The result is a pot full of 
reddish leafless bulbs behind a new growth, 
a far cry from what we desire. A little 
bronzing may be expected around 
April/May upon reducing your shading, 
this is of little significance as the plants will 
darken again through the depths of Winter. 
As with most things in life, excesses are 
undesirable, and with Odonts. this is 
strikingly so. 

Sufficient air movement should be 
provided throughout the year and preferably 
24 hours a day. Your environment will not 
be correct without providing an ample 
volume of fresh moving air. Whether you 
provide this via vents or fans does not 
matter, but provide it, you must. At either 
ends of the extremes of temperatures it will 
pay to increase air movement, as it may not 
be possible to permit the entry of as much 
external air as one would like. If you are 
growing in a shade house, there may be 
little control one can option, however often 
the natural conditions shall compensate. 
this is certainly true in many areas of 
N.S.W. where growers are able to provide 
excellent conditions with a minimum of 
fuss. Remember fans are very cheap to 
operate and set to run just below or above 
the plants will provide that gentle 
movement of the leaves that is a sign of a 
correct environment. 

Watering is perhaps a lesser problem 
with Odontoglossums than with many 
other genera in the Orchid family. If you 
have the environment correct, copious 
waterings, with naturally less in the cooler 
months, will produce large plump bulbs 
capable of producing spikes with a high 
flower count. Remember that 90% of your 
Odontoglossum bulb is water and you have 
the answer to achieving your goal. We 
cannot of course cascade volumes of water 
upon pots that do not possess a means of 
transporting this ingredient to the plant. A 
good root formation is essential for this 
transportation, and to this end a proper 
environment must be produced within the 
bounds of the container. You must 
ascertain for yourself the frequency of 
watering for your conditions. 

Orchid growing throughout time has 
been a merry-go-round of potting mixes

and one wonders if we will ever get off. 
Perhaps we are too swift to change our 
mixes. I would think it is more often the 
benefit of a fresh medium rather than a 
different type that produces a better 
looking plant. For now we have many 
media to choose from, most of which, if 
handled correctly will provide a good 
environment for the roots. The important 
point is how long will that environment 
last as we would wish it to? Various grades 


and types of bark provide reasonable 
results as does also Sphagnum. Both of 
these may have a multitude of additives 
mixed with them; ranging from perlite, 
polystyrene, vermicultite and so on. The 
greatest advantage of these additives 
would seem to be in helping to extend the 
life of the mix by reducing the rate of 
break down and compacting. If you are 
prepared to re-pot every year you can 
reduce problems such as a changing P.H. 
If you would like 18-24 months from a 
mix, you must be alert and watch more 
closely your watering, root development 
and chemical changes in the medium. 
Well drained plastic pots are a good 
container, don’t over-pot. Most mature 
plants are happy in 100mm-120mm pots. 
Let the plants progress through a stepping 
ladder of pot sizes. Generally 50mm tubes 
to a 70mm pot and then on to 100mm. 
Some strong growers, particularly inter- 
generics may need a 120-150mm pot 
when mature. Unlike some genera, 
Odonts. will not stand for putting a bulb 
and growth plant into a 100mm pot. The 
larger the pot, the easier to sour the mix. 
It is far easier to maintain a vigorous root 
system when plants are a little pot bound. 
For the moment, to those entering 
into Odontoglossum growing, I would 
recommend shredded Sphagnum for 
plants in up to 70mm pots and live moss 
for larger pots. I would also add 30%

polystyrene to help keep the mix open. 
Growers of some years experience may 
wish to try rockwool. 

As a medium it has produced some 
excellent results overseas, and now in 
Australia; maybe it’s the answer, who 
knows, it may just be another seat on the 
merry-go-round. 

Fertilizing is important in any plant 
production and Odonts. are no exception. 
They may however differ from many other 
orchids in the amount that they require. It is 
frequently said “often and weak” and this is 
very true in fertilizing Odontoglossums. I 
aim for around 300 ppm of soluble salts 
when fertilizing. In 10 litres of my water, 5 
grams of Aquasol gives a reading of 256 
ppm. Depending upon the quality of your 
tap water (which may already have up to 
200 ppm of salts) you may have to adjust 
the amount of fertilizer you use. Organic 
fertilizers are excellent additives to a 
feeding programme, many are very dilute 
fertilizers and it pays to read carefully the 
percentages of various elements available, 
which should be printed on the container. 
Leaf tip die back may be due to too high a 
concentration of salts in your potting mix. 
Remember however that as with all 
orchids, Odonts. are somewhat susceptible 
to a softening of the tissue at the end of the 
leaves. What ever you do, make sure when 
you fertilize and water your plants that you 
flush through sufficient water to provide a 
fresh environment for the roots. Don’t fall 
into the trap of frequent light waterings. 
When you water, pour it on. I water with 
fertilizer added three times in succession 
and then use pure water on the fourth time 
to flush out the mix. Many of the 
proprietary brand fertilizers will give 
excellent results. Use these at 4 strength 
until you are satisfied that you may 
increase the dosage. 

One must take note of factors which 
may affect all of these previous points. 
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One of the prettiest species. Odm. cervantesii— the common form and variety ‘Rosea’. 


Shading from trees, orientation of 
growing areas, local climate and 
available time for the grower will all 
affect decision making. 

Damage to plants by insect or 
fungus/bacterial attack is generally not a 
problem. Naturally if your environment is 
incorrect, problems will follow. 
Odontoglossum hybrids have always been 
prone to leaf markings (inherited from the 
species) and while at times unsightly, 
these are normally of no significance. 
Virus is an infrequent problem as most 
plants are produced by dry seed. As those 
who have sought out divisions will know, 
splits of plants are rarely available, a 
means by which virus is often spread. 

Mealy Bug can be a problem, as may 
aphids be on young plants and flower 
buds. Keen observation will allow you to 
eliminate these before they gain hold. 

Let’s look back at it all. If you get a 
sequence of events right, success will 
follow.

No water stress or excess. 

Pests and diseases — insignificant in a 
correct environment. 

Once you feel you have your conditions 
correct for ease of culture of 
Odontoglossums, your next consideration 
may be to obtain some plants. Flasks of 
Odontoglossums are difficult to obtain and 
good flasks scarcer still. If you can obtain 
the latter they are reasonably easy to grow 
in a 50-50 mix of shredded Sphagnum and 
polystyrene. Make sure if you purchase 
flasks that the plants have good root 
development. Bulb and lead is the size I 
would recommend most people not go 
under for beginning their Odont. growing. 
These will produce flowers within 18 
months to two years. Mature plants are the 
ideal size to begin with, these are very easy 
to handle and will flower every year given

reasonable conditions. Indeed one of the 
great advantages of Odontoglossums is 
their ability to produce flowers every year 
and in all seasons. Watch the bulbs 
particularly on smaller plants, if they 
shrivel excessively, remove the flower 
spike. This shrivelling is more pronounced 
during the Summer months and is not often 
a problem through the cooler seasons. 

If you wish to propagate by seed, pods 
will take about 12 months to mature, and 
flasks are ready to plant out anywhere 
between 9-18 months after sowing. Back 
bulbs taken with a leaf will nearly always 
strike. Leafless bulbs, if not too old 
will give about a 50% success rate. Back 
cutting of the plants as they produce new 
growths is the preferred method. Leave 
two bulbs behind a new growth when 
cutting the rhizome. 

Flowering your Odonts. is the easy 
part, if you grow them well they will 
(95% of the time) present you with 
flowers every year. If you build up a

collection of 40+ mature Odonts., you 
will have some flowering all year; though 
with the Autumn and Spring flowerings 
providing the greatest showing. I believe 
that the consistent production of flowers 
throughout the year is one of the greatest 
advantages of growing Odontoglossums. 

Now if you have decided to procure 
some plants, you will need to educate 
yourself as to the variety available in the 
Odont. Alliance. This is an area of some 
concern to growers’ in Australia who 
have had little exposure to the genus over 
the years. The following may explain 
some points of interest: 

Odontoglossum (Odm.) crispum Types 
(A term often used) 

These are generally large well filled 
in showy flowers. Dominant in their 
heritage is the most significant of 
Odontoglossum species i.e. 

Odontoglossum crispum. 

Indeed Odm. crispum is still seen as 
being an equal of most hybrids, such is 
its beauty. You will find very few 
Odontoglossum or Odontioda hybrids, 
irrespective of colour, that do not have 
Odm. crispum somewhere in their 
backgrounds. Whites and yellows are the

dominant colours in pure Odontoglossum 
breeding. 

Odontiodas (Oda.) 

These hybrids have the influence of 
cochlioda noezliana at some point of 
their breeding. Thus the ‘Odont’ (from 
Odontoglossum) and the ‘ioda’ from 
Cochlioda. Gaining red colour was the 
original benefit of introducing Sochlioda 
some ninety years ago. Now the colour 
range in Oda’s seems endless, with the 
most unique patterning of flowers 
available in the orchid world. 

Intergenerics 

A term used to encompass the many 
hybrids produced by crossings between 
plants in the Odontoglossum Alliance. 

Odontocidium (Odcdm.) = 
Odontoglossum x Oncidium 

Wilsonara (Wils.) = Cochlioda x 
Odont. x Oncidium 

Vuylstekeara (Vuyl.) = Cochlioda x 
Odont. x Miltonia 

Odontonia (Odtna.) = Miltonia x 
Odontoglossum 

Burregeara (Burr.) = Coch. x Milt. x 
Odont. x Onc.

the most commonly available in 
Australia. Many of these will show 
increased tolerance to our hot summers 
and those with Oncidium will often 
exhibit great vigour. 

Rather than the hybrids some may 
prefer the magnificent species of 
Odontoglossums. Yellow and brown are 
the dominant colours with only a few 
whites, notably Odm. crispum and Odm. 
pescatorei. Most species originate from 
the Colombian area of South America, 
and generally these species are found at 
high altitudes where conditions are quite 
cool. Some other species which originate 
from Mexico and Guatemala e.g. Odm. 
rossii, Odm. cervantesii and Odm. 
bictoniense have now been reclassified 
by botanists. They will however still be 
recognized as Odonts. for the purpose of 
hybrid registrations. 

So that is a brief glimpse into the 
world of Odontoglossums, a genus which 
only asks for a suitable environment 
based upon moderation. Many other 
orchids will ask much more yet give in 
return far less.

hough there are many beautiful 

Odontoglossum species, the two I 

have chosen to describe are not 
only very lovely they are also available, 
more than can be said for many other 
species. 

While we still refer to them as Odonts. 
they have now been reclassified to 
Lemboglossum. While this from the 
botanist point of view distinguishes them 
from other similar sub-groups, for all 
general horticultural purposes they are 
still Odontoglossums. 

Odontoglossum bictoniense 

A strong growing species that comes 
from Guatamala and Mexico. 

Interestingly it is reported as being the 
first Odont. to have ever reached England 
alive. It was discovered by Mr. G. Ure Skin- 
ner who sent plants to Mr. Bateman and to 
Lord Rolfe who had a collection at Bicton 
where it first flowered — hence the name. 

In cultivation Odm. bictoniense is a 
relatively robust grower that can be 
grown successfully in quite a wide range 
of conditions. Certainly it does not need 
the ultra cool summer temperatures that 
Odm. crispum and Odm. pescatorei seem 
to thrive on. 

Growing at an altitude of 5,000-6,000 ft. 
where conditions are somewhat warmer 
than its high altitude cousins gives this 
species a more tolerant outlook on life. 
The plants themselves are quite large with 
big fleshy roots, again distinguishing 
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them from the species that grow on small 
branches that have fine roots. 

Odm. bictoniense most often grows on 
trunks of small trees that are covered in 
thick moss, the roots running under this 
and quite often into the leaf litter beneath 
the tree. So they are almost terrestial as 
well as epiphytic. The flower spikes are 
often as tall as 5’ with side branches when 
growing well. 


Odm. bictoniense ‘Sulphureum’. The rare 
yellow form and true albino. 


Three distinct colour forms are com- 
monly known. The most often seen hav- 
ing yellow green sepals and _ petals 
blotched in chestnut brown, the lip lilac 
rose. Darker forms are highly prized. 
Var. album has red brown sepals and 
petals with a white lip. Var. sul- 
phureum has yellow green sepals and 
petals with a white lip. This is a true 
albino which carries the albino gene in 
breeding. It is the grandparent of Odm. 
Geysergold where its influence is clear- 
ly evident. 

In a mixed orchid collection you can 
grow Odm. bictoniense in a cool glass 
house or bush house. Min. temperature 
should not fall below 4degC, though I 
have seen plants survive light frost. 
Summer days should be under 30degC if 
possible but some higher ones are not 
fatal. A bush house seems ideal with 
plenty of air movement vital as it is for all 
this family. 

Potting medium should always be kept 
in good condition, sour mix is fatal. You 
can use aged pine bark, fir bark or Sphag- 
num but use really well drained pots. 
Don’t worry about the roots hanging out 
in the breeze as the plant grows forward 
in the pot and don’t overpot! 

Light levels should be moderate, this 
is not an orchid you can grow under the 
bench, light is important but as a rough 
guide 75%-—80% for summer should be 
about right. 

Feeding, as for all my Odonts. is always 
in liquid form no slow release. Never 
more than % strength with % strength 
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Odm. bictoniense ‘Sea Gulls Landing’. A 
typical form 


being about right as long as you do it 
regularly. 

Now to move on to a much smaller 
though no less beautiful species, Odon- 
toglossum rossii. 

While vegetatively and floraley quite 
different to Odm. bictoniense it comes 
from much the same area of Mexico and 
as far south as Nicaragua. Probably due to 
its wide divergence there are many differ- 
ent forms of the species and quite a num- 
ber of natural hybrids such as Odm. 
Aspersum where Odm. masculatum is the 
probable other parent. 

Originally introduced to cultivation 
in 1837 by Mr. Ross it was subsequently 
collected widely and Mr. Rozei, collect- 
ing for Sanders, described it growing on 
stunted oak trees near the main road from 
Orizaba to Mexico. He expressed surprise 
at the numerous varieties growing even in 
that one spot. 

Today we have little choice of plants 
except those raised by nurseries but some 
fine forms do exist. The superb Odm. 
rossti ‘majus’ that the Eric Young Foun-

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dation uses in hybridizing is delightful as 
is the scarce pink form var. roseus. 

There is a diminutive type known as 
Odm. ehrenbergii whether a_ distinct 
species or a form is not clear though, 
flowering in Autumn as opposed to 
Spring for true Odm. rossii. 

When checking details in an old book I 
was amused to see cultivation given as the 
same as for Odm. oervantessii and Odm. 
oerstedii two of the hardest to grow 
Odontoglossum species I know. 

In my experience Odm. rossii is not too 
difficult under cultivation requiring much 
the same as the previously described Odm. 
bictoniense. However being much smaller 
and with fine roots it requires more care. 

Ihave seen plants grown very successful- 
ly on cork bark but it is sometimes hard to 
establish them initially. I grow mine in fine 
fir bark and perlite about 50:50 being sure to 
use small well drained squat pots such as 
Dome pots. Odm. rossii has a distinct resting 
phase in its growth cycle, care should be 
taken to observe this and keep the plant both 
dry and cool until growth resumes.

little narrow frequently lilac or pink. 

One of the exciting things about breed- 
ing with O.bictoniense is its great fertility 
and ability to match with other genera

The most often seen problem with cul- 
ture is damping off of the new growth. 
Light and air must be freely given to pre- 
vent this. Plants never seem to get very 
large but certainly refrain from dividing 
until well and truly established. 

In hybridizing these two species are 
very valuable particularly in regard to Aus- 
tralian conditions. From the description of 
cultivation you will be aware of the ability 
to thrive in somewhat warmer, brighter 
conditions. This trait is inherited strongly 
in Ist generation hybrids providing us with 
less finicky growing Odontoglossums. 

Floraly of course do not expect large 
round flowers in the tradition of Odm. 
crispum, even sO, some can be quite round, 
if smaller, particularly from Odm.rossii. 

The two species give quite different 
results as would be expected from such dif- 
ferent vegetative and floraly diverse parents. 

Odm. bictoniense nearly always imparts 
strong upright racemes with well dis- 
played and spaced flowers a useful inher- 
itance. Colours are often striking, reds 
being especially brilliant. Lip colour and 
shape are usually distinctive sometimes a 


such as Oncidium, Brassia, Ada, Milto- 
nia, to mention but a few. 

The disappointment is that Ist genera- 
tion hybrids are often infertile, preventing 
further steps down the line. However as 


Odm. St. Brelade (Odm. rossii x Orphyras) 
Large flowers with great presence which shows 
what can be done with novelty breeding. 
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always, exceptions are always to be found 
and many 2nd and 3rd generation hybrids 
exist. Odm. rossii provides in my view 
some of the prettiest examples of the 
hybridizers work especially in the first gen- 
eration. The distinctive chequer board pat- 
terns that frequently give away the breed- 
ing line to the experienced eye are quite 
unique. Racemes are not usually very pro- 
ductive but then the plants are not so large. 
Culture often plays a part and patience may 
be needed to see plants fully mature before 
assessing how many flowers can be possi- 
ble. [have seen branching stems with 12 or 
15 flowers per spike on good examples, but 
a lower flower count can be expected. 

The primary hybrid between our two 


Mexican beauties is Odm. Bic-Ross, well 
worth growing, a perfect match of parent- 
age where both have equal influence but 
the better traits of both most often in evi- 
dence. Most are infertile but some Odm. 
Bic-Ross hybrids have been bred with 
some lovely results. 

What of the future? Both parents are 
sure to be used in future breeding particu- 
larly Odm. bictoniense because it provides 
plants ideally suited to the pot plant trade. 
The straight spikes, fine-flower display, 
bright colours and robust growth being 
very desirable features in this market. 

Odm. rossii used wisely has the ability 
to produce excellent results both for com- 
merce and hobby trade sales. 


Some reluctance on behalf of collectors 
to buying hybrids from these and other 
novelty breeding lines is experienced due 
to the judging system that exists in Aus- 
tralia. Our award judging has the ability in 
theory to judge novelties under apprecia- 
tion but with few Odonts. being grown, 
judges are in the main underexposed to 
breeding outside of traditional Odm. 
crispum line. Sadly many good novelty 
type Odonts. go unrecognised. Hopefully 
as the genus gains more acceptance we 
will see all types of breeding receive due 
reward but don’t hold your breath. aa

ver the years, several articles have 

been written concerning birds and 
the various ways in which orchids have 
been used by birds. The author has 
endeavoured to cover these recordings, 
as well as a recent discovery of his own. 

Recently, while bushwalking in the 
Bellenden Ker Range, I happened to find 
a male Golden Bowerbird, Prionodura 
newtoniana De Vis, perched in a 
rainforest tree. Upon scanning the 
surrounding area, the main bower was 
discovered, and on examination, the 
bower contained several flowers of the 
orchid Dendrobium jonesii var 
magnificum (Dockr.) Dockr. (Syn 
ruppianum var. magnificum). 

In 1976, Jones and Gray also observed 
a Golden Bowerbird’s play bower, in the 
Mount Lewis area. In that bower, three 
sprays of Dendrobium carrii Rupp. et 
C.T. White were identified. 

The Golden Bowerbird prefers the 
colour white to decorate the bower, 
which is the colour of the two previously 
mentioned orchid flowers. Golden 
Bowerbirds are Australia’s only example 
of builders of maypole bowers. These 
bowers are constructed in either a single 
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Golden Bower Bird’s Bower with flowers of 
Dendrobium jonesii var. magnificum.

or double column of sticks, built around 
saplings a metre or so apart and usually 
joining in a mass at the base. The bower 
is roughly U-shaped in appearance. 

Previous bird/orchid observations 
within Australia include the Satin 
Bowerbird, Ptilonorhyncun violaceus, 
lining the display bower with the creamy 
flower of Dendrobium speciosum Sm., 
and the yellow-green flowers of 
Dendrobium tetragonum A. Cunn. Live 
plants have been found by Gilbert in the 
nest constructions of the Yellow Throated 
Scrub Wren, Sericornis citreogularis 
Gould. These orchids include Bulbophyllym 
crassulifolium Rupp., Bulbophyllum 
exiguum F. Muell., Dendrobium 
tetragonum A. Cunn., Papillilabium 
beckleri (F. Muell. ex Benth.) Dockr., 
Plectorrhiza tridentata (Lindl.) Dockr., 
Sarcochilus hillii (F. Muell.) F. Muell., 
and Sarcochilus olivaceus Lindl. 

In the A.O.R., Lawler gives an account 
of the Mangrove Warbler Gerygone 
levigaster Gould, with a nest site on the 
cane tip of Dendrobium luteocilium 
Rupp., in the Portland Roads district. 

Also, at least one Australian orchid, 
Dendrobium smillieae, is pollinated by 
the Yellow Honeyeater Meliphaga flava 
Gould Syn. Lichenostomus flavus.

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CULTURAL NOTES JUNE/JULY 


Cattleyas 


Little can be done this time of the year. 
Keep plants under cover and only water 
when dry and then only on a sunny morn- 
ing. If you have a heated house try and 
keep it around 10°degrees C during the 
night. | 


Cymbidiums 

By now all flowering cymbidiums 
should be under shelter. If you do not 
have a glass house or lean-to type struc- 
ture, place some polythene or solarguard 
on the roof and around the walls. This will 
stop the rain and wind coming in on your 
blooms. Watering should only be done on 
bright sunny mornings. A good soaking 
weekly should be sufficient. Try and keep 
your blooms dry. 

If you water on the Saturday, you may 
fertilize your plants on the Sunday. You 
may use Peters Blossom Booster or alter- 
natively use SPRYTECH’s K-D-L liquid 
potassium. Those growers who used it 
last season were very happy with the 
results. If you notice any aphids around 
on your flowering racemes, a quick spray 
with GARDEN DOCTOR? will soon dis- 
pose of them. Give flowering plants plen- 
ty of light and air. Keep racemes staked 
and train them upwards with elastic pull 
or Nicorolls. Once plants are in place for 
flowering do not move them or you will 
get twisted racemes. 

I like to give my flowering plants a 
monthly spray with BENLATE?® or SPIN® 
during the flowering season to keep 
Botrytis spotting away especially if the 
weather is unkind. 

All unflowering plants should now be 
separated into the repotting kind, the 
throw outs, the swaps and the keeps. 
Clean up your shade house, repair bends 
if necessary. Then replace your plants in 
their relevant positions. 

Water when necessary. Fertilize with 
general purpose type such as GARDEN 
PARTY or PETERS ORCHID SPECIAL. 

If you grow seedlings keep them mov- 
ing. Plenty of light and air is the secret. 
Water when just starting to dry. Do not 
over do it. A weekly fertilizing pro- 
gramme is beneficial. Use alternatively an 
organic and then an inorganic. GARDEN 
PARTY and Peter’s HiNite would be a 
good choice. | 


Masdevallia/Dracula 


It is a source of some amusement, how 
many folk ring constantly asking to see a 
show of Masdevallias in flower. While 
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with a big collection, there will always be 
a few in bloom, the main season, Spring, 
will remain, even when transported half a 
world away from the natural habitat. 

Masd. veitchiana and its hybrids may be 
an exception as it nearly always exhibits a 
few blooms at odd times of the year. The 
great flush of flowers however is always, 
for me at least, in the southern Spring. 

For most areas of Australia, where 
Masdevallia/Dracula are successfully 
cultivated, now is the time to start looking 
for evidence of a good Spring to early 
Summer flowering. Many buds can now 
be seen poking their heads up, through the 
sheath which surrounds the ramicaul, or 
the bottom part of the leaf. Keep this area 
clear of water lest the buds be lost due to 
rotting off. Sometimes as well, the bud 
may not be able to properly emerge and 
some careful slitting with a razor blade 
may be necessary to release it. 

As temperature drop and the rains 
begin for most of us, it is time, if you have 
not done so, to move your plants out of 
their Summer/Autumn positions. Masde- 
vallia/Dracula are no different from other 
orchids, in that they do not take kindly to 
being wet and cold, for months at a time. 
Winter solid cover should be in place by 
now. Plants can continue to grow rather 
vigorously at this time, so fertilisers, 
albeit gentle, can be included at every 
watering. 

Watering frequency should be reduced, 
however. Shade cloth should be removed 
so as to take advantage of Winter light. 
No light, poor flowering! Should you be 
growing any species from the lower 
Andean altitudes, it is time to think about 
a little bottom heat to keep them going 
through the Winter. 8 to 10 deg. C. at 
night should be absolute minimum for 
these cold sensitive orchids. The applica- 
tion of a Natriphene spray at recommend- 
ed strength for orchids, may assist at this 
time. During our Winter, I NEVER water 
during periods of naturally high humidity. 

Sudden spotting or dropping of leaves 
suggests that it is too cool and this is the 
plant talking, to you, as well as advising 
that a little bottom heat, would be appre- 
ciated. Section Occillantes is at risk from 
the cold and many Dracula will spot their 
foliage rather badly if constant tempera- 
tures in the lower regions prevail for long 
periods. Cool nights are not a problem but 
little temperature increase during the day- 
light hours, over an extended period will 
see a decline in the health and vigor of 
many plants. Try to arrange things so that 
a 20 deg. C. day is possible. As always, 
air movement is as important now as it is 
in other seasons. 


Dracula are one of the most vigorous 
of all the Pleurothallids and it is rare to 
see them give trouble in culture. Flower- 
ing them of course is a different matter, 
observe cause and effect, and all will ulti- 
mately fall into place. They are certainly 
worth the small amount of extra trouble 
and new techniques that may be required 
of them. Well flowered examples of 
Dracs. vampira, wallisii, simia or chester- 
tonii, that’s the one with the huge lip, are 
sights many people will never see unless 
they are grown, or should I say saved, by 
enthusiasts and conservation minded 
growers who are mindful of the rape and 
destruction of natural habitats. 

I have recently observed such areas of 
destruction in the Ecuadorian Andes and 
it is not a pretty sight, in fact it is most 
depressing to see the remnants of rare 
orchids species, laying scorched and 
dead, amongst the ash of what was, a day 
or so before, virgin rain forest. 

The future of many species, unfortu- 
nately lays with artificial propogation 
techniques. 

Now gone are the habitats of many and 
as orchids can be very fussy about their 
growing environment, even in the country 
of origin, exact duplicates of micro cli- 
mates can be difficult to find. It will 
always be preferrable to leave the plants 
where they are and where they have 
evolved for certain sets of conditions, 
over many thousands of years. Try and 
tell that to a land owner who wants to 
burn and slash, to grow corn though! 

Because of the fact that many species 
may be endemic to areas of only a kilo- 
metre or so square, in the destruction of 
the habitat, we may be witnessing the 
extinction of many species. Our responsi- 
bility as dedicated and concerned grow- 
ers, is to acquire and cultivate as many of 
these plants as possible, lest they be lost 
for all time! Do not be mislead by Jurassic

Park, there is no bringing them back from 
the dead. 

Who knows, one day we, as the custo- 
dians of these orchids, may be asked to, 
assist with their re-establishment in the 
natural South American habitat. Such a 
concept is NOT without precedent. Grow 
your plants big, and be generous with the 
divisions. Be sure the plants are nursery 
propagated and in this way, their future 
and survival, MAY be ensured. 

Make sure you keep the snail/slug baits 
around at the moment, or all the good 
work will disappear in one night! | 


Natives 


This is the coldest part of winter when 
plants are most likely to suffer damage 
from frosts if you live in a frost suscep- 
tible area. Make sure any sensitive plants 
— this includes most if frost are heavy — 
are under cover. Water first thing in the 
morning but only when absolutely neces- 
sary and keep the plants on the dry side. 
Watering frost covered plants before the 
sun strikes them can also help although 
they will probably suffer cold damage 
anyway. Any damage from a heavy frost 
will show up in about two to three days. 
Cutting off badly burnt leaves will help as 
they will not recover. Make sure no fun- 
gal infection occurs in the damaged tis- 
sue. 

Many of our native orchids are frost 
resistant in that they can withstand light 
frosts with minimal damage and will not 
suffer in low temperatures of around -1°C 
or slightly lower, providing the frost does 
not settle on their leaves. Trees provide 
good protection for plants in gardens and 
extra protection for bushhouses. 

Over winter most of the cooler grow- 
ing natives are preparing to flower. Some 
will have advanced racemes and the buds 
may already be differentiated. This year 
Dendrobium speciosum started rather 
early and it looks as if there is going to be 


a good flowering this spring to make up 
for last year. Dendrobium kingianum, D. 
melaleucaphilum, D. gracilicaule and 
many Dendrocoryne hybrids will have 
spikes well developed by late winter. 
Others, such as Dendrobium fal- 
corostrum, leave producing flower spikes 
until the last minute when the coldest 
weather initiates them in late July, at least 
in slightly warmer areas such as Sydney. 
To make sure your buds do not wilt and 
drop it is necessary that plants are lightly 
watered over winter. Over the last few 
years our winters have been uncharacter- 
istically dry following unusually wet 
summers. Most cool growing species 
come from areas where the winters are 
usually cold and wet and the summers hot 
and dry so a little water over winter 
should not harm them. Be wary of water 
remaining in leaf axils particularly in 
uncovered bushhouses in cold areas. If 
there is heavy rain over an extended peri- 
od this may result in flower spikes rotting. 

The Sarcanthinae species and hybrids 
will also have rapidly developing flowers 
over winter. Some may even be out 
before the end of winter. As these orchids 
have no food and water reserves it is 
important that they do not dry out too 
much. 

Fortunately, most pests are inactive 
over the colder months so the chances of 
the delicate racemes being munched are 
reduced. However, there are always snails 
and slugs and if conditions are too dry 
some of the sap suckers such as scale may 
appear. When the weather begins to warm 
up the pests arrive ready to feed on those 
flowers you have been nurturing all win- 
ter, so be ready. 

There should be no need for much 
repotting now unless you were unable to 
get it all done in the warmer months. 
Putting plants in new media now will 
mean that they can get a quick start once 
growth commences but it also means that 
there is a lot of media in the pot which has

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no roots through it to use moisture and 
nutrients so keep them on the dry side. 

Plants in flower over winter include 
many terrestrials such as Pterostylis 
species and hybrids. Keeping these plants 
out of the rain will help prevent the 
flowers being flattened and the tuberoids 
rotting in saturated mix. To keep the 
flower spikes from becoming too long 
and uncontrollable these orchids need 
plenty of light. 

In the hothouse, keep up the humidity 
as heaters dry the air very quickly. Use 
containers of water and mist well under 
benches if the pots are too wet for regular 
watering. If the humidity remains low the 
media in the pots will dry and plants will 
dehydrate quickly. Rewetting the media 
can be difficult and plants may need to be 
immersed in a wetting agent before nor- 
mal watering will have any effect. On the 
other hand, many of our warmer growing 
orchids originated in the tropics where 
there is a wet season and a dry season. 
Although rainfall might be low it is still a 
tropical environment where humidity is 
high. The dry season corresponds to the 
southern winter so reducing water will 
help these plants as well as allow the 
reduction of the winter temperature by a 
degree or two. But only do this if you are 
not growing other plants which require 
constant humidity. Place those which 
need drier conditions near the roof and 
water them only as necessary. a 


Paphiopedilum 


Paphiopedilum hybrids are well into 
their flowering season. Most of the whites 
and early greens will be in flower, togeth- 
er with some of the coloured varieties. 
Many of the modern hybrids, particularly 
those with spotted flowers, will not 
flower until spring. Flower quality 
depends upon several factors; those under 
your control at this time of year are water- 
ing, feeding, staking and light. 

During winter paphiopedilums do not 
require frequent watering. Whilst the 
actual frequency will depend upon the 
weather, the type of housing and the state 
of the potting mixture, you must resist the 
temptation to pick up the hose unless the 
plants are moderately dry. When you do 
water, water early on a sunny day and 
water thoroughly. After every third or 
fourth watering allow the plants to drain 
for half an hour or so and then water with 
weak Aquasol (about half strength). 

Staking is important if you want to 
avoid asymmetrical flowers. Try to 
encourage the stems to grow upright from 
the start. You will be able to 
support the growing stem with a loose tie 
a couple of inches or so below the bud. 
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When the stem is fully grown and the bud 
about to open, lean the pot foreward about 
fifteen degrees or so and keep it in this 
position until the flower has been open 
about a week; this will cause the flowers 
to “look up” a little. 

Adequate light is very important for 
quality flowers. If at all possible, the 
amount of shading should be reduced 
considerably from mid-May until early 
September. This will result in larger, 
brighter flowers and longer — yes, longer 
— stronger stems; the plants will also 
benefit by continuing their growth cycle, 
albeit at a slower rate, through the winter 
months. 

Although potting is best left until 
spring, any plant which is not doing well 
should be repotted into fresh mixture as 
asoon as it is noticed, no matter what the 
season. If the roots have rotted away, dip 
the “bare rooted” plant in Fongarid and 
stake it firmly. 

As a general rule the green-leaved 
hybrids can be grown quite well in cold 
conditions provided they are protected 
from heavy frost. Those with heated 
glasshouses do not need more than about 
six degrees centigrade, although young 
seedlings will benefit from somewhat 


warmer conditions. Maudiae types are 
really warm growers and require about 
fifteen degrees to do well. a 


Phaleonopsis 


Watering:— Water only in early 
mornings every 3 or 4 days depending on 
the weather. If possible, water mainly 
in pots and not the foliage. Do not allow 
water to remain in the crown overnight as 
this can cause rot. Avoid watering at all 
on cold or bleak days. 

Light:— Still require more shade than 
other genera although can be reduced to 
70% during winter. 

Fertiliser:— Reduce fertilising to 
once per fortnight, alternating between— 


(1)Inorganic low nitrogen — 
Campbells A, Aqua K_ or 
Phostrogen. 


(2) Wuxall or Fish Emulsion. 

Pest Control:— Spray with fungicide 
every 6 weeks. e.g. Ridomil MZ WP or 
Mancozeb with Kocide. Use Diazanon or 
Pyrethrum to control scale and insects. 
Keep a close watch for Phalaenopsis 
mite and treat with a miticide as required. 
| 


CULTURAL NOTES 


Vandaceous 


Watering:— Cut back on watering 
during cooler months. Depending 
on local conditions, a good watering 
every 3 days should be sufficient. Water 
only in the morning. Avoid watering 
at all on cold or bleak days. 


Light:— Strap leaf vandas and 
ascocendas require 50% shade. If you 
wish to move narrow leafed vandaceous 
plants (i.e. terete and semi-terete vandas, 
Mokaras, Arandas, etc.) from a shade 
house to full sunlight, then now is a good 
time to start moving them. 


Fertiliser:— Reduce fertilising to 
once per fortnight alternating between— 
(1) Inorganic low nitrogen 
Campbells A, Flowfeed HP8, Aqua 
K or Phostrogen. 
(2) Wuxall or Fish Emulsion. 


Pest Control:— Spray with a fungi- 
cide every 6 weeks e.g. Ridomil MZ WP 
or Mancozeb plus Benlate. 

If insects or scale are a problem spray 
with Diazanon or Pyrethrum. 

Watch for mite damage (i.e. Red 
spider, false spider, etc.) and treat with a 
miticide such as Kelthane or Tedion. @

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Cymbidiums - 
A Grower's Guide to 
Seedling Trends

ums has been waning in favour of 

other orchid genera. While the interest 
in other genera is commendable the hum- 
ble Cymbidium should be the foundation 
of a good orchid collection; especially 
since they can now be seen in flower vir- 
tually all year round. 

Those who have been moving away 
from Cymbidiums often give as their rea- 
sons the fact that the plants are too large, 
they take up a lot of space, they are diffi- 
cult to transport to a show and the flowers 
are intolerant to summer temperatures. 

Others state that judging trends deter 
them. But what few will admit is that 
because everyone is growing the same old 
mericlones the repetition is all rather 
boring and they want to grow something 
different. 

Mericlones are fine and they are great for 
the new grower who wishes to commence 
a collection, but, for those who like a little 
more excitement from their hobby there is 
nothing like flowering a batch of new 
seedlings every year. 

Many orchid societies actually encour- 
age their members to buy seedlings by 
buying a batch of plants from a hybridiser 
and reselling them to their members, and 
this is to be commended but the average 
grower is reluctant to try more than one or 
two seedling plants a year. 

Cymbidium seedlings can offer us so 
much more nowadays, so what can we do 
to improve matters? 

Let’s take judging first. There appears 
to be a reluctance in some circles to 
accept new and innovative colours. It 
seems that inbred attitudes exist which 
dictate that the colours must be absolutely 
clear when in fact we can breed any sort 
of colour combination imaginable. If we 


[ recent years the interest in Cymbidi-

shape “Milawa” attracts more attention than its 


sibling “A.S.” because of the lip colours. Red is a 
dominant colour and it attracts attention. 
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can do that then the judging rules should 
be flexible enough to accept the fact that 
colour can and will always be innovative 
and actively encourage it, and not just 
with an Award of Distinction. 

Another judging attitude that need to be 
reviewed is the refusal by some to accept 
anything other than a perfectly erect 
raceme. An erect raceme may be fine if 
the plant is intended for the pot plant trade 
but a decorative arching raceme still dis- 
plays itself magnificently and should not 
be precluded from receiving an award or 
prize simply because of the direction in 
which the raceme may point. 

If our judges can do their small bit 
then it is up to hybridisers to produce 
quality seedlings and then promote them 
to growers. 

The source of a change in attitude to 
Cymbidiums is both hybridisers and 
growers. The responsibility for creating 
poor quality seedlings is of course the 
hybridiser’s but it is sound education and 
information which will enable inexperi- 
enced growers to know which seedlings 
have potential. 

After all, which of a wealth of the annual 
crop of new seedlings will produce the 
ultimate result? Catalogues I received in 
the *70’s and “80’s promised we would 


see “tomorrow’s FCC’s” produced by the — 


various offerings. They never appeared 
in the plants I flowered and in nearly 15 
years even a lowly HCC award for any of 
those same seedlings has been a very rare 
event. 

That’s a record no one should be proud 
of because it reflects back on the seedling 
market. 

Any reputable hybridiser needs to 
know precisely what the market wants 
and how to create it. On the other hand 
seedling buyers need to know the charac- 
teristics of the stud plants used by the 
hybridiser and how to assess what they 
will produce. This is learnt by reading 
magazines, visiting shows and orchid 
clubs. 

We all need to understand basic genetics. 
If what we are seeking is not in the genetic 


structure of either parent, we hybridisers 
cannot create it in the first place. 

For instance if we are seeking smaller 
plant habit in seedlings then, should the 
foliage of both parents be excessively 
large, there is no way plants with small 
plant habit will be produced. If we cross a 
green flower with a pink, green progeny 
are unlikely. If one parent has an arching 
spike and the other an erect spike then 
erect spikes will be fewer in number. 

This is basic genetics. 

If a catalogue does not indicate this 
basic information then it should. Educating 
buyers will help sell seedlings. If cata- 
logues also carry illustrations of what var- 


ious parents are producing then that too 


will help sell seedlings. If a hybridiser pro- 
duces a catalogue without illustrations 
then the text should adequately describe 
that information. 

Hybridisers should also be taking note 
of community trends. As our population 
expands, growing space will be reduced. 
That is happening right now in Victoria 
and other states will follow. 

Our aging population means the inability 
to handle large plants will be a future 
major consideration. 

Having suffered a heart attack early 
this year I am now painfully (sorry about 
that!) aware of this factor and my enthusi- 
asm for smaller plants has suddenly been 
enhanced! 

So, having made those opening com- 
ments let’s consider how we can make 
Cymbidiums more attractive. 


FLOWER SHAPE 
Of all the attributes of a Cymbidium 
flower this is perhaps the major aspect to 
consider when breeding them. Shape is 
driven by judging rules and cannot be 
dismissed as unnecessary. 

That full, rounded shape with petals 
overlapping is an essential factor and 
there is really no way of avoiding it. The 
number of parents capable of producing 
a full, rounded shape is still somewhat 
limited, in spite of promises made in the 
1970s and 1980s. 


At Glenwood Orchids, our most 
successful crossings are the result of a 
very narrow gene pool which (directly or 
| indirectly) includes; Sussex Dawn, Vieux 
| Rose, Solana Beach, Fanfare, Miretta, 
| Fred Stewart and Rincon breeding lines, 
such as Valley Zenith, Operetta, Nos- 
tradamus, Claude Pepper and Green Glass 
to name a few. 

The Sussex Dawn line has shown a 
| propensity to produce superb shape and 
} the Valley Zenith crossing is evidence of 
that. It will also produce small flowers. 
} Various Miretta clones have produced 
| many a fine result; the Highland Mists 
| being one and Green Glass another. 

By tracing backwards through genetic 
} history we can select parents which are 
| likely to produce the required shape. 

| Now that we are combining the likes of 
| Valley Zenith and Green Glass (both of 
| which are bred from Miretta) the results 
} are virtually unbelievable. 

However, now that we are beginning 
to combine ALL genetic lines which 
have produced shape, within the short 
} term we should be seeing an entirely 
| new era in Cymbidium flower shape. 
| The dorsal sepals will be erect, petals 
} will be the same width as the sepals 
} and all segments will be nicely 
| concave. And to win at shows these are 
| the qualities you will need in your 
| Cymbidium flowers.

LABELLUMS 

Shape alone is not enough, the whole 
flower should attract attention. A labellum 
is the focal point of the flower and this 
fact should be exploited. 

This is one area where tremendous 
improvement can be achieved. The label- 
lum of an orchid is an outstanding feature 
and yet it seems it is being largely 
ignored. 

As an example, Green Cymbidiums 
with spotted labellums are not overly pop- 
ular and do not sell well, but, produce 
them with spectacular red lips and the sit- 
uation changes. 

All faults should have been bred out 
of Cymbidium labellums years ago. The 
breeding stock has been available for 


‘many years which will do precisely that 


but we continue to see illustrations in our 
magazines of newly flowered seedlings 
which have either or both labellum faults 
or a drab, colourless, uninteresting lip. 

I am yet to meet an orchid grower who 
does not want a bold, feature labellum on 


their Cymbidiums so why haven’t we 


been producing them? Labellums sell 
orchids, make no mistake about that and 
simple market research will confirm it. 

Seedlings are a more likely rapid 
source of feature labellums than meri- 
clones. 

White Cymbidiums with innocuous, 
colourless labellums may be fine for 
wedding bouquets but to look at and admire 


———EES_ 


they have about the same attraction as a 
white feather in a snow storm. On the 
other hand a white Cattleya with a red lip 
commands attention. 


RACEMES 

As J have already mentioned, it seems 
that some judging panels require that the 
raceme must be completely erect before 
they will consider it for judging whereas 
the public is very receptive to arching and 
even completely pendulous racemes. In 
fact the latter seem to sell at a premium. 

While it is understandable that the pot 
plant trade wants erect racemes to avoid 
damage during shipment interstate or 
intrastate that is no excuse for rejecting an 
orchid simply because it has an arching 
raceme. 

Of course, there is no excuse for a 
raceme which will not support the weight 
of the flowers and that can be corrected 
by hybridisers and/or correct culture. 

But that introduces another considera- 
tion. The modern Cymbidium flower is

As these three examples illustrate, the 
labellum development in red Cymbidiums has 
advanced more rapidly than in any other 
colour, except perhaps green. Flower shape, 
colour range and plant vigour is also improving 
at a rapid rate. 
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becoming larger and we have not yet seen 
the maximum flower size. Six inch flowers 
are now common, amd may well exceed 
that very soon. 

To prepare for the weight of larger 
flowers we need to create stronger 
racemes — or find stronger stakes! 

Flower spacing on the raceme is a 
further consideration if flowers are larger. 
Crowded flowers are certainly something 
we can do without. 


FOLIAGE 

Most standard Cymbidiums have large 
foliage but there is a number of quality 
stud plants around which can be used to 
reduce the size of the foliage. The produc- 
tion of “compact growing Cymbidiums” 
was discussed by myself and Alvin Bryant 
during the “80s and from my point of 
view the first results have been flowered. 
The Directors of Glenwood Orchids are 
committed to continued work in this 
direction. 

By reducing the size of Cymbidium 
plants alone we will see interest in them 


increase. The plant size seems to be the © 
most common reason for not growing — 


cymbidiums. Space they occupy is anoth- 
er but then that is related to foliage and 
plant size anyway. To obtain compact 


growing plants the only source is 
seedlings, and either flasks or compots. 


Mericlones are unlikely to be around in 
quantity for some years. 
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Miniature Cymbidiums, well so called 
“miniatures” anyway, are another problem. 
While the flower size may be “miniature” 
the foliage on many imported and locally 
produced clones is often larger than most 


standards. When we have adequate breed- 


ing stock to produce miniature plant habit 
the logic in producing miniatures with 
huge foliage escapes me. 

The current season has seen the first of 
a number of miniature Cymbidiums that 
I have produced that have both miniature 


plant habit and acceptable miniature foliage 


with the flowers clear of the foliage. 
I have also begun to flower my first 
standard Cymbidiums where the foliage 


is also miniaturised without loss of flower 
- hybridisers all need to understand colour 


size. 
Large scale reducion of plant s size will 
take many years more, but it is on the 


way. If the market demands it hybridisers 
will change their strategy to cope with 


that demand. 


COLOUR | 


When it comes to flower colour there — 


seems to be a reluctance on the part of 


_ judges to accept new or unusual colours. 


There is no such reluctance on ane part of 
the buying public. 

Colour is an interesting part of our lives. 
Colour can be exciting or depressing to 
our senses and it is colour which sells a 


plant. If an otherwise excellent flower is — 


anything but a clear single colour it will at 
best achieve a “Best Any Other Colour’ 
ptize at a show and maybe an Award of 
Distinction. 

Why this should be so defies logic. If 
the colour is attractive then why not 
accept colour for what it is. So what if it 
is a “splash petal’, or the colour is not 
perfectly even! If shape, lip form and the 
other factors meet judging criteria why 
should a mixture of colours be a bar to a 
plant being awarded. 

Some of the best selling orchids have 
been a mixture of colours. Shape, raceme 
habit and lip form and colour are far more 
important than even colour. 

Our ideas on colour must change. We 


and its effect on us so we can produce 
what the public wants. If we don’t sales 
will drop. 

We also need to co-ordinate flower 
colour for the various seasons. In cold 
seasons green or white orchids are not 
popular but vibrant sunset/sunrise shades 
and reds are. In hot weather “cooler” 
colours such as whites and green are more 
likely to sell. 

In other words those breeding orchids 
should know what colour will sell and 
when it will sell so that the product suits 
the seasonal market. 


PERFUME 
Many newer orchid growers believe that 
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L anceps var Oaxaquena “Blue”. A white variety of L. anceps with 
a “blue” tinge. This and other variations of L. anceps are now 
available as selfings or as crossings which will be cold tolerant. 


Onc. (Kiss of Gold x Palolo Gold). A cross we made some years 
ago which has produced many major prize winners already. 
Remake seedlings are due to be released in October.

WRITE, PHONE or CALL IN for Catalogues. SPECIAL 
OFFERS AVAILABLE AT NURSERY. 
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Cymbidiums have no scent. How wrong 
can they be! The reason why is because 
past hybridisers have ignored this selling 
factor and bred it out of their product. If 
hybridisers bothered to do their market 
research they would know perfume will 
always sell a plant. If growers search 
through catalogues they should find this 
characteristic listed in the crossing 
description. If it isn’t then either our sales 
techniques are lacking or we are not 
bothering to breed scented orchids. 

If you are seeking scented orchids, the 
main source will be seedlings. 


FLOWERING HABIT 

In my view there is nothing worse that 
a Cymbidium whose flowers open gradu- 
ally over three weeks (or longer). Most of 
the plants from one very popular Cymbid- 
ium cross I purchased in the early 1980’s 
take four weeks for all flowers to open. 

By the time the last flower has opened 
it is either a case of the show is over or 
every flower on the raceme is a different 
colour. 

Genetic resources exist which produce 
racemes where the flowers all open at 
once. The species Cym. hookerianum 
(Syn. Cym. grandiflorum) is one source of 
this characteristic. The flowers of Cym. 
Miretta “Mem. A. A. McBean” actually 
commence to open with the top flower 
and then proceed down the raceme so it is 
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a valuable parent for this genetic trait. 

Ihave found numerous other clones on 
which the flowers will open at once, or at 
worst, within just a few days. 

This being so, there is absolutely no 
reason why we cannot produce clones 
where the flowers all open at once. 

One grex which I use to overcome this 
problem is Operetta (Miretta x Rincon). 
A very high percentage of their progeny 
Open in unison. 

This characteristic should have been 
obvious years ago and yet it wasn’t, or it 
hasn’t been exploited. 


BUYING ORCHIDS 

For many years now I, and some oth- 
ers, have been advising growers to buy 
seedlings instead of mericlones. And for 
good reason. 

While it is a good idea to always con- 
sider a few mericlones, I would urge 
growers to consider buying a higher per- 
centage of seedlings each year. 

It is from seedlings that the best new 
varieties will come, whereas mericlones 
are usually from seedling stock which 
flowered six or more years past, and they

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will be ten years or so old by the time they 
are flowered well enough to show. 

Some may ask “what is the difference 
between a mericlone and seedling”. 

Seedlings are plants raised from seed 
which is obtained from pollinating a 
flower. 

A mericlone is a propagated piece of a 
single plant that was either a seedling ora 
natural species. The method of producing | 
mericlones is by “cloning” or tissue cultur- } 
ing a small piece of tissue of a known 
plant and the resultant plants are supposed 
to be identical to the original. 

The term mericloning was derived 
from the practice of “cloning the meris- 
tem tissue” hence meri-clone. | 

The simplest definition of a Mericlone | 
is that it is virtually a “cutting” of a 
Known plant. 

With the advent of mericloning we were 
promised “millions” of plants exactly the 
same as the original, but in practice this is 
not so. If the tissue is handed incorrectly | 
or it is multiplied for too long there will | 
be genetic changes in the resulting plants. | 
If the plants have been produced in 
“mericlone factories” then don’t expect | 
too many to be identical to the original. | 

There is always the chance that seedlings | 
will produce some rubbish, and they do. 
The thing is the quality of that “rubbish” | 
is now often better than past champion |} 
orchids but the chances of getting one or | 


more very good orchids from a flask of 
just ten seedlings is improving every year. 

For instance, the owner of Ovens Valley 
“Miranda Joy” AM/OSCV bought a flask 
of ten seedlings of the cross from Glen- 
wood Orchids. He has flowered three 
plants to date and the other two were 
superb clones and superior to most of the 
mericlones being currently offered, but 
not quite as good as “Miranda Joy”. We 
are both nervously awaiting the flowering 
of the other seven! 

The thing is, those experienced growers 
who have been buying seedlings over the 
past ten years are now showing Cymbidi- 
ums which are winning the prizes at the 
expense of recently released mericlones 
and that will continue in the future 
because of the quality of parents now 
available to hybridisers. 

Of course, the buyer needs to know 
which parents are quality breeders when 


selecting seedlings. It is the job of 


hybridisers, Clubs and Judges to. ensure 
would be buyers are well informed so 
they may make more accurate selections. 

Unfortunately awards are not always a 
good indication; today’s FCC can be 
tomorrow’s has been and it can be an 
unawarded clone which is producing the 
results. In an evolving field that will 
always be the case. 

Usually a plant which regularly appears 
in breeding programs is a reliable choice. 


One example is Cym. Miretta “Mem. A.A. 
McBean’. It received an FCC years ago 
but would receive nothing today and yet it 
has created a string of superb progeny 
both as a diploid and a tetraploid. Cym. 
Valley Zenith was created from Miretta 
x Zumma Boyd, Cym. Operetta is Miretta 
x Rincon and Cym. Green Glass is Miretta 
x Fanfare; all of which in their turn are 
producing magnificent progeny. 

As a starting point for new growers; a 
short list of names I like to see in the 
parentage of seedlings under consideration 
are: Fred Stewart, Rincon, Solana Beach, 
Nostradamus (bred from Solana Beach), 
Miretta, Valley Zenith, Green Glass, Vieux 
Rose, Operetta, Dream Girl, Fanfare (pro- 
viding the other parent(s) have very good 
lip form and colour), Valley Angel, and 
for vigour, colour and lip form, Claude 
Pepper (various) and Claudona 4n. 

Others which are just showing their 
potential are Alegria, Huckleberry 
Mountain, Sylvan Star (for earlies), Valley 
Gratitude, Featherhill Fanfare and, the 


Cym. Operetta “Overture”, This and its sibling 
have perfectly erect dorsal sepals and flower 
segments of equal size. Operettas are 
producing a range of progeny which will correct 
most flower faults. Seedlings of (Cym. Operetta 
x Cym. Operetta) flowering this year indicate 
even better quality Operettas will be available 
to us. 


second generation progeny of Lunagrad 
4n. Some of the Featherhill Fanfare cross- 
ings may well turn out to be a very good 
investment, especially if crossed with 
good reds which have a good bold lip. 

If two or more of these parents appear 
in the parentage then the chances of top 
quality will be sunstantially enhanced. 

This list is but a few of those I could 
name and new plants will flower each 
year which will be added to that list. But 
why not do your own research? Visit shows 
and nurseries, note what has flowered and 
find out which parents produced them. 

Frank Slattery’s booklet on Cymbidi- 
um Names and Parentage will help 
immensely in tracing the genetic history. 

In recent years several Victorian orchid 
nurseries have almost ceased selling mer- 
iclones in favour of seedlings and that is a 
trend I would like to see continue because 
seedlings are more exciting to grow and 
flower. 

My suggestion is that you give 
seedlings a try and if you have considered 
giving up on Cymbidiums ... don’t. Just 
be a little more selective on what you buy 
and look for the type of plant which suits 
your conditions. |

mM Yor many years Kodak’s Kodachrome 
iq 64 ASA film has been the standard 
mi = film required for award photography 
by the worlds leading orchid authorities 
and societies. Its accurate colour, small 
grain size and amazing archival qualities 
are well documented, and when compared 
to other transparency (slide) films of years 
gone by, Kodachrome stands out head and 
shoulders above the rest. 

I have used Kodachrome (both Amateur 
and Professional films) for many years 
and have found it to be a very reliable, 
consistent medium for recording some of 
natures most beautiful flowers. Unfortu- 
nately Kodachrome has a few problems 
associated with its use. The main one 
being that it is a proprietary developing 
process that can only be carried out by 
either Kodak or one of a few private labs. 
I have heard many stories over the years 
of film going astray, either at the Kodak 
lab in Melbourne or in the mail. I had one 
experience of a roll of film (taken of an 
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award plant) taking six weeks to be found 
and finally delivered. Many of you will 
know the feeling of waiting with great 
anticipation for that special orchid to 
bloom and when it does taking a pile of 
photos only to have to wait weeks to get 
the film back, if ever. Well these horror 
tales are a thing of the past. Both Kodak 
and Australia Post have cleaned up their 
acts to the point where both provide a con- 
sistently reliable service (as long as you 
remember to label everything clearly). I 
prefer to use Vision Graphics in Redfern, 
Sydney for my film processing as they have 
a same day service and do all developing, 
mounting etc. in house. They also do E6 
processing (the more common form of 
transparency developing). 

The other problem of more importance 
to photographers of orchids is that some- 
times Kodachrome just does not do justice 
to the colour or the intensity of colour that 
some orchid possess. There is nothing 
worse than spending hours photographing 


a vibrantly coloured orchid and then hav- 
ing the slides come back looking dull and 
lifeless. I’m not saying that Kodachrome is 
not great for recording most orchids, infact 
I find it to be the best all round film for this 
purpose. However there is a new player in 
the slide film arena that I would like you to 
consider. 

Fuji Velvia Pro 50 ASA film is particu- 
larly good at recording the bright reds and 
sometimes blues seen in orchid flowers. 
This film has been around for a few years, 
is E6 processed, has fine grain and good 
archival properties. 

One of America’s best known wildlife 
photographers, John Shaw has _ used 
Kodachrome as his standard film for many 
years. In his most recently published book 
“Focus on Nature” he mentions a change 
to Fuji’s Velvia as his standard film. I 
have always admired John’s work and in 
fact would have to say his earlier book 
“Closeup’s in Nature” is my bible as far as 
closeup photography is concerned. So 
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after reading his comments I decided to 
give Velvia a try. 

The one group of orchids that have frus- 
trated me to photograph for many years are 
the Oxyoglossum Dendrobium’s of New 
Guinea. These vibrantly coloured, crys- 
talline flowers have elluded my best 
efforts to capture their irridescent colours 
on film. Kodachrome does a good job, but 
lacks the vibrancy of colour that these 
orchids display in real life. This group dis-

plays some of the brightest most vibrant 
colours found anywhere in the orchid 
world such as bold fiery reds, bright 
oranges, yellows, pinks, ice greens and 
even violet blues — all the colours of 
the rainbow, sometimes combined in the 
one flower. 

From the photos displayed on these 
pages I think you will agree that Velvia 
has been able to capture accurately the 
richness of colour of this group of orchids 


and that it deserves a place alongside 
Kodachrome for recording the marvels of 
the orchid world. |

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ire is not a one-off event. Although 

the large number of fires in N.S.W. in 

January 1994 were seen as destructive, 
the real impact of these fires on plants and 
animals depends on what fires came before and 
what fires are likely to occur in the future. Too 
much media attention was focussed on how 
intense the fires were. While fire intensity 
plays an important role in influencing plant 
and animal recovery after fire, fire frequency is 
a much more critical issue for urban fire man- 
agers. In a park such as Ku-ring-gai Chase 
National Park in the northern suburbs of 
Sydney, up to five fires have occurred at some 
sites in the last 25 years. Such a high fire 
frequency is likely to have a detrimental effect 
on the native flora. 

There are those who believe that we should 
return to an aboriginal burning regime. What 
exactly does that imply? Some early settlers 
claimed that the vegetation was more open, 
grassy and park-like when white-man first 
arrived in Sydney. Of course others, or even the 
same people, noted the thick impenetrable shrub 
on poor soils. Clearly, the vegetation around 
Sydney was a mixture of types 200 years ago. 
Much of the land with richer soils has been 
cleared and this has probably resulted in the loss 
of the more open areas to the west of Sydney. 
Also, recently burnt areas are very open and 
may appear grassy if filled with regrowing 
native grasses and the tufts of grasstrees. Most 
likely, aboriginal burning patterns were diverse 
and complex, with both large- and small-scale 
fires occurring, while the frequency of burning 
at any one area will also have varied enormous- 
ly, eg. much of the Sydney sandstone country 
was probably left alone. Perhaps the best way to 
decide what sort of burning regime occurred 
prior to white settlement is to ask the vegetation 
itself, i.e. under what fire conditions can the 
plants we see today survive, and under what

conditions will they be lost. If plant species are 
here now they must have survived whatever 
aboriginal burning influences were. 


The fire regime 

In managing plants and animals with regard 
to fires it is important to remember that fires 
at a particular place can occur at different 
frequencies (FIRE FREQUENCY); different 
seasons (FIRE SEASON) and will burn at dif- 
ferent intensities (FIRE INTENSITY). These 
three components make up what is known as 
the fire regime and they remind us that fires 
occur regularly in any fire-prone habitat. For 
the long-term survival of plants and animals we 
need to know how these plants and animals are 
affected by the fire regime. 


Fire frequency 

Plants store their seeds between fires in a few 
different ways. Seeds may be held in woody 
fruits on the parent plant, eg. some banksias 
(Banksia ericifolia), gumtrees (Eucalyptus 
spp.), sheoaks (Casuarina spp.), bottle brushes 
(Callistemon spp.), ti-trees (Leptospermum 
spp.), paperbarks (Meleleuca spp.) and native 
pines (Callitris spp.). Alternatively, seeds may 
be buried in the soil and stimulated to germi- 
nate by the passage of a fire. Most plants in 
fire-prone habitats in the Sydney region store 
seed in a soil seedbank between fires, eg. most 
wattles (Acacia spp.), flannel flowers (Actinotus 
helianthi), grevilleas (Grevillea spp.), grasses 
and sedges etc. For a few species there may be 
no seed storage in the burnt area and seeds 
need to be carried from unburnt patches for 
recolonisation, eg. mistletoes (Amyema spp.). 
Finally, other species have no seeds available 
when a fire occurs and instead rely on flowering 
and subsequent seed production after a fire to 
place seeds into the nutrient enriched conditions 
that occur after a fire. All these latter species 
resprout after a fire and they include many 
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plants that have spectacular flowering displays, 
such as terrestrial orchids, christmas bells (Bland- 
fordia spp.), waratahs (Telopea speciosissima), 
dwarf apple (Angophora hispida) and grass trees 
(Xanthorrhoea spp.). 

Some five months after the January 1994 fires 
we can already see several plants flowering in burnt 
areas. These include the spectacular and wide- 
spread grasstree Xanthorrhoea media, the ti-tree 
Leptospermum trinervium, Brunoniella pumilo, 
bladderwort (Hybanthus mono-petalus), Lobelia 
dentata, purple fan-flower (Scaevola ramosissi- 
ma) and several terrestrial orchids, a helmet- 
orchid (Corybas undulatus), an onion orchid 
(Microtis sp.), fringed midge-orchid (Prasophyl- 
lum fimbriatum) and sharp greenhood orchid 
(Pterostylis acuminata). 

Plants that are killed by fire, fire-sensitive plants, 
rely on seed germination after fires to survive at a 
particular location. For such fire-sensitive plants 
there must be sufficient time between fires for 
seedlings to mature and produce more seeds. This 
time will vary between species, with some species 
like flannel flowers and sweet-scented wattle (Aca- 
cia suaveolens) flowering in the first two years after 
fire. Other species, such as the heath banksia 
(Banksia ericifolia) may take 4-5 years to reach 
maturity. If another fire should occur before these 
plants have matured, dramatic changes in the vege- 
tation may occur. Fire-sensitive plants with woody 
capsules usually release all their seeds after a fire 
and no residual seedbank remains. These plants are 
the most susceptible to two fires occurring over a 
very short interval. Plants that have seeds stored in 
the soil usually have some residual seedbank 
remaining in the soil following post-fire germina- 
tion. For these species, a second fire before 
seedlings mature may severely reduce population 
numbers but it may not eliminate species locally. 
Ideally, as land managers with concerns for the con- 
servation of biodiversity, we should allow the inter- 
val between fires to be long enough not only simply 
for plant species to mature but, at a minimum, fire- 
free intervals should extend several fruiting seasons 
beyond this so that a sufficiently large seedbank can 
be established before the next fire occurs. This will 
hopefully allow fire-sensitive species to persist at a 
site. 

For those species that are capable of surviving a 
fire and regrowing after fire, it might 
initially appear that it does not matter how 
frequent fires are since these plants can survive fires. 
This is a very simplistic view and in reality not all 
these types of plants survive all fires. The level of 
adult plant mortality will vary between fires, but we 
might expect the more heat produced by a fire, a 
component of fire intensity, the more mortality 
there will be amongst resprouting species. For 
example, at one location in Ku-ring-gai Chase 
National Park where the January 1994 fire was par- 
ticularly intense, some 40-60% of arborescent 
grasstrees, Xanthorrhoea media were killed. As 
these plants are particularly slow growing, this is a 
major change in the population for this species. To 
recover, this species will need to recruit numerous 


new individuals back into the population. This is 
the key for resprouting plants, including the terres- 
trial orchids that grow from tuberoids protected 
from the heat of the fire by the soil. There must be 
sufficient time between some fires, at any one 
place, for seedlings to become fire-resistant. Fire- 
resistance in such plants usually involves the 
development of a lignotuber, bulb or rootstock 
underground or in the case of grasstrees, burial of 
the apical bud sufficiently deep in the soil. Now 
just how long does it take for the juveniles of 
resprouting plants to be large enough to survive the 
next fire? From the small amount of data available 
it would appear that it may take some slow grow- 
ing species 5-10 years to become fire-resistant. 
This would mean that even for resprouting plants 
we need to allow fire-free periods of a decade in 
order to allow species to persist at a site. 


Fire season 

Given the prevalence of arson and widespread 
hazard reduction burning, fires can now be expect- 
ed to occur at just about any time of the year in 
Sydney. The question is, does it matter when the 


vegetation is burnt? This is not easy to answer as 
the key lies in the pattern, or lack thereof in Syd- 
ney’s rainfall. While there is a trend for Sydney to 
have more rain in late summer and autumn and 
less in spring, this can vary markedly from year to 
year. Rain is important as it allows seedlings to 
germinate and seedlings and resprouting plants to 
grow after a fire. So we could argue that burning 
should be most favourable to the vegetation if it 
occurs in a season when good rainfall should fol- 
low. As rainfall is not consistently reliable, the sea- 
son of burn is probably not too important for the 
vegetation, although it is very important for fire 
managers. Perhaps the most critical role season of 
burning may play is in influencing fire intensity. 
Burns in the hot dry summer months when fuel 
moisture is low will generally be of higher intensi- 
ties than burns in winter when the vegetation is 
moister and temperatures are cooler. 


Fire Intensity 
How much heat a fire produces can effect the 
survival of plants, as mentioned above, as well 
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as the level of post-fire germination. Under 
intense fires, more resprouting plants will be 
killed than under more moderate fires. Thus, high 
fire intensity may be seen as having a negative 
impact on the vegetation. However, if we allow 
sufficient fire-free periods for juveniles of these 
species to be recruited, the negative impacts of 
high fire intensity will be averted. As it turns out, 
the more intense a fire, the greater the opportuni- 
ties for seedling recruitment, and the greater the 
magnitude of seedlings that are recruited. Many 
plant species have seeds which lie dormant in the 
soil and for a number of these the amount of soil 
heating that occurs during the passage of a fire 
will govern the degree of germination after the 
fire. This is particularly the case in wattles and 
peas (Acacia, Bossiaea, Dillwynia, Pultenaea 
etc.). The more intense a fire is, the more fuel that 
is consumed and the more soil heating that occurs. 
Thus, high intensity fires can lead to prolific ger- 
mination in wattles and peas. But not only these 
species respond in this way, others such as hop- 
bush (Dodonaea triquetra), matchheads (Comes- 
perma ericinum), pink kunzea (Kunzea capitata),

Pomaderris sieberana, pink swamp heath (Spren- 
gelia incarnata) and slender stackhousia (Stack- 
housia viminea) do so as well. So in this sense, 
high intensity fires are important to promote good 
germination in many native plant species. 

Of course, fire intensity is also important in the 
management of fires, and fires that occur on 
extreme weather conditions, like January 1994 in 
N.S.W., will be impossible or extremely difficult 
to control. Fires that burn in the cooler months of 
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the year tend to be of a lower intensity and are 
hence, more controllable. 


Management of urban bushland for 
Fire and Conservation 

Is there a simple solution for managing bush- 
land to protect life and property and 
managing the bush for conservation? In reality, 
fire management is a complex issue and no 
simple solutions exist. However, some funda- 
mental principles have emerged. Characteristics 
of the species that make up the bushland we 
observe tell us that there are limits, especially in 
terms of fire frequency, to what the bush can 
stand if all the species we see today are to 
continue to prosper into the future. At the same 
time, there are limits in terms on how well fires 
may be controlled on extreme days. Clearly, this 
calls for detailed fire planning if we are to 
preserve both human assets and natural ones. 
We need to know what our vegetation communi- 
ties are composed of, have detailed records of 
their fire histories (beyond simply the last fire) 
and fuels, details of the assets to be protected 
and their distribution in relation the vegetation. 
This will allow the assessment of the risk or 
hazard of any fire-prone area so that appropriate 
fuel reduction measures may be taken. Even 
more than this, as a society we have to accept 
that in Sydney we live in a fire-prone environ- 
ment and take far more care in where we locate 
houses and commerce and how houses and 
buildings are constructed in fire-prone areas. 

At the same time there will be natural assets 
that we m ay wish to protect from fire, be it 
wildfire or hazard reduction burning. These may 
include the habitat of particular rare plant or 
animal species or particular plant communities 
like rainforest. The only really successful 
attempts at fire management will come when the 
human and the natural are considered together. 
This has been occurring in N.S.W. to some 
degree, under the guidance of the N.S.W. 
National Parks and Wildlife Service, however, 


‘there will be pressure after the January 1994 


fires to burn much of the bush as often as 
possible. We must realise that while regular 
burning may be needed on urban fringes, it is 
wrong to think such a policy should be applied 
on a broad scale to areas where there is no threat 
to life or property. In such areas, we need to 
seriously consider the requirements of the plants 
and animals with regard to fire. We have to 
accept that Sydney will burn again and on 
extreme weather days there may be uncontrol- 
lable fires. We must ask then, what value do we 
place on the natural bushland? Do we want to 
manage and maintain the bushland for future 
generations to enjoy? After all, isn’t the natural 
bushland setting why many of us choose to live 
in Sydney in the first place. |

¢ (“ everal years ago on a visit to Kevin 
<2 , Hipkins, Royale Orchids, I was fas- 
hy cinated by the beauty of the novelty 
Paphiopedilums he had in flower. 

I had been growing Cymbidiums, and 
like most orchid enthusiasts was fast run- 
ning out of room, however I came home 
with half a dozen small Paphiopedilums 
which I housed in my Cymbidium flower- 
ing house and from that moment I was 
hooked. 

The beauty of their foliage, their free 
flowering habit and their need for only 
basic culture makes them a joy to grow. 

I now have approximately 300 plants 
and yes I have built another flowering 
Cymbidium house. 

As with any orchid you are attempting 
to grow you must create the right environ- 
ment for them to thrive and flower in. 

I do not use heat and have two ceiling 
fans installed. During extreme summer 
heat on a few occasions I have put a sprin- 
kler hose on the fibre glass roof. This 
reduces the temperature dramatically. 


f) 


Housing 

My house is completely covered with 
50% shade cloth. All walls are protected 
with polly shade down to 70 cm, from the 
floor, this allows good air movement. The 
roof is covered with fibre glass and is 
raised to allow air movement between it 
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by Mal Myers 


and the shade cloth. From October to 
March another layer of 50% shade cloth 
is added to the roof. When this is removed 
I replace it with a layer of clear plastic to 
catch drips of water from condensation 
off the fibre glass roof. The floor is cov- 
ered with river gravel which is kept damp 
in summer. This provides humidity and 
reduces the temperature. 


Repotting 

I repot at least every 12 months and 
use a mix of 4 parts (5-10ml) and 1 part 
(8-18ml) Debco Bark and 1/4 part small 
grade Horticultural Charcoal. 


Watering 

My open bark mix ensures good 
drainage, however needs more frequent 
watering in hot weather. In summer every 
second day and in winter every 4-5 days. 

I have no problem with root growth 
and attribute my success in growing them 
to this. A plant that just sits when inspected 
usually has very little root growth, over 
potting with poor growth will always lead 
to disappointing results. 


Fertilizing 

I have tried most of the low nitrogen 
fertilizers recommended for orchids over 
the years and used at % strength have 
found all to be satisfactory. At present I

am alternating 3 different low nitrogen 
fertilizers (Campbells Yellow is reliable 
and easily obtained). Twice a year | 
use 1 teaspoon of epsom salts to 9 litres 
of water. 

During December and January I 
fertilize fortnightly the rest of the 
year once a week. I do not over head 
water and after watering by hand I turn 
the fans up 2 speeds for approximately 
1 hour to dry any water on the foliage 
and I have minimal fungus problems. 


Pests 

I have found diazinon will control any 
infestation of mealy bug. It must always 
be used in the cool of the evening. 

My culture is very basic (combining 
the correct combination of potting mix 
water and fertilizer). My house is of 
simple design and some may say I am 
growing Paphiopedilums under harsh 
conditions. Despite this they are 
thriving and flowering extremely well. 
Earlier this year my plant of Jantha 
Stage “Beau” received an HCC with 
79.3 points. 

It was purchased as a small plant from 
Royale Orchids in 1989. So with time 
effort and a little luck rewards have come 
my way. a

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Your First 
Cymbidium 


by Alan J. Merriman 


o you have been given your first 
Gentian or maybe you have 

purchased one from the plant stall at 
your local orchid society show. What a 
marvelous acquisition! But how will I 
look after it! Most new growers usually 
place the poor plant on the shady front 
verandah or maybe on the hot slab of con- 
crete out the back. While others place the 
poor plant under a tree that drops sap all 
over the plant! 

Your plant loves a position that gets 
sunlight from early morning through to 
late afternoon. In other words a full day of 
sunlight. They do not like frosts or burn- 
ing sun. In most places of Australia they 
can virtually survive without any cover, 
but the ideal in most orchid growing cen- 
tres is to have approximately 30% shade. 

Usually a shade house is needed so as 
your plants can be all together and don’t 
forget it will be ideal to bring your friends 
and rellies to see your marvelous plants 
when in bloom! 

Your shade house can be made out of 
25mm steel pipe or maybe treated logs. 
Cover structure with shade cloth. Next 
make some benches to place your plants 
on. Don’t make them too high or too low. 
Stepped benches are also very good as 
you can hold more plants on them and 
you will also find them easier to work, 
this is watering etc. Wire benches are the 
best though some growers prefer treated 
pine slating. 

The floor could be covered with 
WEED MAT to stop the weeds coming 
through. It will also let excess water soak 
through and it looks clean and neat. To 
finish it off you can fit a WINGFIELD 
watering system around the roof to make 
watering easier. 

Well now your plants have at last got a 
home! What next? WATERING. Plants 
should be kept just moist. In most parts of 
Australia you will find watering once per 
week in winter — only in the morning 
and increasing to watering every second 
day during the summer months. To 
encourage flowering it is good practice to 
mist your plants down in the evening on 
those hot nights in November through to 
March. This is a practice that has been 
handed down over many years. The ideal 
time to do this is straight after the evening 
meal when the washing up is just about 
ready to start. 
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As most of us humans eat, well so do 
our orchids. When you go down to your 
local produce store or nursery you will 
see many kinds of fertilisers. But which 
one will I use? 

You can buy a fertiliser called 
PHOSTROGEN and another called 
GARDEN PARTY. These two will be all 
that you need for starters. You can use 
your PHOSTROGEN December through 
to April and use your GARDEN PARTY 
from September through to December. 
Use a recommended rates weekly. Impor- 
tant — always water the plant thoroughly 
before fertilising your plant. Give the 
plant at least 500mls of fertiliser. 

When you see your first flowering 
raceme appearing in the autumn, place a 
couple of BAYSOL?® pellets around the 
raceme. Do this monthly until plant 
comes into bloom. 

There are a few pests and diseases that 
can cause problems to the new grower. It 
is best to consult an experienced orchid 
grower to make sure of what pest or disease 
is attacking your plant. Then he or she can 
tell you what to use to bring your plant 
back to health. In general, GARDEN 
DOCTOR? will control most pests and a 
few diseases. If your plant develops a 
bulb rot condition, FONGARID® maybe 
used. Follow all safety precautions as 
written on label and only use at recom- 
mended rate. 

Repotting of plant will take place usu- 
ally in the spring after flowering and only 
when plant is completely pot bound. 
When dividing your plant make sure you 
keep plants in three bulb divisions. Use 
a good quality orchid compost. DEBCO® 
have a very good bark compost that plants 
seem to like. After potting give plants a 
good soaking. A couple of applications of 
a rooting hormone helps to get your plant 
off to a good start. 

Once you have got the bug it is wise to 
join your local orchid society. If you can’t 
find one see your local orchid nursery or 
see list of contacts in the A.O.R. 

Well, now you are on the way. Best of 
luck and good growing. a

ie this volume natives are well 
represented: writers include Rupp, 
Nubling, Gilbert and Weinthal. In the 
first editorial for the year, it is suggested 
that many growers have been infected 
with the orchid bug by way of some 
native species acquired on bush excur- 
sions. It goes on to point out that 
collecting trips can no longer be made 
and then urges readers to undertake 
orchid hunts to find, identify and 
observe orchids in their natural state, 
“in the expectation that this will 
encourage a more sympathetic under- 
standing of our rapidly vanishing 
natives’. The study of orchids growing 
in the wild might enable growers to 
acquire an understanding of the require- 
ments of orchid culture. The Editor 
recommends the Gosford district, 
National Park or Blue Mountains as 
good areas to visit. In an article on the 
orchids of National Park Nubling lists 
93 species, “about 45% of the State’s 
total”. It would be an interesting exer- 
cise for some present-day enthusiasts 
to prepare a list, after the recent fires, 
to compare with that of Nubling. 

The Rey. Rupp has no less than 
five contributions to this volume. His 
review of Cryptostylis gives useful 
data on the five Australian species of 
this interesting genus. It is distributed 
from India to Tahiti, the leaves (when 
present) are perennial, the tepals are so 
small that the flowers are dominated by 
the labellum, and it provided the evi- 
dence for Mrs. Edith Coleman to 
describe its pollination during pseudo- 
copulation by the Ichneumon wasp. 

Rupp writes of his inspection at the 
N.S.W. National Herbarium of some 
unpublished plates by Fitzgerald. One 
of these, uncoloured, un-named and 
without any note, was “unquestionably” 
a representation of the mysterious 
Cymbidium gomphocarpum, which 
later botanists have made a synonym of 
C. suave. Rupp appealed for a search 
for a living plant, obviously with no 
result. While Rupp remarks that locality 
and colour are unknown, in 1957 Bill 
Tierney reported that its habitat is the 
Atherton Tableland, extending into 
New South Wales and to Cape York 
Peninsula.* Does any reader have any 
information on this species? To 
encourage a renewed search Rupp’s 
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Years 


drawing is reproduced here. 

An article on Cymbidium canalicu- 
latum gave further information on this 
variable species, in support of Rupp’s 
classification into varieties and forms 
as set out in an earlier volume. While it 
is understood that this plant is extremely 
variable, it seems a shame that variety 
sparkesii (Rendle) Bailey cannot be 
reinstated, as this “sort” of C. canalicu- 
latum is readily identifiable here in the 
north. 

Rupp also contributed a desciption 
of Thelymitra venosa var. magnifica 
and a note on Pterostylis alveata. 

“Dendrobium Delicatum” by F.A. 
Weinthal is an important contribution 
to our orchid history, in particular in 
respect to the exact status of 
Dendrobium delicatum Bailey and of 
D. kesteveni Rupp and their relation- 
ship to each other. The original plant 
named by Bailey was given to him by 
Benjamin Crow, who found it on 
Spring Bluff. Even though its hybrid 
origin came to be suspected, there 
was much argument over what was D. 
delicatum, with no apparent allowance 
for variability in a hybrid from two 
variable parents. 

A further article by Weinthal gives 
the story of his finding of the 
Sarochilus and Bulbophyllum which 
bear his name. First in Queensland, 
then the Dorrigo, and later in the Border 
Ranges, the story of these finds is part 
of our orchid history. 

In a feature “Stray Petals” the editor 
includes several references to native 
species. He reminds us that the first 
Australian dendrobe hybrid in Sanders 
was D. Specio-kingianum, which was 
flowered in 1892. The first dendrobe 
to be introduced to England was D. 
speciosum by Sir Joseph Banks in 
1801; it was described by Smith in 
1804. The genus Dendrobium was 
created by Olof Swartz in 1799, and 
D. linguiforme was described by him 
in 1800. 

Can any reader enlighten me on 
the origin of the name Dendrobium 
bigibbum var. frostii?

Cattleyas 


Every one wants to grow a few Catts. 
Well now this is the time to start. I have 
been looking through some orchid nursery 
catalogues and was amazed to see so many 
fabulous potential show winners. Australian 
bred plants can certainly hold up their heads 
against the overseas imports from the States 
and Japan. Most of the recent Japanese 
Catts have been very poor especially the 
mini and novelty catts. We now have excel- 
lent parents to use and are now seeing the 
results, so when buying Cattleya seedlings 
buy Australian bred! 

Did you see the article in the May edition 
of Australian Horticulture regarding a 
new fungus that is attacking our cattleyas. 
This rare fungus is called MYCOLEPTO 
DISCUS spp. So far it has only been 
recorded in two locations in Queensland, 
one near Mareeba and the other near 


Brisbane. For further information see 
the May edition of Australian Horticulture 
page 24. 


At last the time is getting close to move 
your plants out of the glass house into the 
shade house. Do not move them until you 
are sure the weather has warmed up. 

Watering should only be applied weekly 
and only on sunny mornings. Fertiliser 
should start to be applied around September 
onwards. Use GARDEN PARTY or 
PETERS ORCHID SPECIAL. 

Watch out for black rot in the bulbs. If 
you notice it. Dry plant out and soak plant in 
FOLI-R-FOS. Apply three times, ten days 
apart. If scale is present segregate plants and 
spray when the weather warms up or when 
you see the scale moving. In a small collec- 
tion use ANTISCALE or in large collec- 
tions you can use SUNSPRAY oil or 
SUPRACIDE. 

SUNSPRAY is the new oil from the 
States that ornamental growers have been 
using for years. | 


Cymbidiums 


Spring is at last here. Over the last few 
months we have seen some very nice flow- 
ers. The best thrill of all is flowering a new 
seedling. At least when you flower a 
seedling you will have a flower that no other 
grower has. If you are new to Cymbidium 
growing, treat yourself to a trip to an orchid 
nursery and buy a few seedlings. Here in 
Australia Cymbidium hybridists are making 
some very reliable hybrids. If you are into 
whites — early through to late the choice is 
unlimited. Colours are also very well 
catered for. Miniature seedlings are still a 
problem. It is still very hard for the hybridist 
to make successful crosses. Intermediate 
seedlings are very plentiful. Some of the 
purist Cymbidium growers still find them 
hard to take. They feel that a lot of them 
have average to small flowers and large 
leaved and bulbed plants. Some hybridists 
are trying extremely hard to breed better 
intermediates by using plants with small 
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foliage and bulbs and using very good 
shaped flowers. Now we have just about 
every colour in the rainbow for intermediate 
blooms. One of the main attributes for the 
intermediate is their free flowering trait. If 
that is your scene go out and buy a few 
seedlings! 

By now you should be getting ready to 
start your repotting. If you are going 
to make your own mix get it on the way. 
If you do not have the time to do this or 
only have a few plants buy a few bags of 
DEBCO bark. Add a little PERLITE to the 
mix and away you go. 

When dividing your plants make sure 
you sterilise your cutting tools with a 1:4 
solution of bleach or a saturated solution of 
tri-sodium ortho phosphate and the old 
faithful method of flaming your tools with 
L.P.G. flame. 

Seal your wounds on the plant with 
STERIPRUNE. Use the aerosol pack as it is 
safer and very convenient. Don’t forget to 
put a handful of your favourite fertiliser 
around the top of the pot just before you 
place the last couple of handfulls of com- 
post around the top of the pot. You can use 
the three to four month release OSMO- 
COTE or a handfull of DYNAMIC 
LIFTER. Has anyone been using ZEOLITE 
in their mix. If so how about dropping a line 
to your Editor with your results! 

After repotting give your plants a good 
soaking with your favourite rooting 
hormone. Two examples are PLANT HOR- 
MONE or AUXINONE. Repotted plants 
will only need watering about ten days after 
repotting. 

If you still have blooms on your plants, 
leave them on for around ten days then 
remove them to a vase in your lounge room. 
The longer you leave the flowers on the 
plant the longer it will take for the plant to 
recover and get into growth mode. Check 
for two-spotted mites. Look under the 
leaves for the tell tale silvering effect on the 
leaves. If you have a small collection you 
can use numerous compounds to control 
them. ROGOR 40 KELTHANE or FOLI- 
MAT maybe used but please check label for 
registration and rates etc. In a large collec- 
tion the following maybe used:- 

OMITE, PYRANICA, TALSTAR and if 
no resistance problems KELTHANE or 
ROGOR.

CULTURAL NOTES 


Masdevallia/Dracula 


Much of Australia, especially the south, 
now face the wettest and coldest part of the 
year. The lack of light can also be a problem 
and will affect the quality and quanitity of 
this Springs blooms. 

Try to find a spot in the enclosure with 
good light. There should be no problem 
with burning at this time of year, unless you 
are a Northern grower, and I would like to 
point out that there are more and more folk 
in Queensland, growing the Pleurothallids, 
all the time. Some growers are so keen, that 
they have installed refrigerated air set ups! 

The cool section of Masdevallia and 
specifically the Coccineae section will not 
be a problem with overnight temperatures 
going down to 5 deg. C. fairly regularly. 
Subjecting the plants to frost and sub zero 
temperatures will however, cause damage 
so, some form of overhead shelter, that will 
not admit frost, is necessary. 

A position where air movement is 
present is also most desirable, to assist in 
drying the plants and therefor, keeping fun- 
gal problems to a minimum. Full light at 
this time, is as well desirable, if a good 
flowering is to occur in the Spring, through 
to early summer months. 

Those growers with an expanded 
collection of species will need to check on 
country of origin as well as the natural alti- 
tude found growing as, those emanating 
from lower down on the Andean slopes will 
require a little warmth at this time. All Mas- 
devallia would benefit from a minimum of 
8 to 10 deg. C. if possible, but, the interme- 
diate growers demand it, if they are not to 
be stressed, to the point of dropping leaves 
and spotting foliage. Bacterial as well as 
fungal infections can prevail at this time, if 
it is too cool, dull and constantly wet. A sec- 
tion of rarer species such as Masds. richard- 
soniana and norops will demand intermedi- 
ate Paph. conditions if they are to survive 
southern Winters. 

I find Dracula should be included in the 
cool/intermediate section for the winter. An 
average prime temperature range for Dracu- 
la year round, would have to be in the vicin- 
ity of 10 to 16 deg. C. They will suffer the” 
colder temperatures but, foliage will be 
badly spotted. Flowering seems not to be 
affected by this spotting but, it is ugly. 
Spraying with a proven but, gentle fungi- 
cide can help. If using Physan (R), follow 
the directions for dilution closely, as the 
burning and pitting of leaves, can result 
from too strong a solution. The spotting and 
black tips should disappear with Spring’s 
new growth. 

Growers in southern and the higher alti- 
tude areas of Queensland, and northern 
N.S.W. will notice the plants do particularly 
well at this time. The climate in these parts, 
at this time, emulates closely the Andean 
habitat. 

Dracula, like Masdevallia, benefit from 
air movement during the Winter and as the 
Dracula must be under cover and enclosed, 
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fans will be required. Air movement need 
not be as vigorous as required during the 
Summer, however stagnant air will cause 
problems. Humidity at this time of year will 
naturally be high, so the natural watering 
regime, should be sufficient when combined 
with the natural moisture and humidity lev- 
els. Neither genus should dry out during this 
time, but naturally prevailing conditions, 
and the type of mix used, many growers will 
only need to water once per week. Inspect 
the plants regularly however, as many win- 
ter winds, can be dry enough to have a 
dessicating effect on both growing medium 
and air. 

This is also a good time to remove the 
build up of mosses, lichens and ferns that 
may have established upon the top of the 
medium, small pots appear to be very prone 
to this and it is amazing how efficient this 
water. I often find seedling plants, in small 
pots, completely dry under the green cover- 
ing of moss, even though I regularly water. 

When working on these plants, no harm 
is done at this time, if it is thought benefi- 
cial, to move the plants on, to the next 
sized pot. 

If Sphagnum is your medium, check its 
condition rather than just wrapping around 
with new mosses and plonking the lot back 
into the next size pot. Moss that appears 
brown in colour must be replaced and check 
the centre of the moss/root ball for rotted off 
roots and remove them if present. Larger 
plants benefit from a more open medium so 
introduce polystyrene granules or stone to 
open things up a bit. 

Always only go up one size though as 
over potting with these plants, like most 
other orchids, is not recommended. The 
larger pots hold excess water which is 
not taken up by the small plant, thus, roots 
are lost. 

You can feed your Pleurothallids at this 
time albeit irregularly. A quarter strength at 
every watering should suffice and many 
growers reduce the nitrogen content at this 
time when many species and hybrids will 
begin to show evidence, through bud devel- 
opment, of the future flowering season. 

While pests seem not to be greatly fond 
of the family in general, the sugar rich flow- 
ering stems and buds, as well as any new 
growths, are often considered “better than 
nothing”, by slugs and snails. Metaldehyde 
powder, dusted or sprayed around the plants 
at this time, gives very effective control. I 
do not like pellets at any time but in particu- 
lar, the high humidity Winter environment 
causes a rapid breakdown of the material, 
with the unsightly moulds and fungi that 
accompany such a process. 

Slug/snail sprays, designed to be admin- 
istered to the medium will also kill the small 
garlic type snails that will, if not checked, 
make holes in the flowers as they begin to 
open. These crafty critters will feed at night 
on your potentially award winning blooms, 
only to disappear from sight into the depths 
of the medium, during the day. Make it a 
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habit, especially after rain, to make nightly 
inspections before bed and to be doubly 
sure, it may be best to remove that plant 
with 50 developing spikes, to a safer, even 
hanging position, lest all be gone in the 
morning! 

The fruits of all your effort will begin to 
show and be enjoyed over the next few 
months, so it is worth remembering, that 
attention to cultural details at this time, 
means the difference between a mediocre, 
or, sensational flowering, in the months 
ahead. Oo 


Natives 


Now is the time for the weather to warm 
up for spring and for those spikes which, 
hopefully, have been developing over win- 
ter into mature into a spectacular display of 
colour. Late August and September is the 
peak flowering time for the Dendrocoryne 
species and hybrids which form the basis of 
cool growing native orchid collections. 
Other cool growing natives out at this time 
will include some Sarcochilus species and 
hybrids such as S$. Weinbartand S. Southern 
Cross and Bulbophyllum species. The terete 
Dendrobium species and hybrids also 
flower in late winter and early spring 
(except D. bowmannii, which blooms in 
autumn). 

Although the blooms on most individual 
plants do not last very long (on average 
1-2 or 3 weeks) flowering will be spread 
over several months if you have a good mix 
of plants. TAKE THEM INSIDE to enjoy 
them at their best — not if they are mounted 
or large — most average-sized plants adorn 
a room very well, and it is worth the effort. 
Take care of the highly scented flowers (D. 
speciosum complex, D. falcorostrum and 
hybrids) if you suffer from respiratory prob- 
lems — don’t let anyone tell you it is an 
allergy to orchid pollen!! 

With spring comes the shows where 
growers try to collect as many prize certifi- 
cates as they can. It is also a good time to 
catch up on the latest hybrids which have 
flowered and for the general public to get a 
good introduction to orchids. 

If you wish to show your plants there a 
few things you can do to make it easier on 
you and your plants. The first thing you 
need to attend to is presentation of your 
plants (this is also relevant if you are enjoy- 
ing them in your own home). Try to select 
plants early and allow the flower to open 
with plenty of room and light (of course this 
is not always possible, particularly in the 
case of community pots of first flowering 
seedlings wher a particular good one 
blooms at the last minute — you’ll probably 
have to pot it.) 

Take care not to alter the orientation of 
the plant with respect to the sun as there 
is good chance the flowers will end up fac- 
ing every which way or the raceme will 
bend. Look over the plants and remove any 
dead flower spikes, leaves and pseudobulbs: 
do this before this years spikes are too 
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advanced to reduce the risk of damage. 

Just before show time clean any traces of 
sprays from the leaves. Make sure there are 
no pests such as scale or mealy bugs hiding 
under leaves or you will not be popular with 
other exhibitors. Water well the day before 
and perhaps try a wetting agent to help keep 
roots moist. Take care that excess water has 
had time to drain away before transporting 
plants as your next passenger may not 
appreciate sitting in a wet patch: also, show 
benches are often covered with paper. 

Get hold of a copy of the show schedule 
and, if possible, an entry form well before 
setup time, Carefully check all sections and 
decide which are the correct ones for your 
plants. Make a list of the plants you are 
benching as it can be difficult to find plants 
in the rush to disassemble a show. If you 
have any questions ask the Show Marshal. 

If you are benching small or mounted 
plants for a show extending over a number 
of days check the watering arrangement. 
You may want to provide a hand mister to 
be sure one is available. 

Many shows have classes for DISPLAYS 
or even consist wholly of displays. They 
will range in size from small table to dis- 
plays by individuals to large floor displays 
presented by a whole society which take 
a day to build. You could even build one for 
yourself at home in a large water tray. 
No matter what size your display is it is 
important not to cram in too many plants. 
There are no prizes for the most plants in the 
smallest area and, while densely packed dis- 
plays maybe eyecatching from a distance, it 
is frustrating for anyone (including judges) 
trying to look at individual plants. When 
designing your display look for feature 
plants and display them prominently. Try to 
be innovative in the overall design and 
incorporate interesting features — e.g. 
plants in a tree, on a rock or cliff face. Use 
props but remember that they may require 
extra work. Take care thay you remain with- 
in any limits of size or height and any 
themes are followed. 

To construct a display you may need 
foam boxes for height, hessian or similar to 
cover boxes or pots, plenty of bark for fur- 
ther disguising of pots and support plants. 
These plants are usually ferns but with 
native displays check your shows schedule 
or with your show marshal to see if there are 
restrictions on the origins of such plants 
(e.g. Australian only). 

Plants in displays will also need to be 
labelled, both so the judges can find them 
and so the viewing public won’t drive show 
officials crazy wanting to know the name of 
a particular plant. The writing needs to be 
legible from about 4 feet (depending on dis- 
play size and any fencing). The best combi- 
nation is black writing on white card but this 
can make the display look like a snow field. 
There are many shades of green and other 
subtle colours available. If you use dark 
colours get a white pen. Try cutting the 
labels into an interesting shape. Keep in 
mind that although a display does need 
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labels it is the plants which need to be seen 
and the small flowers of some natives are 
easily overshadowed. By the way, you 
don’t have to label every plant in your 
display. 

With shows in many areas comes judg- 
ing and AWARDS. Awards are given to 
plants of outstanding quality. They are usu- 
ally for the flowers but there are cultural 
certificates. If you have a plant you believe 
is very good and want judged for an award 
check with the show marshal that award 
judging will be done and how to go about 
having your plant judged. Arrangements 
vary from show to show and a minimum 
number of judges is needed for the panel. 

Even if you don’t win any prizes or 
awards this year, remember that your plants 
helped make the show. 

Back to the collection now. Repotting is 
best done after flowering to give plants the 
best opportunity to make new roots and 
growth before the heat of summer. Encour- 
age growth with a high nitrogen (N) fertilis- 
er and regular watering after flowering. 
Watch plants in flower and cull any you 
don’t want. 

With nice tender new growths come 
munching and sucking pests such as cater- 
pillars, snails, aphids and dendrobium bee- 
tles. Don’t overreact and soak the neigh- 
bourhood with toxic sprays but don’t let 
pests build up to plague proportion either. 
Clean conditions will benefit plants and 
leave fewer places for pests to hide. 

Check the cooling in the hothouse is 
working and get ready to replace summer 
shading early to mid September for Syds? 
but earlier or later north or south as needed. 

It is not only the cool-growing dendrobi- 
ums in bloom now but the exquisite 
terrestrials of south west Western Australia 
also peak during the next few months 
as well as many eastern terrestrials (e.g. 
Caladenia, Diuris, Thelymitra) and tropical 
species and hybrids. 


Phalaenopsis 


Watering:- Water only in mornings every 
3 days. Mist foliage on hot windy days. 
Increase watering if weather starts to heat 
up. Do not leave water in crown of plants. 
Water floor to keep up humidity if 
necessary. 

Light:- Leave shade at 70% until weather 
starts to warm up, then increase to 90%. 

Fertiliser:- Fertilise fortnightly using 
Campbells A, Aqua-K or Phostrogen. 

Pest Control:- Continue to fungicide 
every 6 weeks. Use Diazanon or Pyrethrum 
to control scale and insect pests. 

Keep a close watch for mites and treat 
with a miticide as necessary. 

General:- Plants should be in full bloom 
during these months. Remember to stake 
the spikes for best displays. Do not spray 
flowers with water or fungicides and keep 
under cover as much as possible to avoid 
spotting. | 
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Vandaceous 


Watering:- Water well in the morning 
every 2 to 3 days. Avoid watering on cold or 
bleak days. Root systems should be kept 
moist and may require misting on dry, 
windy days partucularly if potted only in 
bare baskets or pots. 

Light:- Strap leaf vandas and ascocendas 
need 50% shade. Outside vandas need very 
little cover at this time of year. 

Fertiliser:- Fertilise once per fortnight 
during August using a low nitrogen 
fertiliser. 

Increase to weekly during September, 
changing to a high nitrogen fertiliser and 
alternating over a 4 weekly period:- 

WK. 1. — Inorganic high nitrogen 

— Campbells B or Aqua-feed. 

WK. 2. — Foliar/Trace elements 


— Wuxall. 

Wk. 3. — Inorganic high nitrogen — as for 
week 1. 

Wk. 4.— Organic — Fish emulsion or 
Nitrosol. 


Pest Control:- Continue to spray with 
fungicide every 6 weeks (e.g Ridomil MZ 
WP, Daconil or Mancozeb with Benlate 
W.P.) 

Spray with Diazanon or Pyrethrum if 
signs of insect damage. 

Watch for mite damage and treat as 
necessary. | 


Paphiopedilums 


Routine culture during late winter is much 
the same as for the previous few months. 
Plants should be watered only when moder- 
ately dry and given some weak Aquasol 
immediately after every third or fourth 
watering. Watch the weather — the wester- 
ly winds which characterise this time of the 
year can dry plants out quite quickly. 
Watering is best done during early morning. 

Paphiopedilums benefit greatly from 
annual repotting. The slight shock of repot- 
ting encourages the growth of a new crop of 
roots which may otherwise not appear. The 
best time for repotting is from mid-Septem- 
ber until late November. 

The potting mix should be prepared a few 
weeks before use; this allows the bark to 
begin breaking down — a condition which

your Paphs will appreciate. 

Whilst Paphs can be grown successfully 
in a variety of materials, I have had best 
results using mixtures based on bark. A very 
good mixture consists of the following: 

Pine Bark (approx. 5 — 10mm) 80% 

Charcoal (approx. 5 — 10mm) 20% 

Add to this: 

Sel Grit (granular limestone) 

or bird grade shell grit 2% 

Hoof & Horn Meal (or, at a pinch, 

Blood & Bone) 1% 

Wet the bark and charcoal with normal 
strength Aquasol, add the other ingredients 
and mix thoroughly. The mixture should be 
kept damp (use water from here on) until 
ready for use and must be used fairly wet. If 
you cannot store the mixture in an area free 
from earthworms and other vermin, it may 
be better stored in open plastic bags. If 
available, about 10% coarse river gravel can 
be added; the weight of this helps prevent 
the pots from tipping over. 

If you have only a few plants, or all this 
sounds like too much trouble, your local 
Orchid nursery may be able to supply a sim- 
ilar mixture. Wondabah Orchids, in Sydney, 
certainly can. When buying potting mix- 
tures always make sure they do contain 
plenty of nitrogenous fertiliser (have a good 
sniff) as bark alone contains very little that 
the plants can feed on. 

Squat plastic pots are the most suitable 
for Paphiopedilums, particularly those with 
domed bottoms and plenty of drainage holes 
— not only for drainage but for aeration. A 
pot should be chosen which will comfort- 
ably hold the roots. The plant should be pot- 
ted firmly with its base about 12mm below 
the surface. If the plant is wobbly, stake it. 
Do not use Osmocote or the like on Paphio- 
pedilums. 

When dividing Paphiopedilums I always 
try to leave two flowered growths 
plus whatever newer growths are ahead of 
these. The older flowered growth can 
be “back cut” and left in the pot during 
January. 

Newly repotted plants are simply placed 
on the bench and watered and fertilised 
as before. The plants don not need to be 
widely spaced. Incidentally, open benching 
(say 3 x 1 Weldmesh) is far preferable and 
gives much better results than the solid 
benching once favoured. | 
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Copper Based Fungicides and their 
Toxicity to Orchids

r Yhe aims of this and future research is to determine. 


— 


. Are some genera more susceptible to Copper toxicity than 
other genera? 

2. Does pH play a significant role in increasing or reducing 

the copper’s phytotoxicity? 

3. Do humic acid levels have any bearing on the toxicity? 

4. Do plants concentrate the copper levels? 

5. Can plants detoxify themselves after toxification with 

copper? 

6. Does plant husbandry play a significant role in the produc- 

tion of toxic plants? 

The final objective is to formulate a safe method for using 
this very important class of fungicides. 

In this work the toxicity of copper oxide on several genera of 
orchids was investigated. The method used was to grow proto- 
corms for up to five months on sterile synthetic media saturated 
with copper oxide and record their progress. A solid media with 
finely dispersed copper oxide was used to simulate conditions 
found by a plant growing in a potting mixture contaminated 
with the oxide. Here the orchid root could have intimate contact 
with the copper oxide particles. Also a liquid media saturated 
wih copper oxide with the protocorms growing on a raft and 
not in contact with the oxide powder was used. This more 
closely related to a solution of the offending copper ions being 
washed down from the sprayed leaves to be absorbed through 
the root system. 

The hypothesis that the pH was responsible for releasing the 
toxic copper ions was investigated by varying the initial pH of 
the media over a wide range, usually 4 to 9 pH units. As pH 
was expected to show significant toxicity itself due to induced 
trace element deficiency parallel runs (controls) were carried 
out by varying pH without the addition of the oxide. 

Humic materials having inexact formulations would be 
produced by old decaying potting mixture. These are known to 
be major absorbers of copper ions in estuarine waters (ref 1) 
through its ability to complex with and hence bind the copper 
ions. A citric acid salt made from this more readily available 
organic acid of exact formulation and known complexing 
power was used in these experiments to stimulate the humic 
condition. Control experiments were carried out where a non- 
coordinating acid, perchloric acid, replaced the citric acid. 

It was found that the copper oxide without the protection of 
the citrate ion was extremely toxic to all genera in acidic media. 
With the liquid media the protcorms died much faster (days) 
than in the solid media (weeks). Citric acid gave protection 
from the effects of copper for the duration of the experiment a 
period of more than five months. The control plants survived 
the variation of pH and it was found at the completion of the 
experiment that this was due to the plants altering the pH to a 
more favourable pH. For vandas for example on solid media 
the starting pH range of 4 to 9 finished up ranging from 3.3 to 
4.0 pH units. 


Introduction 
Copper based fungicides are one of the oldest and one of the 
widest used fungicides. The conidia of the fungal organism 


quickly concentrate the copper up to ten thousand fold. The 
copper reaches toxic levels and these spores will not germinate. 
The copper levels have to be maintained during unfavourable 
weather as the copper can be leached out of the organism by 
acid, rain or watering restoring their ability to germinate and 
infest the plant. 

Commercial copper containing fungicides are found under 
the following classes based on, copper oxide CuO, copper 
hydroxide Cu(OH)2, basic copper carbonate CuCO3.Cu(OH),, 
copper oxichloride 2(CuO).CuCl2 or Bordeau mixture, a mixture 
of copper sulphate CuSO, and lime Ca(OH)2. Once these have 
been applied to the plant the following set of equilibria are likely 
form with even further chemical species forming at alkaline pHs.

After some time on the leaves of the plant the chemical sprays 
change to a blue-green colour which suggests the development 
of a solid copper carbonate component as well. Carbon dioxide is 
taken up from the atmosphere to produce this compound.

Chlorides and sulphates have also been recorded in coastal 
and inland carbonate deposits respectively. From my experi- 
ence the end result from the various copper sprays appear to be 
the same. Several weeks after spraying we finish up after 
weathering and fertilizer application with what appears to be 
the basic copper carbonate. 

It is known that in the case of copper that the positively 
charged copper species (cations) are the major toxic agents. 
Infact fungus will actually grow on dry Bordeau mixture and it 
is only when the spores release acid (maleic acid) onto the wet 
mixture that Bordeau becomes toxic to fungi. Limited studies 
of copper levels in orchids have been carried out. These have 
been reviewed by Arditti. (ref 2). Copper ranges from 5 parts 
per million (5 ppm) dry weight in Phalaenopsis leaves to 85ppm 
in Cattleya pseudobulbs. Compared with other metals copper 
seems to be very evenly deposited throughout the plant. Poole 
and Shehan, 1974 (ref 2) found that almost all the parts of a 
Phalaenopsis plant contained the same amount of copper (20 to 
23ppm) with the exception of the roots projecting into the 
media and one leaf, with these being up to twenty percent out- 
side of this range. This compares with a wide variability in 
other trace-elements varying hundreds of percent. 

For orchids the toxic levels in potting media could be assumed 
from investigation of other plants to be between 100 and 200ppm. 
When all the copper is available as in flasking media I have found 
that the toxic levels are around 30 ppm with the limited data I 
have recorded it is difficult to generalise. Phalaenanthe Dendro- 
bium protocorms died at 10 ppm while Spathulata dendrobes and 
Phalaenopsis did nicely at 30 ppm after several weeks. 


Experimental 
Media used in these experiments were made up using Knudsen 
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or Vacin and Went solutions containing 2% sucrose. The acid 
range of pH’s of the test solutions were adjusted with perchloric 
acid or with citric acid. Alkaline pH’s were adjusted with potas- 
sium hydroxide. 

When copper oxide was used it was added in excess before 
the pH was adjusted. After sterilisation the solid media, 
containing 6g agar/litre, was cooled to 40°C and then agitated 
to maintain the oxide suspension. With the liquid suspension 
the oxide was added in excess before the raft was inserted so 
that there would be no direct contact between the oxide and the 
protocorms. 

The plants were grown under continuous subdued light for 
up to four months. Plants were inspected from time to time and 
were considered to be dead when more than 50% of the plant 
life within the flask had died. Nylon stocking was used to cover 
the polypropylene rafts so that capilliary action would allow 
media to flow to and from the plants. 

The rafts were agitated twice weekly to prevent the build up 
or depletion of chemicals in the vacinity of the plantlets. pH 
was measured at 40°C for the solid media and at room tempera- 
ture 25°C for the liquid media using a Horiba pH meter with a 
temperature compensating electrode. 


RESULTS USING SOLID MEDIA 

Acidic Region 

(1) All the controls (no copper oxide) survived the duration of 
the experiment (fig. 1). 

(2) In the presence of copper oxide and with perchloric as the 
acidic agent for adjusting the pH the Phalaenopsis were the 
first to die (2 weeks) with the Sarcochilus and Cattleya 
alliance doing the best of the lot, lasting ten weeks (fig. 2). 

(3) With the copper binding acid (citric acid) being used along 
with the copper oxide it was found using the same proto- 
corms as for the Cattleya alliance above that the life was 
nearly doubled to 13 weeks. The other genera studied range 
from 8 to 10 weeks before dieing (fig. 3, 4). 


Basic Region pH 7 to 8 

This generally was a region of survival for all classes of tests. In 
the solid copper oxide rich media, Vandas were the first to die 
followed by Phals. then Dendrobium annosum while others like 
Cattleyas and Renantheras were surviving after three months in 
the flask. Mineral deficiency symptoms were starting to appear 
after five months in alkaline pHs. Vanda, Vandopsis, Pha- 
laenopsis, Cattleya alliance, Renanthera, Sarcochilus and Den- 
drobiums all survived longer at the alkaline end of the pH 
range.

Results using Liquid Media 

Only Phalaenopsis and Dendrobes have been studied. There 
was a dramatic death, within 9 days, of all the more acidic 
tests containing CuO and no citrate ion. Citrate ion affords 
protection for all but the most acidic (pH=3) solutions.

Conclusions 

It is not at all obvious at this stage of the research whether 
some genera are much more susceptable to copper toxicity 
than others. Horticulturally Phalaenopsis respond to copper 
based fungicide treatment where as dendrobes have been 
reported as dieing. With the use of liquid media this trend is 
found but the trend is reversed on solid media. This may be 
interpreted as Phals being able to take up spray settling on the 
roots more so than dendrobes. On the other hand water 
running over the leaves and down on to the roots could be 
more toxic to Dendrobes. This would be exacerbated by the 
fact that Dendrobes channel water into the pot whereas Phals 
channel it away. We must put aside the observation that 
Phalaenopsis can survive for a very long time in very alkaline 
solutions containing copper oxide. This would not be due to 
copper tolerance. It suggests that this genus can circumvent a 
defficiency situation as the level of toxic copper cations would 
be negligable at such alkaline pH’s. 

Under acidic condition copper based fungicides could be 
expected to solubalise as Cu2+, Cu2(OH)?+ and CuOHt (ref 
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4). This would appear to be confirmed by this work. In 
alkaline condition the plants fared better but eventually the 
deficiency of trace elements would be expected to take its toll. 

Complexing agents like citrate ion and presumably humic 
materials should afford a degree of protection against copper 
toxicity. It can be inferred by the slow onslaught of deficiency 
symptoms that orchids can carry a reserve of trace elements 
during time of plenty to be called upon in time of need. 

This research has shown that when orchids grow they release 
acids from the roots. Presumably in exchange for the metal 
ions taken up (ref 3). In this work orchids have shown tolerance 
to extremes of pH. When actively growing like with the 
control experiments they were quite capable of adjusting the 
pH of their growing media to more acidic regions. When 
orchids take up metal ions it has been theorised that this can 
occur either by being taken up as the neutral carbonate or 
in exchange for protons (acid). As these experiments were 
done in closed vessels in the absence of carbonate or related 
chemicals the change of pH from as high as 9 down to as low 
as 3.5 under conditions of continuous illumination supports 
the ion exchange mechanism (ref 3). Though this will be of 
great interest to the plant physiologist it has its importance in 
orchid husbandry as well. 

If you are treating orchids with copper based fungicides and 
you are not eluting all the acids released by the growing plant 
or not using lime to neutralise the acids the copper spray in the 
pot could turn toxic. 

If you are copper spraying and using a potting material 
containing organic material (fibre, peat or bark) humic acids 
will be formed. If these acids are allowed to build up toxicity

may be induced but if neutralised with lime the humic material 
could prevent copper toxicity by binding the copper ion and 
keeping it away from the plants. 


Recommendations on plant husbandry 

This will be the best advice that I can give based on this 
study and on my literature search. I will update advice as 
research is completed. Copper spray is the best fungi prevent- 
ative spray I have found. If you understand what I have been 
reporting you should have success using it. 


Recomendations 

Don’t use copper based fungicides where old decayed and 
often rank smelling media is in use without first liming the pot 
or replacing the media. 

Don’t copper spray plants potted in root bound or poorly 
drained pots. 

Don’t use freshly mixed copper suspensions, give it time to 
hydrolise any soluble copper. Guarantee the alkalinity of the 
spray with the addition of a small amount of slaked lime 
(brickie’s lime) just before use. 

Only make enough spray for your immediate need otherwise 
on standing the less effective cuprite ion could be formed. 

Don’t overspray your copper spray with chemicals like 
acidic fertilisers or with ammonia. These could cause the 
levels of copper ion to reach toxic levels. 

Don’t copper spray plants that have a lot of unprotected 
exposed root. 

Plants with naturally pendulous folliage like Phalaenopsis 
should not be potted upright. Any soluble copper should be 
encouraged to drain away from the pots. 

With upright plants like dendrobes apply less and I woud suggest 
a collar of lime/peat mixture round the plant on the surface of the 
pot to trap copper before it gets into the root region. I cover exposed 
Phal. roots this way then wash it off after spraying. 

Further details appear in an article by the author entitled

Future Research 

Research is continuing in order to meet the aims outlined in 
this paper. Quantification of the protective agents is currently in 
progress. Agricultural products like Agrichem’s SUPA- 
HUMUS with a suitable pH adjustment will be investigated as a 
possible protective spray for exposed roots. As protocorms 
come to hand further genera will be investigated. Toxicity of 
other heavy metal fungicides and phototoxicity of other 
horticultural sprays will be studied using the same methodology.

Ken now organises 
the show each year and it just keeps getting 
bigger and better. 

This years attendance was 1400 people 
and the venue is now the Dungog High 
School, where the assembly hall proved 
very successful with displays of plants 
both native and exotic for judging at the 
end of the hall, while the opposite end and 
centre was set aside for plant sales. 

The native hybrids improve each year 
with higher standards and future expecta- 
tions look very hopeful. There was also 


some lovely exotic orchids on display. 

A charge of $2 to enter the hall also 
served as a raffle ticket which was drawn 
every hour. There also seemed to be no 
shortage of willing workers handling the 
free tea and coffee urns. 

The barbeque lunch involved the cook- 
ing of 1,600 steaks and 2,400 sausages, a 
big task, with only 10 steaks left. Every- 
one certainly enjoyed their meal. 

Thanks to perfect weather and meeting 
friends from Victoria, Queensland and all 
parts of NSW, a very happy time was 
enjoyed by all.

As this show is run by a commercial 
nursery, seedlings will be on sale as well 
as S.G.A.P. plants etc. All under cover so 
weather will not cause problems.

Mt. Tamborine. The conditions were very 
similar to two previous encounters. Large 
boulders and rock faces covered in moss, 
# ferns and lichens with Sarcochilus

‘slightly more open. Another species that 
inhabit this area is Sar cochilus falcatus 
(the large, late flowering form). | ee 
_ Later on the same trip we were visiting 
Ted and Barbara Gregory when thelr 
phone rang. A friend of theirs, who lived 
about an hour or so’s drive away had called 
to say that his patch of ‘fitzies’ were in 
flower and that there was a pure white one 
amongst them. He asked if we would like 
to come and have a look. I have to admit 


that I was excited by the prospect of seeing _ 


(and photographing) something that very 
few people had the chance to see. _ 

‘It was getting late in the afternoon when 
we set out to meet up with him. When we 
arrived I saw a slight man who ‘surprised 
me with his friendly greeting and warm 
handshake. We headed off into. ‘the rain- 
forest behind his house. There were no 

tracks he didn’t need them, he knew every 
tree, bush and rock by name it seemed. 

After walking for about thirty minutes 
we reached a small, clear stream which 
abruptly dropped over the escarpment 
down into a ravine. The rocks were slip- 
pery with moss and footing was a prob- 
lem we couldn’t afford any broken bones 
down here, it would be a tough time get- 

ting out on two feet before dark, let alone 
‘carrying someone else. ie 
_ The air in the ravine was cool and

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moist. The rocks were also cool to the 
touch (an important point to remember 
when trying to grow this species in culti- 
vation). In amongst the mosses were 
small clumps of Sarcochilus ceciliae not 
yet in flower. After climbing down the 
first drop we came upon a wall covered in 

geraldii in flower. Mas- 
sive clumps with dozens of racemes all in 
bloom. To say I was a little overawed by 
the experience is an understatement. 

As we climbed further down the ravine 
the plants appeared to get smaller, two and 
three leads instead of the six or eight that 
we had seen previously. We continued 
down to were the alba form was growing. 
Tt was on the bottom edge of the colony 
growing on a ledge just above a ten metre 
shear drop. The updrafts from the river 
several hundred metres below were con- 
stant and cool. The area had not had any 
rain for weeks but the plants were flower- 
ing and looking well. My new friend said 
that every evening thick fog would roll up 
the ravine and blanket the area until just 
before dawn. This was the only moisture 
the orchids were getting and they were 
thriving on the conditions. 

The alba form plant was a multi- 
growthed clump about 25 cm in diameter. 
There were two racemes in full bloom 
pure white petals and sepals with none of 
the characteristic red banding. The only 
colour was the yellow tip on the labellum. 
From a judging point of view the flower 
segments were too thin and slightly 
twisted, but I think nature knows better 
what she has planned than any human. 

We spent a few hours looking at the

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different flowers that made up the rest of 
the colony before starting the long climb 
back to the top of the ravine. It was not 
until I returned home and had the film 
developed t that I discovered that nearly all 
my shoots were too dark. I decide that the | 
next time I would get it right. 
J had to wait until November 1990 to 
get another crack at photographing these 
elusive orchids. Same ravine, same 
people, but this time I had my newly 
finished flash rig and some 200 ASA 
_ Pro Kodachrome for daylight shots. The 
_ flowering was not as spectacular as the 
previous visit however there were still 
many plants in flower. Conditions were a 
lot drier and the plants were starting to 
show signs of water stress fewer racemes 
with reduced numbers of flowers. This 
_ time we had slightly overcast conditions 
_ which were ideal for daylight photography 
under the dense canopy of the ravine. As 
we climbed further down I wondered if. 
the alba form was still alive. We reached 
its ledge to find it just starting to open a 
single flower. I popped the bud and selfed 
the flower in the hope that it might seed 
_ further down the ravine. On our climb 
back to the top I collected single flowers | 
_ from various plants to show the size range 
_and colour diversity within this colony. 
___ A few months later Ted reported that 
the drought and hungry wallabies had

te in Cultivation 
Today’ s orchid growers no longer have 
| to rely on bush collected plants of any 
— Sarcochilus — particularly Sarcochilus 
fitzgeraldii and Sarcochilus hartmannii. 
here are many enthusiasts, hobbyist: 
: growers: and commercial native orchid — 
nurseries that are raising superior clones 
of these once endangered species. Ken 
Russell of Dungog NSW is well known 
: - for his line breeding of Sarcochilus hart- 
mannii. Ken has been breeding typical 
‘Blue Knob’ forms of Sarcochilus hart- 
mannii and returning them to their origi- 
3 nal habitat. He has even gone so far as to 
place tags. near the plants telling anyone | 
who wants one to come and see him in 
preference — to tipping the plants from 
the wild.

Florafest, amongst other nurseries have 
been producing numerous crosses based 
on this exceptional clone. 

We have found Sarcochilus fitzgeraldii 
to be a good grower in flask, all being a bit 
slow, but as long as they are kept cool dur- 
ing the heat of summer they will grow for 
a second season in vitro to be larger and 
quicker flowering when deflasked. Sum- 
mer heat is probably the worst enemy of 
the cooler growing Sarcochilus species. 
While Sarcochilus hartmannii will stand a 
fair amount of light in cultivation, Sar- 
cochilus fitzgeraldii need a lot more shade 
grow it under 80% or more shadecloth, — 
close to the ground in the coolest and 
breeziest spot in your shadehouse. Sar- 
cochilus fitzgeraldii like other lithophytic 
Sarcochilus species requires watering at all 
time of the year and does best if fertilised 
in autumn and spring during its peak grow- 
ing periods. Besides hungry wallabies and 
humans Sarcochilus fitz-geraldii does not 
have many pests in the wild, but in cultiva- 
tion is loved by many caterpillars, assorted 
bugs and of cause snails and slugs. Treat 
these with the appropriate methods. When 
it comes to growing Sarcochilu fitzgeraldii 
you cannot go past a shallow terracotta 
saucer filled with a coarse bark and rock 
mixture suspended over a pool of water. 
Lithophytic Sarcochilus species love to 
send their roots wandering through open, 
coarse mix which is moist, but not wet or 
waterlogged. 

Sarcochilus fitzgeraldii is one of our 
hidden native orchid treasures that is easy 
to grow as long as you understand its 
requirements.

Footnote: I have been deliberately vague 
about the location of colonies of Sar- 
cochilus fitzgeraldii as there are unfortu- 
nately still greedy, unthinking morons in 
the population who would think nothing 
of stripping these areas bare just for the 
few dollars they would get for the plants. 
I know of one collector in particular on 
the North Coast of NSW who has repeat- 
edly stripped out every orchid he can find. 
Unfortunately National Parks and Wildlife 
have never done anything about these type 
of people even after repeated reports from 
concerned orchid growers and associa- 
tions. It is up to those of us that know the 
locations of populations to keep them safe 
for future generations.

beautiful and colourful set of 
NG featuring five enchanting 

orchids which are found on 
Christmas Island — an Australian Terri- 
tory located off the coast of Western 
Australia — were issued by Australia 
Post on August 16th, 1994. 

Australia Post says the issue is bound 
to be popular with gardening enthusiasts 
and the public. 

Celia Rosser, Monash University’s 
botanical artist based in Melbourne, has 
designed the stamp issue and her water- 
colour paintings of the orchids reveal the 
splendour of the plants. Celia is currently 
painting all the known species of 
Banksia. (Amongst her other works for 
Australia Post include a set of stamps 
featuring Australian fungi in 1981 and a 
stamp featuring Australia’s floral emblem 
— the Golden Wattle — issued to com- 
memorate Australia Day in 1990). 

Australia Post’s Manager of the Philat- 
elic Group, David Maiden, said “Stamps 
are like miniature works of art. This new 
issue celebrates the magnificence and

charm of this enigmatic species. There are 
thought to be more than 25,000 species of 
orchids distributed throughout the world.” 

“Many people living on Christmas 
Island aren’t even aware of the beautiful 
orchids that share the Island with them. 
Part of the reason for that is because the 
orchids on the Island are far from easy to 
see — they are often very small and fre- 
quently living in obscure places. There 
are close to 300 species of plant life on 
the Island. Sixteen species aren’t found 
anywhere else on the planet.” 

“Australia Post is now responsible for 
issuing all of Christmas Island’s stamps. 
The Island is 360 kilometres south of 
Jakarta and 1400 kilometres from North 
West Australia. Over half of the Island is 
national park.” 

“The five species we have featured on 
our stamps are Brachypeza archytas; 
Corymborkis veratrifolia; Dendrobium 
crumenatum, Flickingeria nativitatis and 
Thelasis capitata. In total, Christmas 
Island has eleven recorded species of 
orchids.”

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“Plants and flowers regularly feature 
on Australia Post stamps. Part of the rea- 
son for that is that we are deluged by let- 
ters every year from the public suggesting 
themes for stamps. One of the most popu- 
lar and consistent suggestions is plants 
and flowers.” 

“The orchids on Christmas Island live 
mainly in trees. The seed of the plant is 
very tiny and light. Once it settles onto a 
tree it develops a very extensive root sys- 
tem covering the bark. They wrap their 
roots around the tree trunk for anchorage 
to survive without tapping into the sap of 
the trees or damaging them.” 

“The orchids live in difficult condi- 
tions. During the dry season it doesn’t 
rain for long periods of time. As a result 
they have to store water in their leaves 
and roots to survive. Some live in trees 
that are as high as 40 metres. Because of 
this they can be very difficult to find. To 
appreciate the beauty of these plants, you 
often have to look high into the trees! — 
Some of Christmas Island’s smaller 
orchids live for two to three years. The 
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larger species will live for many years.” 

“Our new issue of stamps features 
five orchid species. Brachypeza archytas 
— or Ridley’s Orchid — is unique to 
Christmas Island and although it is quite 
common, it is not found in all parts of 
the Island. It has small white flowers and 
is a pretty species of orchid.” 

“Corymborkis veratrifolia has very 
attractive flowers that are greenish 
white and fragrant with a flower spike 
that can reach a height of a metre. 
This orchid is fairly common on the 
central plateau and in high terraces. It 
is usually found above an altitude of 
150 metres.”

rior to the present issue of stamps, 
five stamps depicting orchids have 
been issued for Christmas Island. 

The first orchid stamp was issued in 
April 1977 (1) and showed a Saccolabium 
archytas v. Ridley. The stamp value was 
9 cents. This was in a set of 16 stamps 
giving details of famous visitors, H.N. 
Ridley being one of them. 

On the 11th July 1990 a set of stamps 
was issued commemorating the Centenary 
of Ridley’s visit to Christmas Island. There 
was a 41 cent stamp (3) which was a stamp 
(1) within a stamp, this stamp was a copy of 
the one issued in 1977 and a 75 cent stamp 
(4), showing a picture of Ridley exploring, 
in the centre of the stamps with the Sacco- 
labium archytas in the background design. 

On a stamp issued on 30th June 1986 
of 33 cent value (2) shows Brachypeza 
archytas. 

Showing Corymborchis  veratrifolia 
value 38 cents (5) was an orchid stamp in 
a set of five stamps. This set was issued 
on the 3rd October 1990. 

Henry Nicholas Ridley was born in 
Norfolk, England 1855-1956. He was a 
Scientist/Botanist who was instrumental 
in starting the Malayan Rubber industry. 

From 1888-1911 he was Director of the 
Singapore Botanic Gardens. 

Ridley made several trips to Christmas 
Island, the first was on the 14th July 1890. 
He discovered a number of plants and one 
was named “Ridley’s” orchid. |

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“Dendrobium crumenatum is found 
growing in trees throughout the Island, 
often in exposed positions. The flowers 
can grow to be about 4 cms across mak- 
ing them the largest orchid blooms of the 
native varieties. You can find the white 
and sweetly perfumed flowers of this 
plant all year round. The flowers open 
synchronously, nine days after a sudden 
drop in temperature and only open in the 
morning. The Dendrobium crumenatum 
is widespread on both Christmas Island 
and in south east Asia.” 

“Flickingeria nativitatis is abundant 
especially on felled trees. It is difficult to 
see because it only has a singular pale 
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yellow flower and the flowering time is 
very short. You might spot one and 
come back in two days’ time and have 
completely missed it flowering!” 

“Thelasis capitata has pseudo bulbs 
that look like miniature potatoes. The 
flowers are yellowish green in colour 
and small and pitcher-shaped. The flow- 
ers are about 4 mm long. This orchid 
likes growing in trees with a dense, high 
canopy. It also grows in Java, Sumatra 
and Sabah.” 

The Christmas Island orchid stamps 
and a souvenir first day cover featuring 
the five stamps in the series, are now

A sa result of some research I was 
Awoine where I wanted to study 
& protocorms in acidic media, I 
had to invent a new type of flasking 
arrangement. The reason was, agar 
does not set if the media is acidic. 
Commercial floating rafts are made 
but with the large number I required, 
the cost became prohibitive. After 
experimenting with all sorts of floating 
bodies covered with stocking mesh I 
came up with a simple little gem. This 
can easily be knocked up at home. If you 
don’t want to mess around with agar and 
just want to use a teaspoon of say, aquasol 
and a pinch of gypsum in a litre of 
solution with all the other bits and pieces 
you can find in the store like banana, 
coconut etc. you might like to try out my 
simple flask. I use a 70ml polycarbonate 
flask, one or two, two litre milk bottle 
tops, and a round piece of absorbent paper 
with a wick going down throuth the hole 
into the liquid. As you can see from the 
photos you have an excellent sowing and 
replanting flask and with only one lid 
you could reflask as well. Definitely the 
plants will grow big enough to plant out. 
there will be no problem with fungus on 
the agar which you haven’t washed off. 
You don’t use agar. 

I think this will be a great little way 
for a beginner to get his hand in with 
flasking and this is the reason I am

passing it on to the readers. I’m trying to 
tempt the person who doesn’t like all the 
messing around to have a go. For all the 
germination the pH is not even going to 
bother you. In conventional flasking agar 
will either be too soft or too hard if you 
don’t take care with the pH. I remind you 
we have no agar and have grown orchids 


from pH=3.5 to 9.0 with this technique. 
Mineral deficiencies will eventually catch 
up with you if you deviate too far from 
the pH=5 to 7 range. O

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Miltoniopsis Meadowdale ‘Pink Pant er 
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Ithough the botanist Godefroy- 

Lebeuf had established, in 1889, 

the four Columbian species 
included in Miltonia as a separate genus 
under the name Miltoniopsis, this 
separation was ignored until Garay and 
Dunsterville, on finding a new species, 
resurrected it in 1975. 

At the time this article was written 
Miltoniopsis was regarded as part of the 
genus Miltonia. 

The cool-growing Miltoniopsis have 
one-leafed pseudobulbs and lack ears to 
the column, the latter being united to the 
lip by a keel and not hollow at the base. 
They are found mainly in the Columbian 
Andes at 1,300 to 2,150 metres. 

The genus Miltonia has two leaves per 
bulb anda short column united to the lip 
through a central raised ridge. The 
species are found mostly in the highlands 
of Brazil. 

Miltoniopsis are among those genera 
of orchids that can definately be described 
as attractive. I well remember the effect 
the first plants I ever saw had on me. Many 
years ago, at Frank Slattery’s nursery, 
two of a group of French “Storm” 
seedlings were in flower. I couldn’t take 
my eyes off them. I had to have one, and 
have one I did. Purchased from the 
kindly Frank, carefully carted home and 
enthroned in my glasshouse, that plant 
occupied quite a lot of time over the 
ensuing few weeks — I unashamedly 
stood and admired it. 

It has since become obvious that my 
experience was not unique. A well- 
flowered Miltoniopsis evokes more 
spontaneous admiration, from “friends- 
and-neighbours” and orchidophiles alike, 
than perhaps any other genera. The 
wonder is that these pansy orchids, as 
they are sometimes called, are not 
difficult to grow once their requirements 
are understood. 

In those days the cool-growing 
Miltoniopsis were regarded as part of the 
genus Miltonia. Miltoniopsis hybrids 
are bred primarily from varieties of the 
Columbian species M. vexillaria and 
M roezlii and are those most commonly 
grown in Great Britain, Europe and the 
southern states of Australia. This group is 
characterised by a very compact (non- 
spreading) growth habit with bulbs and 
foliage of an unusual glaucous pale 
apple-green colour. The flower spikes 
arch gracefully from the base of the 
bulbs; each spike carries from three to 
about eight large well-displayed flowers 
of classic shape. The flowers range in 
colour from intense scarlet to white to 
yellow, with many graduations and 
combinations of colour. They are 
primarily spring flowering. 


The true Miltonia group constitutes 
those often referred to as the “tropical 
miltonias”. Bred from varieties of 
Brazilian species, M. spectabilis, M. 
regnelii, M. warscewiczii and the like, 
this group has a more spreading growth 
habit. The plants are more robust looking 
and have bulbs and leaves of a more 
conventional yellow-green colour. The 


flower spikes are thick, tall and upright 
with the flowers carried near to the top. 
The flowers are neither so large nor so 
shapely as those of the cool growers. 
They vary in colour from very dark red 
to near white, with occasionally some 
yellow. These tropical miltonias have 
been mated extensively with brassias, 
oncidiums, odontoglossums and the like 


to produce many vigorous, colourful and 
desirable intergeneric hybrids. Miltonias 
flower primarily during autumn. 

That the cool-growing miltoniopsis 
can be successfully cultivated in the 
Sydney area is attested by the many 
magnificent specimens often seen at the 
various spring shows. Undoubtedly the 
most important factor for success is 


control of the environment. The cool 
growers require a reasonably even 
temperature all the year round with 
adequate atmospheric moisture and, most 
important, plenty of fresh air. 

During the summer in Sydney the cool 
growers do better, in my experience, under 
reasonably shaded bush-house conditions. 
If you have a cool corner of the bush- 


a 
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house, with somewhat more shade than you 
would give cymbidiums, then this is the 
place for Miltoniopsis during summer. 
Adequate humidity is important, but luckily 
this is not often a problem in the bush- 
house in this area. Cool, moderately-shaded 
conditions with protection from the south 
and west will almost ensure adequate 
humidity. As a bonus, I give the

Miltoniopsis — and everything else, for 
that matter — a heavy fogging during the 
early morning. I don’t believe in fogging 
the plants during the heat of the day, but 


content myself with damping down the 
surrounds if I happen to be home. If it is 
practicable to plant shrubs and trees in the 
vicinity of the orchid houses without 
interfering with the available light, one 
can provide decorative wind-breaks and 
achieve a useful measure of climatic control, 
as vegetation of this type transpires quite 
a lot of water into the atmosphere. 


During winter in Sydney, where the 
night temperature can fall to the mid- 
thirties in the western suburbs, the cool 
growers do much better in a heated 
glass-house. In my case I maintain 16°C 
minimum, to suit other genera, but 13°C 
would be adequate for Miltoniopsis. 
Humidity is still important at this time 
of year — damping down under the 


benches during the morning is beneficial 
in this respect. 

Cool-growing Miltoniopsis are never at 
rest. Growth commences during spring 
and continues throughout the year, with 
the bulbs finally making up and maturing 
at about the time the flower spikes appear 
— late winter to early spring. Under these 
circumstances, the most appropriate time 
to repot is late spring, after the flower 
spikes have been cut. Plants should be 
divided and repotted every year. 

Any good Cymbidium mixture will suit 
the cool growers. I find a mixture based on 
German peat, sand or perlite with about 70 
per cent medium grade (6 to 12mm) bark 
to be suitable. The bark may be replaced 
by very coarse chopped tree-fern fibre 
which has been separated to individual 
fibres. The components should be clean 
and fresh. Too much of the bark we get 
today is rotten and useless. If you are in 
any doubt about the bark, soak it in water 
for a few hours and discard anything that 
sinks. The mixture should drain readily 
and be porous without being too open. 

Plastic pots are a great advantage for 
Miltoniopsis as they do not dry out too 
quickly. I prefer the deeper type of pot 
and find it a great advantage to crock 
the pot to about one-third of its depth. 
Crocking with pieces of broken terracotta 
pot or similar porous material avoids the 
retention of excessive water at the bottom 
of the mixture ( a phenomenon which 
occurs with fine mixtures irrespective of 
the depth of the pot) and has the added 
advantage of weighting the rather light 
plastic pots. 

Pots should be no bigger than 
necessary to comfortably hold the roots. 
It is a mistake to over-pot, particularly 
when using a fine mixture. Most of my 
plants are in 10 and 12cm pots; only very 
large plants are in 15cm pots. 

A healthy Miltoniopsis develops a very 
vigorous root system. If a plant is “‘sick” 
and has few or no roots, the appropriate 
treatment is to shake all the old compost 
from the plant, soak it in a Natriphene 
solution for a few hours, and pot into 
Sphagnum using an unglazed terracotta 
pot. After two or three months the plant 
should develop a root system and can be 
potted in the normal mixture. 

When repotting, all the old mixture 
should be removed and the plant divided 
to leave two or three years’ growth. As 
each bulb usually makes two or three 
leads, this is still quite a “bunch” of plant. 
Old bulbs will sometimes come away if 
potted in Sphagnum, particularly if they 
still retain leaves and roots. 

Routine attention to the cool growers 
consists of watering with sufficient 
frequency to keep the mixture damp —

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about every four days in my case — and 
feeding with a suitable soluble fertiliser 
every fortnight or so. The normal pre- 
cautions should be observed to ensure that 
salts are leached from the growing medium 
between applications of fertiliser. 

The tropical miltonias are far less 
demanding in their cultural requirements 
than are the cool-growing types. In the 
Sydney area I find that bush-house 
treatment suits them all the year round. 
After flowering in the autumn, the plants 
are virtually dormant through the cooler 
months. Whilst these miltonias can be 
grown quite successfully in pots, fibre 
block culture suits them admirably and 
is a lot less trouble as the plants need 
not be touched for years. Fibre-block 
culture consists of simply tying two or 
three bulbs against a block of tree-fern 
fibre with the growing point against the 
block. Watered regularly, the roots will 
soon attach themselves to the block.

If growing the tropical miltonias in 
pots, one should remember that they do 
not require nearly as much moisture as 
the cool-growing Miltoniopsis. An open 
cattleya-type mixture — medium to 
coarse bark with a little charcoal added 
— in porous pots is the appropriate 
combination. The tropical miltonias will 
stand a lot more light than the 
Miltoniopsis. They should be watered 
and fed regularly during summer and 
watered only occasionally during winter. 

If you like cut flowers, forget the 
Miltoniopsis. Whilst they last about 
three weeks in perfection on the plant, 
the flowers droop within hours of being 
cut. However, since the plants themselves 
are compact and attractive and the flowers 
display themselves very well, the whole 
plant can be brought inside for a few 
weeks when in flower and will come to 
no harm. |

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Plant Expert Courses 


Everyone has a favourite plant. All too 
often though it can be really difficult to 
find information about that particular 
plant.

Fair skinned people are at greater risk of 
skin cancer than dark-skinned people, 
but people of all skin types are at risk. 


Sunscreen used alone is not an 
adequate means of protection against 
skin cancer. When outdoors it is 
important that people wear a broad- 
brimmed hat and long-sleeved shirt 
in addition to sunscreen. To protect 
against eye damage, use wrap around 
sunglasses. 


There’s no such thing as windburn. 
The last time you thought you were 
wind burnt, you were actually sunburnt 
from UV radiation. Wind mainly dries 
the skin — it does not burn the skin.

Gardening is one of the most common 
ways people get sunburnt over summer, 
and when on holidays many people take 
the opportunity to work on the garden. 
Apart from the normal Slip! Slop! Slap!

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precautions, (wear a broad brimmed hat, 
good clothing cover and broad spectrum 
SPF 15+ sunscreen), the state cancer 
councils have some common sense tips 
for gardeners: 


—Plan activities so that you are not in 
direct sunlight, particularly between the 
hours of 11am and 3pm (daylight saving 
time), when UV radiation is strongest. 


—If you wish to garden during these hours, 
follow your garden’s shade patterns. 


— Garden gloves give the hands good 
protection from the sun as well as from 
pests. 


— Don’t be caught out by cool weather or 
cloud cover — you can still burn so 
don’t forget to cover up. 


— Try to ensure surrounding paving and 
garden sheds are not reflective or shiny. 
A good idea is to cover walls with 
creeper plants, or paint them in matt 
paint with darker colours. 


—In frequently used areas of the garden, 
ensure there is shade to provide relief 
from the sun for family and friends. 
This can be done by using umbrellas, 
building shade structures or planting 
shade trees.

1. Credit Notes. The Registrar reports 

that many credit notes issued to regis- 

trants remain unused. If any applicant has 

lost their copy of a credit note they should 

write explaining the situation. Applicants 

should also be aware that such credit 

notes are transferable. 

2. Report from the International Reg- 
istrar 

(a) During the first half of 1994 applica- 
tions received had been running at a 
rate of c3,300/year, much in line with 
recent trends. However, figures for 
June 1994, during which 426 applica- 
tions were received, may indicate a 
significant increase. At the time of 
writing July looks set to produce a 
similarly high figure. It is pleasing to 
note that many registrants have 
entered the lists for the first time but 
there is concern that hybridists in 
South America and Eastern Europe in 
particular are not yet contributing to 
the Register. ORAC will be taking 
measures to ensure that breeders in 
these areas are aware of the interna- 
tional registration system and looks 
forward to promoting the system at the 
World Orchid Conference in Rio de 
Janeiro in 1996. 


(b) Of particular interest amongst recent 


registrations are an apparently gen- 
uine Phaiocymbidium, a new quinque- 
generic involving Aspasia, Cochlioda, 
Miltonia, Odontoglossum and Oncidi- 
um, together with new primary 
hybrids in Bletilla, Masdevallia and 
Paphiopedilum. Species entering reg- 
istration for the first time include:

Report from the Orchid Database 
Company 


(a) The appearance of the new RHS 


Orchid Registration System compact 
disc was now expected in mid 1994. 
This new disc, priced at US$250, 
would be marketed as a one-off pur- 
chase rather than on a subscription 
basis as for the RHS Orchid Informa- 
tion System. Individual customers 
would be responsible for renewing 
their discs when updates were avail- 
able.

AN IMPORTANT EVENT IN THE ORCHID GROWING HISTORY OF AUSTRALIA 


Hodgins Orchids 


Seventy Years of Active Operation 


by Gerald McCraith AM 


his Orchid Nursery began operations 

| in 1924 by Basil Hodgins in More- 

land Road, in Essendon, and on his 

death in 1947, the business was carried on 
by his son Robert at Frankston in Victoria. 

This new 16 acre property was heavily 
timbered with natural bush. The larger 
trees were cleared by the use of gelignite 
to make space for the new glasshouses 
and shade houses, leaving a considerable 
area of ground in its native condition, as it 
remains today. 

This long continuous service is an 
historical event for the Australian Com- 
mercial Orchid Nursery, and has shown 
a steady progression of quality over that 
period of time. 

Basil was born in 1895, and passed away 
in 1947, only two years after moving to 
Frankston. The author made contact with 
Basil in the late 1920’s by purchasing a 
few plants at Hodgins Nursery, situated in 
the Moonee Ponds Creek in Moreland 
Road Essendon, a well known and estab- 
lished plant Nursery. After learning of 
his interest in orchids, my visits to the 
Hodgins Nursery became more frequent 
in those very tough years, seeking advice 
on culture for the few orchids that were 
my pride and joy. 

Basil Hodgins and wife Gwen were 
Foundation Members of the Victorian 
Orchid Club in 1923, and ultimately, I was 
encouraged to go to the VOC Meetings in 
1931, where meetings attracted about 30 
to 40 Members. 

My interest in orchids at that time was 
confined to the native epiphytes that were 
available from Howell in the Victoria 
Market, Howell specialised stag, elk and 
tree ferns from NSW, often orchid epi- 
phytes became available as long as the 
price did not exceed one shilling a plant. 

Basil Hodgins grew a number of 
Cymbidiums at the Nursery, species and 
primary hybrids that were available at 
that time. 

At the rear of his home, corner of 
Pascoe Vale & Moreland’ Roads, 
Essendon, Basil grew a quantity of Paph. 
insigne, var. Sanderae, Royalty, and 
Harefield Hall to perfection. The author 
can recall the number of double headed 
flowers that were produced that are rarely 
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seen these days. Paphiopedilum was 
known in those days as Cypripedium. 

His skill in cultivation was well recog- 
nised and his advice was well sought after 
any cultural problem that arose, and these 
were plenty because apart from cultural 
notes by Reg Leaney in the Garden Lover 
for some years, the only other cultural 
information available to us, was from the 
English Nurseries where conditions were 
much harsher than those experienced here. 

The general potting media for Cymbid- 
iums was a mixture of mountain soil, also 
known as chocolate because of its colour, 
oak leaves, sand and broken terra cotta 
material, with the addition of Osmunda 
or Jodea fibre. Osmunda and Sphagnum 
was the standard medium for Cattleyas, 
Paphiopedilums, Dendrobiums. The terra 
cotta shallow pots were hand made at the 
Northcote Brick Company. 

Growers were also fortunate in those 
days in receiving cultural advice from a 
number of experienced orchid growers 
who were employed by Ben Nathan of 
Rippon Lea, and Bert Nicholas at 
Ormond where a large number of orchids 
were cultivated in these estates. 

The author recalls being invited by 
Basil Hodgins to join two others in pur- 
chasing a quantity of orchid species from 
the Upper Shan States of Burma in about 
1934, ultimately, a piano case and three 
tea chests arrived at Port Melbourne after 
a long journey. All plants were large 
specimens, most were defoliated. While 
some failed to establish, most took at least 
two years to establish, this was the 
accepted pattern of overseas importations. 

This shipment consisted of Cymbidiums, 
Paphiopedilums, Dendrobiums, Thunias 
and a number of other species. A plant of 
Den. thrysiflorum received required a red 
pine raft 18 x 12 inches to contain the 
base of this plant. The author still retains a 
nice portion of this delightful species. 

Basil Hodgins interest in this consign- 
ment was a considerable quantity of 
Paph. charlesworthii, villosum and Cym. 
tracyanum. 

In the late 1930’s, Norm. Scoble, Curator 
of the St. Kilda Gardens, a very close 
friend of Basil H., announced the results of 
using spent tan bark, a waste product from 


the leather tanneries, as a potting medium 
for orchids. The author has no doubt that 
Basil H. would have taken part in the 
experiments that preceeded this important 
historical orchid even in Australia. 

Because it was a very cheap, readily 
available, and very easy to use by com- 
parison to the arduous labour required for 
the ‘then’ potting Medium, it’s use spread 
like wild fire for the next 30 years or so to 
all who grew Cymbidiums in particular, 
when the quality of this bark deteriorated 
that other barks were introduced, and are 
in use today. 

During the 1940’s, Basil H. was able to 
take advantage of obtaining a number of top 
quality Cymbidium seedlings from England 
that included a number of select clones of 
the famous Cym. Swallow of those days. 

After being discharged from war duties, 
Robert H. found himself in a situation of 
uncertainty and apprehension with his 
fathers serious illness and the establish- 
ment of the Nursery at Frankston. However, 
being a fourth generation in horticulture, 
the task ahead was eased by knowing that 
tradition must continue the reputation 
built up over many years. 

In 1968, Bob flowered Cym. Wallara 
‘Gold Nugget’. It received an AOC Award 
of Merit, and ultimately became the AOC 
Cymbidium of the Year. 

Bob was intrigued about the strong 
growth of this clone and had a chromosone 
count by Dr Margaret Blackwood at the 
Melbourne University. 

This clone proved to be a chance 
tetraploid, and Bob realised it was a great 
opportunity to extend the very poor range 
of yellow Cymbidiums that existed at that 
time. Together, it was used with a very fine 
clone of Cym. Borough Green ‘Conference’ 
to great advantage in a breeding program, 
to enhance the range of yellow Cymbidiums. 
The yellows were never robust growers 
and seldom had more than 12 flowers, how- 
ever, the progeny were quite outstanding, 
strong growers and lots of flowers. 

The most outstanding clone would be 
Cym. Jubilation ‘Geronimo’ FCC/AOC. 
This plant is the only Australian breed 
orchid to receive an AOC/FCC. 

The Cym. Jubilation’s have attracted six 
other Awards in a short space of time.

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BOOK REVIEW 


Australian Indigenous Orchids — 
Volume 2 (Second Edition) 


Alick Dockrill 

Surrey Beatty & Sons 

537 pp. colour and B&W. Hard cover 
RRP $A78 

At last the revision of Alick Dockrill’s 
landmark work is completed with the 
publication of the second volume of Aus- 
tralian Indigenous Orchids. The second 
volume starts half way through the genus 
Dendrobium which is annoying, but 
probably unavoidable if the strict order of 
the classification is to be maintained and 
if the two volumes are to be kept of 
approximately equal length. Volume 2 
has 537 pages of main text compared to 
524 for Volume 1, but Volume 1 is a little 
thicker due to the introductory pages and 
the index. This is another of the little 
quirks of these volumes — the index is in 
Volume 1. 

Now that the two volumes have been 
published, orchid enthusiasts have an 
alternative classification to work with for 
our tropical and epiphytic species. Not 
everyone will agree with every taxonom- 
ic decision the author has taken, but I 
suspect that the classification used here 
will prove much more acceptable than 
others currently available for species 
such as Dendrobium bigibbum and D. 
canaliculatum. 

I am sure I do not need to explain the 
layout, as most people considering buying 
Volume 2 will already have Volume 1, 
but I should perhaps emphasise that the 
author’s very systematic treatment may 
not be economical of paper, but makes the 
information very easily accessible to the 
reader. While the user may only occasion- 
ally need to refer to the detailed descrip- 
tions provided for each species, I thor- 
oughly recommend the “General notes”, 
“comments” and the distributional sec- 
tions which follow the descriptions. 
These sections are packed with useful and 
interesting information and are worth the 
cost of the books in themselves. The 
drawings are accurate, workmanlike and 
useful for identification. 

An addition to this volume are two 
pages on “Cultivation” at the end of the 
book. In these the author considers the 
cultural needs of the plants in relation to 
their ecology. Perhaps a little more 
would have been interesting here, based 
on the author’s extensive experience in 
the field, but this is not the purpose of the 
book and much of the relevant informa- 
tion is available in the habitat notes given 
for each species. 

The 122 colour plates add to the 
appearance of the book and their repro- 
duction is a credit to the publisher. How- 
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ever there are some major problems with 
plates bring printed upside down. Most 
of these problems have arisen from the 
fact that, due to cost, the author was not 
able to proof read the colour plates. This 
has resulted in about eleven plates being 
printed upside down. While some are for- 
givable, some, such as Vanda hindsii are 
not. Making changes at a late stage of the 
proofs is expensive, but I feel it is essen- 
tial as, for some buyers, the colour plates 
are a selling point of the book. Worse 
than this I believe several of the colour 
plates are wrongly named. Plate 72 looks 
to me like a hybrid of Dendrobium affine 
not D. canaliculatum var foelscher; in 
plate 88 the lower photograph is Dendro- 
bium striolatum; plate 101 is Bulbophyllum 
globuliforme not B. minutissimum; plate 
113 is B. schillerianum not B. argyropus; 
plate 128 is an undescribed species of 
Taeniophyllum and plate 157 is not 
Phalaenopsis rosenstromii it looks like 
an exotic species, P. equestris. 

While we are on errors, a couple of oth- 
ers I have picked up are page 978 Sar- 
cochilus serrulatus is spelled incorrectly 
as is Luisia teretifolia on plate 1035. 
There are undoubtedly a few others — it is 
hard to produce 500 pages of technical 
text without a few — but the text is excep- 
tionally good and it is the text and the 
drawings which are the heart of this book. 

If the above critical comments tend dis- 
courage intending purchases let me say 
they are no more than a minor blemish on 
what is a landmark book in Australian 
orchid publishing. The Society for Grow- 
ing Australian Plants and the publisher 
Surrey Beatty and Sons must be congratu- 
lated for taking on this important work 
and seeing it through. This is even more 
commendable as I suspect it has been 
published more for its intrinsic value than 
for the money it is likely to generate. 
Alick Dockrill has not always had an easy 
life, but this book indicates that he has 
retained his sharpness of intellect and his

upp concluded his contribution 

for 1939 with a discussion of 
Dendrobium delicatum and _ D. 
kestevenii, in which he stoutly defended 
his stand that the two plants were not 
conspecific. This is another interesting 
contribution to the history of orchid 
taxonomy in Australia. 

Alick Dockrill makes his debut in this 
volume, when he describes Thelymitra 
venosa growing at Bulli. Alive and well 
in Atherton, he still enjoys a jaunt in the 
bush. Perce Gilbert contributed an arti- 
cle on Dendrobium linguiforme which 
included observations by Dockrill on 
the plant growing in north Queensland. 

An article from suburban Sydney 
extols the joys of growing natives on 
trees in the open. To complement this 
from Burleigh Heads comes a dis- 
course on blister culture, used for 
natives and exotics as well. The “blis- 
ter” is that hollow protuberance that 
we often see on trees damaged by 
wind, termites or similar misfortune. 
Cut off and cleaned out, then hung on 
wires or mounted on legs, we are told 
they make wonderful containers. If 
you have access to fallen timber, this 
could be a novel way to pot natives. 

In the last issue for the year, it was 
announced that enthusiasts in Adelaide 
had gathered together to form The 
Orchid Club of South Australia. We 
are to hear more of this Club in future 
issues. In the same issue it was reported 
that the Queensland Orchid Society had 
unanimously conferred life member- 
ship on Murray Cox in appreciation of 
service to the Society over many years. 

In September 1939 a public auction 
held in Sydney saw a deceased estate 
collection of some 1000 orchid plants 
go under the hammer, well-known 
identity, John Bisset, having arranged 
the sale. The sale realised $1122 from 
an attendance of around 275, many of 
whom made purchases of around $80- 
$100. A plant of Vanda sanderiana with 
ten leads fetched $44 and another, with 
six leads, fetched $24. Robust plants of 
Vanda tricolor, many in bud, brought 
$1.50 to $1.75 per lot of three, slippers 
brought $1.75 to $2.40 per lot and 
Cattleya lots brought $4.50 to $7.50. 

Once again some space is devoted 
to pests of orchids. Growers of Rhyn- 
costylis, Saccolabium and related 
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Fifty-five Years Ago 


vandaceous orchids were warned by 
Hermon Slade of the activities of a 
weevil known in Dutch as snuitkever, 
literally snout-beetle, which inhabits 
the former Dutch East Indies (now 
Indonesia). That this beetle and the 
Mertila fly* no longer cause concern 
in Australia points up the necessity for, 
and the success of, our quarantine laws. 

From E.A. Hamilton of Chatswood 
N.S.W. comes the all-too-familiar tale 
of the discovery of the dendrobium 
beetle in the orchid house. He wrote 
“J have seen a very fine plant of D. 
gracillimum carrying about _ fifty 
young growths, the majority of which 
were destroyed” — a very fine plant 
indeed, I should say. 

J. Murray Cox from Brisbane writes 
of disposing of more than 1000 slugs 
over three successive nights. He 
recommends metaldehyde/bran bait, or 
“dropping them into kerosene, phenol 
etc., or by applying pressure to the 


accompaniment of certain well chosen 
phrases”. Bordeaux mixture is recom- 
mended against biting and sucking 
insects; when canes have been pierced 
they should be cut off and burnt. 
Beetles, locusts and grasshoppers must 
be removed by hand, as should scale 
insects before spraying with a tobacco 
or sulphur solution. His general advice 
is as true today as when he uttered it. 
Pronouncing that fungal diseases are 
usually the result of faulty cultural con- 
ditions, he asserts that “the best cure is 
the correction of the faulty treatment”. 
He concludes: “It should be remem- 
bered that careful attention to hygiene 
is the best insurance against all forms of 
orchid diseases and pests.” |

Deflasking Orchids and 
Post Flask Care 


4 | here are many different methods 
and procedures for removing 
orchid plants from flasks, and 

nearly every orchid society will have a 
guest speaker at a meeting to discuss 
this subject. Composts, watering, 
fertilising, fungicide treatment, etc. 
vary greatly and it must be left up to 
you, the individual, to adjust all these 
variables to your specific growing 
conditions. 

However, there are a few basic 
fundamental precautions which must 
be adhered to. There is also a large array 
of sophisticated equipment available 
for the post flask care of plantlets such 
as humidicribs and hot beds. Unless 
you intend to grow a large quantity of 
plantlets from flasks, these items do 
not warrant the cost involved. 


FLASKS 
When purchasing flasks make sure that 
the plants are in good condition and 
that the colour of the leaves is a nice 
dark green. The roots should be white 
and clean. For preference, the plants 
should have a balanced root/foliage 
growth size. The ideal time to deflask 
the plants is when the roots can be seen 
through the bottom of the agar and the 
foliage is about halfway up the flask. 
Flasks come in all shapes and sizes, 
the most common being honey jars

with a vented lid. This type of flask 
makes it easy to remove the plants with 
a long pair of tweezers. Some flasks 
may have to be wrapped in paper and 
broken with a hammer. When removing 
the plants try not to break the roots and 
leaves as they are brittle. 

Before deflasking plants, store the 
flask in the orchid house where the 
plants are to be grown. Place some 
aluminium foil over the lid including 
the vent to stop water entering and 
contaminating the flask. Leave them in 
the orchid house for 7 to 10 days. 

After removing the plants from the 
flask, wash them in lukewarm water 
with Iml/L of plant hormone (Formula 
20 etc.) and a small amount of fungicide 
such as Zineb or Dithane M45 (% tea- 
spoon/litre). Wash all agar off the roots 
as this can cause rotting of the roots at 
a later date. 


There are many recipes for potting 
mixes to suit plants from flasks. One 
that works well is as follows:— 

Equal parts of the bark, medium 
bark, perlite, seedling grade charcoal, 
granulated styrofoam and peatmoss. 
Debco bark and Canadian peatmoss 
are excellent in this mix. Moisten with 
water and use the potting mix while it 
is damp. This way it will remain 
homogenous. 

Plant the plantlets into a 110 to 
120mm pot with chopped styrofoam in 
the bottom for drainage. Try not to put 
the plants too deep in the mix. When 
potted, water in well. Water with plant 
hormone again within 5 to 7 days from 
potting out. After that, fertilise twice 
a week with half strength fertiliser. 
Fish emulsion is ideal, with the use of a 
chemical fertiliser at other times. 
Include a light fungicide (2 teaspoons 
per 5 litres) with second or third appli- 
cation of fertiliser. 

Watering will depend on your con- 
ditions in the growing area. However, 
misting once or twice daily during 
summer months is beneficial. 

Try not to deflask plants during the 
winter months unless it is necessary. Hi

ust maybe, an answer to the existence 

of one of the most confused 

Phalaenopsis species may be found 
here in North Queensland. There are quite 
a few labels with this species name 
P. psilantha recorded in the cross and I am 
often asked what do we call it now? The 
answer is, “I do not know”. If we could 
trace the cross back to before 1979, I could 
say, “It could be P. modesta or it could be 
P. amboinensis”’. If the parent plant was 
bush collected since 1979 and the grower 
was up with the taxonomy of the time I 
would say, “Call it P. venosa, there is another 
name which is not even a Phalaenopsis 
but we can safely ignore that one.” 

I have set out a diagram showing how 
the confusion arose. There are two 
P. psilantha’s described in the literature. 
One in 1911 by Schlecter and one in 1979 
by Fowlie. This unusual problem arose 
out of the bombing of the herbarium in 
Berlin during World War IL. The original 
specimens were destroyed. With the sketchy 
information available at the time Sweet 
(ref. 1) concluded that it was P. modesta. 
Later he had access to Schlecter's drawings 
and he then realised it was a finely barred 
form of P. amboinensis so it was reclassi- 
fied again. 
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Before all this could gell Fowlie 
described a refound species from Sulawesi 
and as he had not seen Schlecter's drawings 
he resurrected P. psilantha. On seeing the 
drawings he realised his species was not 
P. psilantha but a new species which was 


quickly reclassified as P. venosa and then 
for some inexplicable reason renamed it 
Polychilos venosa by his co-author. Now 
we have two different P. psilantha’s in the 
literature. To add to this confusion the latter 
two papers appeared in the literature out

of order. This confusing reclassification to 
another genus has been ignored anyway. 

Maybe an observation I have made and 
am reporting now may help. Accompany- 
ing this article are three photos, one is 
unmistakably P. amboinensis, another is 
P. venosa, while the third belongs to a 
grower who has maintained this plaint for 
decades. It carries the label P. amboinensis 
“Simansis”. It is not P. amboinensis as we 
know it. Looking now at Schlecter's draw- 
ings reproduced here I would say it is 
P. psilantha as he knew it. When I first 
saw this plant I keyed it out assuming it 
to be a species and it came out as 
P. amboinensis. This agrees with Sweet's 
last classification. At this time I like 
Sweet and Fowlie had not seen Schlecter's 
drawings so it's markings told me it wasn't 
P. amboinensis so in my mind it had to be 
a cross. The green tips and the fine lines 
suggested to me that it was the Malaysian 
P. violacea x P. amboinensis. I had the 
advantage of owning P. violacea “painted 
tiger” x P. amboinensis. My best bet at 
the time was that it was this cross named 
P. Kaiulani. 

Recently I too noticed Schlecter's draw- 
ings and on page 72 of Sweet's review of 
the genus Phalaenopsis he says about 
P. amboinensis, “Some may have a green- 
ish tinge on the apical portions of sepals 
and petals.” Putting this with the key to 
being P. amboinensis and the agreement 
with Schlecter's drawings and the fact that 
Simanis (varietal name) is a renowned 
collector of species in Indonesia the lost 
Phalaenopsis P. psilantha may well have 
just been found. Keith Otto in Townsville 
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has crossed it with the type form 
P. amboinensis and it is very dominant in 
flower characteristics showing no sign 
of P. violacea influence. It may will be a 
species collected by Simanis and if this is 
so it would be the lost P. psilantha. 

Though this is only conjecture and won't 
confuse the literature, it at least gives 
something with substance that you can 
look at and hopefully clear some of the 
veil of confusion that surrounds P. psilantha.

Extravaganza 


osted by the Manning River Orchid 
Society Inc the show opened on 
Thursday 30th June when finally the 
planning and hard work, of a dedicated 
committee, came to fruitation. What a 
wonderful spectacle the many thousands 
of blooms made in the Hall of the Taree 
High School. It was just magnificent. 
The Show was set-up and judged on 
Wednesday 29th. 
The support given to the Manning 
River Orchid Society by the Orchid grow- 
ing fraternity from Wollongong in the 
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south to Woolgoolga in the north was 
overwhelming, with eleven 9 sq.m. dis- 
plays from nine Orchid Societies and two 
private entries along with twelve table top 
displays plus another 98 benched plants. 

The 61 classes catering for a wide cross 
section of orchids attracted the best selec- 
tion of orchids ever seen in the area, with 
some 48 different genera, most of high 
quality, being exhibited, most importantly, 
though, the prize money of $4,000 was 
shared between 46 exhibitors and 10 
Societies. 


Best display was judged to be the host 
Society, Manning River Orchid Society, 
slightly in front of Macleay Valley Society 
(Kempsey) and F & D Dobell. Best Table 
Top display was Royale Orchids from 
N & K Mitchell’s display. 

Grand Champion and Champion 
Paphiopedilum was Paph. Redvale x 
Amanda grown and exhibited by Wal 
Rhodes. Reserve Champion and Champi- 
on Australian Native Hybrid was Den. 
Hilda Poxon ‘Kay’ owned by N & K 
Mitchell. This plant had 4 racemes of well 
displayed flowers of vibrant yellow with 
maroon spotting. 

Those involved with the organisation 
of the Show should feel justly proud of 
their achievement of attracting the number 
of exhibitors and furthering the interest in 
viewing and growing orchids by having in 
excess of 2000 visitors through the doors 
over the four days of the Extravaganza.

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CULTURAL NOTES OCTOBER/NOVEMBER 


Cattleyas 


New roots are now starting to show, 
especially those with Laelia in the 
parentage. After dividing place some 
Sphagnum around the bulbs. This helps 
to encourage new roots. Make sure you 
stake the canes properly after dividing. 
The plants should be firm after repotting. 

Water weekly — do not over water. 
Fertilize weekly with GARDEN PARTY 
alternatively with HSO 22. Watch for 
scale under the leaves. If present spray 
very thoroughly with ANTI-SCALE. 
If you have a large collection and scale 
is a problem you may have to resort to 
SUPRACIDE. Remember all safety 
precaution must be adherred to if using 
this product. 

I have had some good reports on the use 
of ROVRAL AQUA to control Botrytis 
spp spotting on catts over the winter 
months. No phytotoxicity problems. The 
water base must have been the secret. 
Some growers have been hit with bulb rot 
and leaf drop over the last few months. 
Growers have been drenching with 
FOLI-R-FOS. AT LABEL RATES. Keep 
plants as dry as possible without causing 
bulb shrivel. 


Cymbidiums 

At last spring is with us. Cool nights, 
warm days. Now is the time to decide if 
your plants need dividing and repotting. 
Dividing comes first! If there is anytime 
left over some repotting can take place. 

If the plant is completely pot bound, 
that is there is no more room in the pot 
for the plant to grow. To remove the plant 
from the pot give the pot a couple of 
sharp taps and then the plant should come 
out easily. Cut 50mm off the bottom root 
ball and then the plant is ready to divide. 
Try and keep the plant in three bulb 
divisions. After dividing the plant, don’t 
forget to sterilize your cutting tool. 


Sterilize in 1-25 bleach solution or some 
tri-sodium ortho phosphate. Seal the main 
dividing cut with steri prune. Then select 
the pot for the plant. DO NOT OVER 
POT. The plant should have around 50mm 
clearance all round. Place a hand full of 
your favourite mix in the bottom of the 
pot then place plant in pot and slowly 
place the mix around the roots. When the 
pot is 3/4 full place a handful of a 3-4 
month high N slow release fertilize or a 
mix of Native Plant Food mixed with 
Grower 12. Then continue the potting 
process. 

After repotting some growers sprinkle 
some RIDOMIL 50G around the rim of 
the plant to help combat post potting rot. 
When you have finished with HORMONE 
20 or AUXINONE, place the plants under 
50% shade for a few weeks before 
returning to the shade house. 

When your plants have finished 
flowering inspect carefully for insects 
such as two-spotted mites. If you see any 
active mites spray with your favourite 
miticide. A thorough spraying with 
MANCOZEB should help to control 
leaf spots. 

Watering should now be increased to 
every three or four days. Water only in 
the mornings on fine days. Fertilizing 
should be carried out weekly. 
HORTICULTURAL SOLUTIONS have 
now released two new fertilizers 
especially for orchids. This time of the 
year use the HSO 22 Orchid Fertilizer. 
This is a very good fertilizer which 
has magnesium and calcium in the 
formulation. It has an N-P-K of 22-8-12. 
For use dissolve 5.00 grams in 5 litres of 
water. I will have more information on 
these two new products in the next issue. 

Seedlings should still be pushed along 
with a weekly application of GARDEN 
PARTY. 

For those growers who buy flasks of 
seedlings, now is the time to start planting 
out into compots.

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Masdevallia 


Flowering throughout most of Australia 
should now be well underway, although, 
many collections in the Southern states 
will be held back a bit and for many there 
will be the disappointment of no flowers, 
because of losses caused by the extreme 
cold snaps of a few months back. 

Maybe now is the time to think about a 
little Winter warmth, or at least a heat pad 
or two for next year. 

As temperatures rise we will also see 
a rich assortment of pests arriving, all 
endeavouring to undo the years work. 
Snails and Slugs cause most of the prob- 
lems and for many of these slimy species, 
the flowers appear to be their delight. 
If control is not implemented, complete 
blooms can disappear in a nights feeding. 
My experience indicates that Metalde- 
hyde dust, lightly applied is a complete 
control, sprays such as Mesurol® provide 
an alternative where the powder is not 
available, it is banned in some States. 
Hard baits such as Baysol® or Defender® 
give moderate protection. Nothing, of 
course, takes the place of nightly inspec- 
tions for pests before retiring. Look for 
Mesurol wettable powder which is also a 
bird repellent. 

While not a major pest, caterpillars can 
sample Masdevallia leaves if nothing else 
is on offer. I recommend Orthene® as a 
broad spectrum insecticide but Carbaryl® 
and other wettable powders, should 
provide good defence. Avoid liquids as 
the petroleum bases of many, can burn 
new growth. 

As the sun rises towards it’s annual 
zenith, shade will need to be applied. 70% 
is the minimum for the South of the conti- 
nent while those under glass in the North 
will require an application of glass house 
paint as well. Don’t be too hasty with the 
application of shade in the south though 
as the really warm and bright weather 
does not NORMALLY arrive until after 
Xmas. December is also a good time to 
think about getting those new seedlings 
out of flask, so that they may stabilise 
before the really hot dry weather arrives. 

Strategy for those areas with extremely 
hot dry Summers should be in place. S.A., 
N.S.W., Q’LAND where it is not humid, 
and W.A. will benefit from water coolers 
while VIC. and TAS. may just stage the 
plants outside and low on the benches, in 
a protected Fernery type situation, with 
misting. 

At this time, air circulation in any posi- 
tion should be noticeable while maximum 
temperatures must not exceed 30.C. with 
25.C. being the ideal. If cultural condi- 
tions are correct, red spider will not be a 
problem. Divisions can now be taken so 
that they establish before the hot weather 
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arrives. To leave this type of propagation 
until mid summer nearly always results in 
the death of those divisions. Six to Ten 
leaves should be the minimum division 
size. Those growers wishing to create 
spectacular specimen plants may repot 
into the next largest container at this time. 
Add extra drainage holes to new pots and 
add stone, to the bottom, as both a crock 
and as balast. I do not recommend the 
addition of slow release fertilisers. 

As the weather warms up, watering may 
be on a daily basis with weak fertiliser 
through a proportioner, being applied one 
or two times per week. Masdevallia and 
the Pleurothallid group are not heavy 
feeders so do not overdo it! 

Look out for thick accumulations of 
mosses and algae atop the moss if this is 
your medium. Remove this growth and 
loosen up the top layer to both aereate 
and allow better water penetration for the 
summer. Relace soggy, dead brown moss, 
with fresh. Do not allow water to remain 
in the centre of new growths as they rot 
off easily during warm weather. | 


Natives 


We are now moving into the peak 
flowering period for Sarcanthinea species 
and hybrids. It is now that we see the 
crystaline white blooms of Sarcochilus 
hartmannii, the reds of S. fitzgeraldii and 
the gold of Rhinerrhiza clivitiflora 
amongst others such as the assorted greens 
and browns of some epiphytic species. 
The hybrids come in an ever increasing 
range of colours — pink, vivid red, icy 
green, mauve and even orange. These can 
be combined in bicoloured flowers. 

Other flowers to be seen at this time 
include Dendrobium fleckeri, Diadae, 
Phaius australis and D. tankervilleae. 
Tropical species including Dendrobium 
docolor, D. canaliculatum and D. rigidum. 
Terrestrials such as Diuris, Calochilus, 
Cryptochilus and Thelymitra will now 
make an appearance. 

Remember that the Sarcs. do not have 
the food reserves of the dens, and if the 
weather gets too hot the flowers may age 
prematurely, so keep up the humidity. 
BUT — if rain or water stays on those 
beautiful white flowers, chances are that 
they will end up covered with the grey 
spots of a Botrytis infection. The chal- 
lenge is to keep the flowers dry while 
providing the necessary moisture. 

Now is the best time of year for 
REPOTTING. Plants are in active growth 
and new shoots should be away on the 
Dendrocoryne species and hybrids: be 
careful not to break them off. Repotting 
now gives the plants time to fill their new 
pots and mix with roots before the heat of 
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summer. Now is also time to get serious 
about FERTILIZING. Use a high nitro- 
gen (N) fertilizer to aid growth. Remeber, 
a little often is the rule — don’t resort to 
massive overdoses if your conscience 
bothers you when you have not ‘fed’ for 
weeks. Plants can’t absorb the nutrients 
and you may just end up souring the pot- 
ting mix with salt build up. Your plants 
will probably be OK anyway. 

With all that lush new growth about, 
PESTS such as caterpillars, snails, slugs, 
crickets, grasshoppers and Dendrobium 
beetles will be around to feast on the smor- 
gasbord. Try to catch and squash before 
resorting to spraying. If you do decide to 
spray use a low toxicity spray and follow 
the instructions to the letter. Do not spray 
on windy days or if the temperature is 
likely to go much over 30°C. 

In the HOTHOUSE ensure that your 
cooling system is working properly. 
Uncover any vents and put the shading in 
place now if you haven’t done so already. 
Take care to meet the changing water needs 
— usually dry winters and wet summers 
for tropical plants — and watch for prob- 
lems which may result from stagnent, wet 
conditions. Problems in-clude fungal and 
bacterial rots which can put a plant back 
a season’s growth if not kill it outright. 
Prevention involves good air movement. 
This can be achieved by opening vents and 
using fans. If you need to spray, ensure 
you have the problem correctly identified 
as treatments tend to be quite specific. 

With all the flowering in recent months 
there is the temptation to grab a toothpick 
or similar device and produce your own 
additions to the orchid world. But is it 
worth it? Unless you have used superior 
parents the results are likely to be average 
at best. Who needs another pale pink 
D. kingianum? Unless you have the space 
to grow on hundreds of the cross the 
chances of getting that stunning show 
winner is slim. You should also consider 
what is to become of all those plants. In 
the case of hybrids (and many species) 
they really should be destroyed. This takes 
a very strong heart after all that effort of 
raising these “babies” to flowering and 
chances are they will be dumped on a sale 
bench somewhere in the hope of getting a 
few dollars. Don’t be totally disallusioned. 
Doing your own breeding can be very 
rewarding and fulfilling. You see your 
own results, you can remake crosses no 
longer available or introduce new genetic 
material. To get good results you should 
use proven breeding stock. You probably 
won’t be able to get your hands on authen- 
tic pieces of the top stud plants, but you 
can buy their progeny. Look for crosses 
with parents that are known to produce top 
results and use them. We are talking about 


particular plants here — clones or cultivars 
— not a hybrid or species. You could 
experiment by introducing other plants 
you feel have something to offer — but 
watch the results carefully. A breeding 
program where you look to work on a 
feature such as colour, size or number of 
flowers or habit can give an aim. (Remem- 
ber ALL these points are important.) 

A good way to get new plants is to buy 
flasks and now is a good time to 
DEFLASK. There are a number of flask 
types available ranging from mini flasks 
with just a few plants to commercial 
flasks crammed with hundreds. Most 
hobbyist flasks have 20 to 30 plants. The 
condition of the plants in the flask is 
important. Flasks should be free of fungal 
infections and the plants healthy. 

Flasks bought by mail order can be 
churned up during shipping and may need 
deflasking immediately you get them. 
Remember that the seedlings are babies 
which have spent all their lives in a very 
protected environment — high humidity, 
no bugs and plenty of feed. The plants 
will need careful handling when 
deflasked. You should wait until they are 
strong enough. They will look like minia- 
tures of their parents. For dens, if possible 
wait until new growths are just starting. 
Hopefully they will put down strong new 
roots and the plant is away. For sarcs, 
look carefully at the root system. Any 
mature looking roots indicate that they are 
ready. Remove plants carefully and be 
sure to wash away ALL traces of agar. 
(Note — the agar medium may differ in 
appearance depending on who prepared it 
and the plants you are buying. The pres- 
ence or absence of charcoal is one major 
difference.) Pot into seedling bark or per- 
lite or a mixture of these or your favourite 
mix. The first few weeks are critical. 
During this time the seedlings must be 
hardened to enable them to survive but, at 
the same time, prevented from dehydrating. 
Many growers create a form of terrarium 
which can be opened to allow the plants 
to adjust to lower humidity. Devices 
include plastic bags, fish tanks, buckets 
and cut-off drink bottles. Community pots 
mean the plants retain the “company” of 
the others and their protection. But they 
make snacking easy for marauding snails 
and you are left with having to separate 
established plants later. Mist the seedlings 
lightly with very dilute fertilizer. As they 
harden, place them in the collection but 
out of really hot, drying conditions at first. 
Expect some losses. Some plants are just 
not strong enough to survive. Sometimes 
even whole crosses won’t grow even 
though the “pod” was large and full of seed. 
Sit back and watch them grow, knowing 
you will get the pick of the batch. B 
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CULTURAL NOTES 


Paphiopedilums 

A little care is necessary during spring 
as the weather can be quite variable. We 
generally have nice warm days and cool 
nights — ideal conditions for paphs. to 
begin their main growth cycle. 

Repotting was covered fairly compre- 
hensively in the notes for July/August, 
however a few points are worthy of 
repetition: 

Paphiopedilums thrive on repotting. 
It should be done every year for best 
results, no matter how happy the plant 
appears or how good the mixture 
looks. You can only see the top of it. 
Don’t overpot. Use a pot which will 
comfortably hold the roots. ‘Squat’ pots 
(height about equal to diameter) are 
best and drainage must be adequate. 
The base of the plant should be just 
below the surface of the mixture. 
‘Wobbly’ plants should be staked. 
Don’t use osmocote. It is just great for 
most orchids but paphs. will not grow 
a good root system when it is used. 

Repotting can be continued throughout 
this period — in fact, right up until about 
mid December, or later if you have effective 
cooling. 

Watering should be done as required. If 
the weather is hot and dry you may need 
to water every couple of days; if cool 
and cloudy, once a week may suffice. It is 
particularly important to water in the 
morning if you possibly can. The object is 
to keep the soil temperature up; you can’t 
achieve this if you water late in the day. 

Fertiliser should be given regularly, 
particularly toward the end of this period. 
It is not too much to water with about half 


strength fertiliser every second or third 
watering. I find it very convenient to use a 
‘Hyponex siphon mixer’, which plugs in 
at the tap end of the hose and sucks the 
concentrated fertiliser out of a 20 litre 
bucket. These are cheap and foolproof but 
they won’t work against a lot of back 
pressure; I use a ‘Gardenia’ water breaker, 
screwed well out, on the end of a 20 metre 
hose and have no trouble. 

I have always used Aquasol, supple- 
mented with extra iron, a bit of magnesium 
now and then and Nitrosol which, apart 
from its value as a fertiliser, I believe acts 
as a wetting agent. Whilst I never really 
measure anything, the proportions are 
probably about: 2 teaspoons of Aquasol, 
1 teaspoon of Nitrosol, a pinch of Iron 
Chelate and a few pinches of Epsom Salts 
all dissolved in about 20 litres of water. 
This is pretty weak, but I use it frequently. 

About the only pests which trouble 
paphs. are scale and mealy bug. These 
become active around early November 
and it is not a bad idea to spray the collec- 
tion during this month as a preventive 
measure. Malascale will clean these up 
fairly effectively. If you feel really heroic, 
Supracide is very effective. Whatever you 
use, take the appropriate precautions 
otherwise you may clean up the family 
dog, or even yourself. a 


Phalaenopsis 


Watering: Water on the mornings every 
second day. If weather really starts to 
warm up then water daily. Damp down 
floor every day. 

Light: Shade should be increased to 
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90% until after the end of summer. 

Fertiliser: Fertilise weekly alternating 
between 

— High nitrogen (Campbells B, Aqua 
Feed, etc.) 

— Foliar/Trace Elements (Wuxall) 

— Organic (Fish Emulsion, Nitrosol, 
Maxicrop) 

— Phostrogen. 

Pest Control: Fungicide every 6 weeks 
with Ridomil MZ WP, Daconil, or 
Mancozeb with Benlate W.P. 

Use Diazanon or Pyrethrum every 4 
weeks to control insect pests. 

Keep a particular watch for mites and use 
amiticide as necessary. Good air circulation 
is essential to prevent fungal rots. |

Watering: Water daily. Keep the root 
system moist with additional misting if 
necessary. 

Light: Strap leaf vandas and ascocendas 
need 50 to 70% shade. Terete and semi- 
terete between 30 and 50%. 

Fertiliser: Fertilise weekly alternating 
over a 4 weekly period

bells B or Aqua Feed)

Barney Greer answers some of the questions people ask about 


growing and flowering Stanhopeas

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culture is, “What’s the best compost to grow them in?” On 
the evidence, a fair answer seems to be that it doesn’t matter 
two hoots. 

I’ve seen Stanhopeas doing very well in Cymbidium compost. 
Some first-rate growers use nothing but Sphagnum, as early 
English and American growers were doing a century ago. An 
English visitor told me, the other day, that he grows his 
Stanhopeas in a mix of bark, white pumice and charcoal. For 
years I basketed my Stanhopeas in straight, seedling-size fir 
bark. Other years I have relied on a mix of Cattleya-size bark 
and Cymbid. compost. And I’ve heard of an Australian 
enthusiast who grows his Stanhopeas successfully in nothing 
but old horse manure, “and he never needs to fertilise”. 

Currrently my plants are going into Werner Deisel’s 
“miscellaneous mix” because I have it on hand, although, with 
this season’s super-dry conditions, I sometimes add a handful of 
Cymbid. compost or mix in some Sphagnum. Ideally, of course, 
one should stay with one unchanged medium to keep drainage 
and moisture levels constant, but which growing medium you 
use is clearly not vital. 

KEEP IN MIND how Stanhopeas live in the wild. They grow 
not only in branches or in crotches of trees, but also on sloping 
rocks on the faces of Andean ravines and on the steep edges of 
road cuttings. Fast drainage is an essential part of their existence. 

THE BUSINESS OF BASKETS. The commonly-used wire 
basket may not be elegant but it’s hard to beat. The slatted 
wooden basket looks better but Stanhopeas, although beautiful, 
are not very bright. They are very likely to direct the emerging 
flower-spear straight into one of those wooden slats so that it 
never finds its way out. 

LINING the basket. I have always used paper bark for lining 
and it works pretty well. I’m told that coconut fibre is a good 
alternative so long as you don’t mind the birds plundering it, but 
stay clear of the commercial coconut liners bonded with plastic. 
One minor problem with paper bark is that the bottom area tends 
to rot away in a year or so, letting the compost fall out. One is 
then tempted to use a thicker layer of bark next time. Be wary 
of this. That thicker layer can easily become a fertiliser-sogged 
lump that is most unhealthy for roots. 

I suggest making sure that the drainage is ample by using 
polyurethane pebbles or larger bark chips as a bottom layer of 
the growing mix and then making several holes through the 
bottom of the paper bark so that when the plant is hosed you see 
streams of water gushing out like a shower. 

To preserve that bottom layer of paper bark, on Chris Arnott’s 
advice, I’ve lately been putting a circular piece of wide-gauge 
“Gutterguard” mesh (about five inches across) between the bark 
and the bottom of the basket. This works well. 

Roger Kramer’s method, using nothing but Sphagnum, is to 
line the wire basket with newspaper, four sheets thick. Then in 
goes the plant cradled in the Sphagnum. He tells me the paper 
goes grey and loses its raw look in a short time. The roots (very 
vigorous in the moss) quickly make a network in and through the 
paper. And the flower spears, of course, come through with ease. 

By the way, whatever potting medium you use, make sure the 
plant is not wobbling in the basket. Tie a leaf or two to the wire 
hangers for support. Sometimes I also use Twistie wire to tie the 
newly-planted division steady in the basket. 


) Fics the most frequent question asked about Stanhopea 


FUN WITH FLOWER-SPEARS 
Flower spears come from the most mature active bulbs and 
will usually emerge through the side or the bottom of the basket, 
but quite a few species like the completely hornless S. ecornuta, 
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Top left: These Stanhopeas grow outside all year round in a sheltered 
position at Collaroy, NSW facing North-east. In Winter, they get light shading 
only from the frangipani (then leafless) and a little extra shading from nearby 
garden trees. Below left: Stanhopea nigroviolacea has been growing here on 
a stringbark tree for many years. Roots spread for about a metre. 


also S. pulla, S. cirrhata and S. candida, send out their flower- 
spears sideways across the top of the compost. These are vey 
likely to run straight into the top wires of the basket and commit 
suicide. So watch for them and use pliers to bend obstructing 
wires out of the way. 

Watch out also for the flower-spear that comes out sideways 
and then wants to dive down and lose itself in the depths of the 
compost. A good ploy is to scoop away a little compost so you 
can slide a plastic tag under the emerging flower-spear and thus 
help it to slide out the easy way. 

DRAINAGE: Since drainage is so important, why not grow 
Stanhopeas on vertical bark slabs or rafts or even in trees? 
Indeed, why not. I have been growing a gnarled old plant of S. 
nigroviolacea for at least fifteen years in the crotch of a stringy- 
barked eucalypt outside our kitchen window. (see picture). At 
first the bulbs battled away, yellow and tough, but the plant 
flowered well. It has now completely adjusted and flowers 
freely each year on both the morning-sun side and the 
afternoon-sun side of the tree. 

BARK SLABS: Stanhopeas will certainly grow and flower 
on bark slabs or rafts but my experience has been that the plants 
are happier and the bulbs more robust growing in baskets with 
their roots kept cool and moist in the compost. Plants on slabs 
will obviously need more frequent watering. 

FERTILISER: For all orchids, I use a very weak solution of 
whatever I have, with practically every watering. Lately I have 
moved towards organics of the fish emulsion or Garden Party 
kind because, in some cases, I’m using an ad-mixture of 
Sphagnum which doesn’t react well to fertilising salts. 

TIME TO RE-BASKET? Re-basketing is best done about 
every second year before the new crop of roots develops but 
when the fresh growths have started to grow. Although large 
specimen plants can be dramatic, plants divided into pieces to 
fit six inch or eight inch baskets usually grow and flower just as 
well or better and are easier to handle. In fact, some of the rarer 
species which have been reluctant to flower have often burst 
into bloom for me just after being divided and re-basketed. 

NOTE: Don’t be in too much of a hurry to rush Stanhopea 
seedlings or very small divisions into baskets. While the plants 
are small and tender they seem to do better in the moister 
environment of a pot. Basket them when they have made 
substantial bulbs, are growing well in, say, a four inch pot and 
are moving towards flowering size. 

SOME LIKE IT HOT: In Sydney, the most frequently grown 
Stanhopeas flower happily in Cymbidium conditions. These 
include S. nigroviolacea, S. tigrina, S. wardii, S. oculata, 
S. graveolens, S. embreei, S. hernandezii, §. pozoi. Our garden 
climate suits them well. 

More tropical species, like S. tricornis, S. ecornuta, S. connata, 
S. cirrhata, S. pulla, S. candida and S. reichenbachiana appreciate 
warm humid glasshouse conditions in the colder months but will 
enjoy growing outside in the fresh air of the garden in Summer. 
Give them a session of hanging in the flickering sun-and-shade 
of a frangipani tree. They love it. 

NOTE THE PICTURE of the plants hanging in rows. These 
plants are protected by our house and face north-east towards 
the ocean. They have grown there right through two winters 
shaded only by odd cast shadows from the naked branches of a 
large frangipani tree and branches of other more distant trees. 


S. jenischiana, from Ecuador and Colombia, needs a decided rest in Winter, after the pseudobulbs 
have matured. 


They include, S. florida, S. maculosa, S. deltoidea, S. platyceras and S. ospinae. 

Because they are precious I had been keeping them in the warm glasshouse in Winter. They have grown better 
and flowered better out there where the breezes blow. But extra watering care is needed to be sure the plants 
don’t dry out. 

THE GOOD SENSE OF SELFING: You can amuse yourself by making odd hybrid crossings of Stanhopeas 
but why do it? You won’t invent anything more fantastic than what exists already. The varied and exciting 
Stanhopea species (many of them rare and endangered) are now absurdly expensive to import but are not very 
difficult to “self”. So if you have one of the rarer Stanhopeas do civilisation a good turn by coaxing a pod onto it 
and someone will surely flask the results for you. 

NOTE: When you have captured the pollinia on the end of the toothpick, it’s a good idea to wait for about two 
hours before sliding the pollen into the stigma. The action is a little bit tricky, but persevere and you’ ll succeed. 
From there on, watching the pod fatten and ripen is exciting. Reckon on seven to eight months waiting and 
watching, then harvest the pod before it bursts open. The resulting flasked seedlings will be worth a fortune. 
Well, a small fortune. In theory. |

Orchids we soon learned that 

not many growers were successful at 

flowering them, so we set out to find a 

simple way to do this and at the same 

time produce flowers comparable to those 
pictured in Yamamoto’s catalogue. 

After corresponding with the master 
grower himself, Mr Jiro Yamamato in 
Japan, and then studying whatever 
literature was available on the species in 
their natural habitat and making some 
adjustment for our changed geography, 
we settled on a system that worked for us. 
Some of the species used in producing the 
modern hybrids are Dendrobium nobile 
growing in cooler areas of India, D. 
signatum from Thailand, D. discolor 
growing in tropical Queensland and 
D. phalaenopsis growing in tropical Asia. 
That was some ten years ago and that 
same regime is still working with little 
alteration. A lot of other growers are now 
successful, even more so than we are, using 
our method with their own variations. 
These variations are necessary because of 
location, compost and the grower. 

Possibly the most important point for 
good culture is in understanding that this 
orchid (Soft Cane Dendrobium) has a 
definite growing period, followed by a 

= resting one. Any disturbance to this natural 
Den. Super Star ‘Dandy’. cycle would cause the flowering to suffer.

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When flowering occurs in the Spring 
the new growth begins either at the same 
time or shortly afterwards. The new 
growth should be allowed to develop at a 
slow rate for a short time before fertilizing 
begins. In our climate, we start in early 
November, because this time of the year 
corresponds roughly with the onset of 
the monsoon season where the species 
originates. We continue right through 
Summer (wet season) and finish about mid 
March. Other growers vary these times 
somewhat, but the basics are the same, 
during the hot part of the year. 

Our best results came from using a so 
called low nitrogen fertilizer for growing, 
that is one with an N.P.K. rating of 
11:13:16. Campbells yellow or one of 
Peters are our choice. Higher nirtogen 
concentrations may give taller canes but 
results in poor flowering, while poultry 
manures, even pelletised, tend to clog up 
the mix and drainage, causing root rot. 

Our most controversial recommendations 
are about watering. Nearly all the literature 
on Soft Cane Dendrobiums says not to 
water during Winter months. We have 
found this to be incorrect. Watering 
should be reduced at that time but should 
not be stopped completely, in fact we find 
that we must water our plants, more than 
once a week, even in July to prevent canes 
shrivelling. Information along these lines 
was known to the best growers more than 
acentury ago. A quote from James Veitch’s, 
“A Manual of Orchidaceous Plants Vol. I” 
says (‘Thus, in the Winter months, when 
the plants are at rest, water should be 
given only often enough to keep the 
compost and surface moist, and prevent 
the latest formed stems from shrivelling’). 

As flowers develop, they add greatly 
to the overall weight of the plant and that 
extra weight is almost all water. So it is 
obvious that watering should be increased 
at that time and continue right through 
the growing season, only reducing the 
procedure after fertilizing is stopped in 
the Autumn. 

It is almost impossible to overwater 
during the growing season. Being bred 
from species from monsoonal regions, 
where it rains almost daily, with humidity 
at saturation point. We water several times 
a day if the weather is hot and dry. 

Light levels are important. We grow all 
of our plants under 30% shadecloth all 
year round. More shade in Summer would 
not do any harm, but full sun from April 
onwards, during the Winter, would help 
to produce more flowers. Plants can be 
grown outside till buds begin to develop 
or there is danger of frosts. 

Sometimes Soft Cane Dendrobiums 
disappoint the grower by producing 
Keikis (side shoots) instead of flowers, 
and there can be several causes for this. 
Three main causes are: 

(1) If roots are damaged, Keikis will 
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appear quickly. These will be distinctive 
in that they will develop roots while 
the new plantlet is still very small, 
giving the plant a new root system to 
replace the damaged one. 

(2) If fertilizer is applied while the plant is 
resting or wanting to flower, Keikis 
will replace flowers from some or all 
of the nodes that would normally be 
your Spring show. These new plantlets 
will not grow roots for quite a while 
as the nutrients coming through the 
main root system is all they require. 

(3) Plants that are grown in too much shade 

will often produce flowers and Keikis 

at the same time. New plants will 
develop normally with balanced growth. 


In addition to these three, anything that 
places the plant under stress can do 
damage too — such as withholding water 
for long periods so as to cause the canes to 
shrivel. Keikis are Soft Cane Dendrobiums 
first line of defence for survival and 
anything that threatens the well being of 
the main plant will result in this form of 
regeneration. 

As with all orchids, the growing and 
flowering of Soft Cane Dendrobiums 
depend on the balance of water, light and 
fertilizer. a

ot since 1957, when the Second 

World Orchid Conference was 

held in Honolulu has there been 
such a large gathering of orchid enthu- 
siasts to participate in the 55th Annual 
Orchid, Plant and flower Show held on 
13-16 October, 1994, and staged by the 
Honolulu Orchid Society Inc. with its 
theme “Hawaiian Fantasy”. 

The Honolulu Orchid Society Inc was 
also host to The American Orchid Society, 
(who were holding their Trustee’s Meet- 
ing), The Pluerothallid Alliance, The Inter- 
national Phalaenopsis Alliance, The Orchid 
Digest Corporation and The Orchid Badge 
Club International. 

Throughout the four days The Ala 
Moana Hotel which was the Conference 
Hotel and The Neal Blaisdell Centre and 
Exhibition Hall was a hive of activity. 
A very comprehensive set of lectures 
were arranged by The Honolulu Orchid 
Society, The Pluerothallid Alliance and 
The International Phalaenopsis Alliance. 
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Speakers included Dr Hauyuki Kamemoto 
and Dr Adelheid Kuehnle on “Breeding 
Research on Dendrobiums at The Univer- 
sity of Hawaii”, Francisco Miranda spoke 
on “Brazilian Cattleyas and Laelias” 
followed by the ever popular Milton 
Carpenter on “The Warm Growing Milto- 
nia Alliance and Cymbidiums”. Several 
prominent speakers from the specialised 
Groups made presentations — “Recent 
Trends in Masdevallia Hybridising” by 
Gerardus Staal, “Warm Growing Pleuro- 
thallids and Heat Stress” by William 
Rhodehammel. From The Phalaenop- 
sis Alliance H.P. Horton’s presentation 
“Continuing the Search for Red 
Phalaenopsis” and “The Three Muske- 
teers of Phalaenopsis” by Jose Exposito, 
were few of the many presentations 
throughout the 2 day lecture programme. 

The Neal Blaisdell Centre and Exhibi- 
tion Hall, about three kilometres from the 
Hotel was well served by a shuttle bus. 
The Hall is an excellent venue which 


permitted the exhibitors an abundance of 
room for their large landscaped displays. 
It also had very good vehicle access to the 
Hall during set up time. The landscaped 
displays by the Societies and Commercial 
Growers were well presented and visible 
through 360 degrees. The vibrant colours 
of the Cattleyas, Dendrobiums, Vandas 
and many other genera enhanced the 
displays that were planned and executed 
with water and waterfalls adding to soften 
the displays. There were two sessions of 
Judging. In the forenoon The Honolulu 
Orchid Society conducted its Award and 
Trophy Judging whilst The American 
Orchid Society conducted Award Judging 
in the afternoon. The Honolulu Orchid 
Society granted its 19 Merit Awards 
(15 Awards of Merit; 3 Certificates of 
Recognition and 1 Certificate of Cultural 
Merit) The American Orchid Society 
granted 19 Awards (8 Awards of Merit; 
10 Highly Commended Certificates and 
1 Judges Certificate). 
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The Governor’s Trophy for the Best 
in the Show was awarded to Richard 
Takafuji of Orchid Centre for his magnif- 
icent specimen plant of Aer. lawrenceae 
which carried 37 visible spikes plus many 
more concealed behind the line of vision. 
It also received awards for the Best 
Flowering Specimen plant and Best 
Species Orchid. It also received from the 
Honolulu Orchid Society Judging Panel 
and Award of Merit (82.0 points) and a 
Certificate of Cultural Commendation 
(87.6 points). The American Orchid Soci- 
ety Judging panel rewarded the plant with 
an Award of Merit (82.0 points). The best 
Cattleya of the Show was awarded to Pot. 
Sally Taylor ‘Red’ HCC/AOS whilst the 
Kagawa Trophy for the Best Strap Leaf 
Vanda was won by Richard Takafuji with 
Vanda Pat Delight AM/HOS. The Best 
Landscaped Display for The Mayor’s 
Trophy was won by Carmela Orchids. 
Carmela Orchids also won Best Display 
by a Commercial Grower. A feature of 
the display by Carmela Orchids was an 
area set aside by Sheldon Takasaki (part- 
ner of Carmela Orchids). It was dedicated 
to “Mum and Dad for fifty years service 
to orchids” and this was set amidst a host 
of Onc. Gower Ramsay a lovely gesture 
to an organisation that has reached great 
heights from very humble beginnings. 

The Show Preview and Reception was 
well attended and it was time to renew old 
friendships and make new ones. Many 
orchid stories were told and re-told and it 
was not long before it was 6.00 pm and 
the gates were opened to the public that 
had been queueing outside thronged into 
the Centre with its Ooos! and Ahs! 

On Friday 14th October Registrants 
and friends gathered in the Hibiscus 
Room of the Ala Moana Hotel for the 
Hawaiian Luau — complete with Hawaiian 
entertainment and leis — an evening spent 
with much wining and dining. During the 
course of the evening the President of The 
American Orchid Society, Don Herman 
conferred its Award for Scientific 
Research on Dr Yoneo Sagawa, Professor 
of Agriculture at The University of 
Hawaii. Dr Sagawa is also the Editor of 
“Na Okika O Hawaii” (Hawaii Orchid 
Journal) — a position he has held since 
1972 when the Honolulu Orchid Society 
and Pacific Orchid Society merged their 
quarterly Publications. 

The following night was the seven 
course Chinese Banquet, and this got off 
to a very sedate evening, but after par- 
taking of a sumptuous meal the evening 
got down to formalities. The Honolulu 
Orchid Society wishing to acknowledge 
those who had contributed to a very 
successful Conference and Show. It was 
left to the “Great Orchid Ambassador” Ben 
Kodama to set the mood to what turned 
out to be a very enjoyable and hilarious 
evening — this was Ben at his best — an

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Oscar winning performance! Presentations 
were made to all the Presidents of all par- 
ticipating groups and to the numerous 
guest speakers.

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Sterile Seed Sowing — 
You Can Do It, Too! 


Text and photography by Patrick Wu 


any orchid growers long for 

their own hybrids. The method 

of pollination is not a secret any 

longer, but problems arise as they try to 

sow their own seed. Although there are 

many laboratories around that provide 

services, it is much more interesting and 
rewarding to do the job yourself. 

Sterile seed sowing is a simple process. 

You need no special skills or equipment 

except that which you can make yourself 


or can be found in the kitchen. 

There are two set ups I find effective 
as well as economical. Of the first and 
simplest, the only requirement is a pan of 
steadily boiling water with the steam 
providing a sterile working area. The dis- 
advantage of this method is that all work 
must be done over the steam, which can 
be quite hard if you are sowing the green 
pods, for you would have to hold a flask, 
a pod, and a pair of tweezers by both

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hands and scratch the seeds into the flask 
at the same time. This is hard work, I 
assure you. I have lost many pods in the 
hot water myself! It would be a lot easier 
if can find a partner to hold the flask 
for you. 

The second set up requires more equip- 
ment, and is suitable for people who want 
to do their sowing more frequently. It 
requires a sowing case that is made from 
planks of wood. The spaces between 
the wood are covered with clear plastic, 
allowing light coming through, as shown 
in the photo. Spray the inside of the case 
thoroughly with 25% household bleach 
solution 20 minutes before sowing, and 
this should provide a sterile working 
space. To reduce the chance of contami- 
nation, an ultra-violet lamp can be fitted 
inside the case, which is turned on before 
the sowing process, but this is not essen- 
tial. A methylated spirit lamp also would 
be helpful. It can be burning during the 
sowing process to sterilise the metallic 
equipment and the mouth of the glass 
flasks. Be careful not to burn your hands! 

It would be wise to wear gloves as it 
cuts down the chance of contamination 
significantly. All equipment must be 
sterilised over the fire or with 5% bleach 
solution before using. If you choose to 
use the first set up, do not breathe out too 
hard as you may spoil the sterile condition. 
This problem, however, can be modified 
by wearing a mask. 

You can choose to either mix your own 
media or buy the ready-made. Any clear 
and colourless glass containers can be 
used, preferably with lids or stoppers; 
otherwise seal the mouth with two sheets 
of sterilised aluminium foil. 

For beginners, I recommend green pod 
seed sowing as it simplifies the process of 
sterilisation. Burn the hair off the pod if 
there is any, then soak it in a 50% bleach 
solution for ten minutes. You can reduce 
the concentration of bleach solution to 
20% once you have gained the experi- 
ence. Rinse the pod with sterile water. Cut 
the pod into halves with a sharp knife then 
sow the seeds. The seeds do not need to 
be sterilised again. If you are using ripened 
seeds, sterilise them with a 15% bleach 
solution for eight minutes before sowing. 
Leave the flasks on the windowsill, or ina 
temperature-controlled cabinet if available. 
The ideal temperature for germination is 
around 20-25°C, but in an ordinary house 
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a temperature between 15-30°C will not 
do any harm. If everything goes according 
to plans, the seeds will start germinating 
within a week to several months, depend- 
ing on the genus and parentage. Remove 
any contaminated flasks. 

Orchid seed sowing is just that easy. 
You do not need to be an expert or profes- 
sional to achieve a good result. For all 
who have the enthusiasm, I wish you all 
the best! O

s holiday time approaches one 
/\ must start to prepare for the 
4 MA welfare of your orchid collection. 
If you are only going away for a short 
time the orchids will survive very well. 
With holiday breaks of over a week one 
must rely on friends or neighbours to 
water for you. 

Well, what do we do? At least three 
weeks before going away show your chief 
helper what plants need more water, those 
that only need misting and most impor- 
tantly tell and show your helper where the 
hoses and taps are! 

Next check all plants for pests and 
diseases. Check for spots on leaves, make 
sure all bulbs are firm and hard. If there 
is no evidence of insect pests, and that 
includes scale, no spraying will be neces- 
sary. Fungal infection can come at any 
time so it is good insurance to apply a 
protective fungicide to your plants. Spray 
your plants thoroughly all over. That 
includes the upper and lower sides of 
the leaves. MANCOZEB® mixed with 
BOND® makes a very good combination. 
Spray now and again just before you go 
away. If you have cymbidiums and you 
get a little bulb rot, it is a good idea to 
apply some RIDOMIL G50® granules 
around the top of the pots. This product is 
systemic and will protect your plants for 
some time. 

Remember that small pots dry out 
faster than large pots. Place all the small 
pots together and place these pots in 
saucers. The water in the saucers will 
keep the humidity up. It will also be easier 
for your helper to water your plants if they 
are segregated. Top dress your plants with 
sphagnum. The New Zealand pelletised 
sphagnum is better as it will not grow. 
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by Alan Merriman 


Once the pots are moist the Sphagnum 
will help control water loss. 

If you are still concerned about water 
loss and heat wave conditions while you 
are away you can apply ENVY® to your 
plants. This will stop a lot of transpiration 
loss from your plants. In other words your 
plants will not need as much moisture as 
the water loss through the leaves will be 
minimal. The product also helps sun burn. 

Make sure the shading on your glass 
house or tunnel is adequate and your 
shade cloth on your growing house is in 
good condition. 

You may place some wood shavings or 
sawdust under the benches to absorb 
moisture. A layer of about 50mm is ideal. 

Give your plants a good soak three

days before you go away and again the 
day before you go. Last of all give your 
friend a contact phone number of 
an orchid grower who could help if a 
problem arises. 

Well have a good holiday and enjoy 
your orchids when you return.

Townsville Orchid 
Study Group 


A orchid group has been founded 
in Townsville. The photo shows the 
stragglers after the third meeting. It was 
decided, a bit late, to take a photograph. 
This group is made up of interested 
persons incuding members of all the 
orchid societies in Townsville and so far 
has had the support of these groups. In 
particular I would like to thank the 
Townsville Orchid and Allied Plants for 
their unreserved publicity of our activities 
in their monthly magazine. The study 
group is non aligned with other groups 
and is filling a void apparent with these 
groups. 

The Townsville Orchid Study Group 
has no office bearers, handles no money 
and the only topics discussed relate to 
orchids. The co-ordinator and the meeting 
place varies from month to month. So far 
five persons have come forward and 
offered their services so it will not become 
a one man show. The plants brought along 
are species and plants with a species in 
the immediate parentage. An exceptional 
first flowering of an advanced cross if it is 
new and exciting would be well received. 
This fills the void for the species enthusiast 
and the orchid breeder that I mentioned 
above. The meeting is generally held on 
the fourth Sunday of the month and starts 
at one thirty with members talking about 
their own plants. The shy ones only have 
to smile and that is not so difficult. Every- 
one can now contribute. Discussion time 
follows and is chaired by an experienced 
grower to prevent the ramming home of a 
personal bias (well, we try anyway). 

Currently we have the luxury of three 
scientists attending, all of whom are 
doing orchid research. Whenever possible 
they are asked to advise if research is 
known to them on a particular discussion 
point and often can put old biases to rest. I 
am one of these and am often sitting there 
biting my lip, realising everyone’s opin- 
ion must be respected. I am relieved when 
someone asks, “Is there any scientific evi- 
dence to support this?”. The discussion 
sessions are extremely popular with 
newer growers and it would appear we are 
becoming a cradle for orchid society 
membership as we are attracting a lot of 
people previously not found in orchid cir- 
cles. Once we stop doing this I think we 
would cease to exist. One of the reasons

for starting the group was to use it as a 
testing ground for the species cranks, to 
see if there was enough support for the 
formation of a species group. At this stage 
this is not likely to happen. This talk ses- 
sion is then followed by a discussion on 
the prearranged theme for the month. 
Experts can be invited not to lecture but to 
chair discussion and field questions. The 
next session, the technical session for the 
advanced growers, is held just before or 
during afternoon tea depending on the 
difficulty level. For instance the genetic 
session was held during tea as this was 
quite complex and delivered by a specialist 
in one genus. Summarising, I would say it 
is simply a meeting of friends who enjoy 
each others company and have a lot in 
common to talk about. People come along 
knowing they are going to enjoy them- 
selves either through the stimulation of 
thinking or just to enjoy the excellent 
afternoon teas. 

The group was kicked off by Terry 
Howard (species) and myself (hybridis- 
ing), about July 1994 so it is early days 
yet, but the membership has quickly 
reached the fifty mark. Terry deserted us 
and now lives in Adelaide so I guess 
something similar may start there pretty 
soon. Peter Sourrys has taken over pro- 


moting species. I know Terry enjoyed 
the first couple of meetings he attended. 
Guess he is grinning and saying, “I left 
him holding the bag”. Anyone knowing 
Terry would know just how big that grin 
would be. Pat Ring who seems to have 
adopted all the new growers has filled 
your shoes Terry, but we would like to see 
you back or hear if you have got a group 
of Mexicans together. That is our north- 
ern slang for people living south of the 
(Qld.) border. 

This may give other growers ideas 
and I would like to hear about successful 
activities of similar groups. Probably an 
indication of our success is that two of our 
members L. and J. Byersdorf (I won’t go 
into why I have not given their full names, 
or I might be called a sexist) regularly 
do a four hour drive to attend our two 
hour meeting and there is talk of others 
coming, as well as visits between kindred 
groups. Since the group has started I have 
been asked to talk at Ingham, Charters 
Towers and Tully which supports my 
belief that there is a thirst for knowledge 
and more technical information which 
a group like this is all about. The word 
appears to be out and is getting a favour-

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Thoughts and Observations on Red 
Spotted Dendrobium speciosum 


ver the past few years there has 

been a lot of talk about plants of 
Dendrobium speciosum that have varying 
amounts of red markings on the floral 
segments. During this time I have 
observed many of these plants and 
spoken at length with many experienced 
growers about this phenomenon, and feel 
confident enough now to make public my 
thoughts on this matter, however I must 
stress at this point that they are just that, 
my thoughts and growers of plants of this 
type should wait for conclusive evidence 
before deciding what they should do with 
these plants.. 

I strongly respect that this phenomenon 
is caused by the present of an as yet 
unidentified virus which is infecting these 
plants. My reasons for thinking this are 
as follows: 

1. All the subject plants that I have seen 
are poor performers, rarely flowering well 
and usually exhibit smaller than normal 
flowers on small twisted spikes. The 
flower count is also usually much lower 
than one would expect. Further, many of 
these plants have mutated flowers on 
these spikes. It does appear that this 
phenomenon moves through the plant 
relatively slowly and it is possible a plant 
may only show these symptoms on the 
spikes of older bulbs whilst the spikes on 
new growth sections do not. I would 
suggest that such plants have not been 
infected for very long. 

2. Most of the subject plants are poor 
growers and suffer more problems from 
fungal infections in the roots as well as 
the leaves, possibly due to a weakened 
immune system caused by the virus. The 
new growths on such plants often show 
chlorophyll.deficient sections randomly 
distributed. This is most observable when 
these growths are immature. At this 
young stage the leaves look like they are 
variegated, however it is often hard to 
spot. This type of symptom is common in 
other virus infected plants. 

3. One of the most convincing pieces of 
evidence is that there are some collections 
around, where these plants are present, 
within this phenomenon has spread to 
other plants of Dendrobium speciosum, 
which have been in cultivation for many 
years but only recently started flowering 
with red markings on the flowers. These 
collections are often neglected and suffer 
from aphid infestation and I strongly 
suspect that they may be one of the 
vectors. It makes me suspicious when

only a few years ago red spotted 
Dendrobium speciosum was unheard of, 
now however many growers are saying 
that they have more and more of them 
showing up in their collections each year. 
If this is a virus then it spreads quite 
quickly under the right conditions. 

Although no conclusive evidence that 
this phenomenon is a virus exists at 
present, I personally am convinced that it 
is and I am not alone in this thinking. I 
therefore hope other lovers of our native 
orchids will listen and take extreme care 
when handling these plants until an 
answer can be given by those currently 
carrying out tests on some of these plants. 
In the meantime I would recommend that 
growers take the following advice: 

a. Isolate these plants from all your 
other plants. 

b. Insure that these plants don’t become 
pest infected as they may spread it to 
your other plants. 

c. Don’t cut any part of these plants 
unless all your implements and your 
working area is thoroughly sterilized 
after being in contact with them. Don’t 
forget to wash your hands. 

d. Don’t reuse anything that has been 


in contact with these plants, such as pots, 
tags, compost etc. as they can also spread 
virus to the next plant they contact. 

e. Don’t trade or sell these plants as you 
may be the cause of the further spread of 
this problem. It is not fair to sell these 
plants to unsuspecting beginners. 

f. If you have purchased seedlings from 
plants exhibiting these symptoms they 
may not be infected if the breeder used 
dry seed and not a green pod. There is 
strong evidence that most of the seedlings 
from a normal dry seed pod will normally 
not carry a virus, even if the parents were 
infected, however this is not a 100% 
guarantee, so these should also be isolated. 
If ultimately the seedling flowers normal 
colour then it is probably clean. If it 
flowers with the red spots then I would 
be very careful with it until final results 
are published. 

If this proves to be a virus then we will 
all need to work together to halt its spread 
so that this most magnificent species can 
be saved. Remember to be fore warned is 
to be fore armed! |

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around growing and flowering 
orchids. In keeping with previous 
volumes we find articles on orchids of 
other countries. A piece on Costa Rica, 
often considered the most orchid-rich 
country in the world, gives information 
on the composition and distribution of 
the orchid flora. The author mentions a 
figure of around 1000 species, and a 
current comparison would be interesting. 
D. A. Herbert from Brisbane, sometime 
Professor of Botany at Queensland 
University, contributed a paper on the 
orchids of the Philippines, in which he 
tells us that the Archipelargo boasts 
more species of orchids (approximately 
1000) than of grasses, and goes on to 
discuss the main groups of interest 
to growers. E. P. Firth from Kenya 
continues his series on east African 
orchids with a note on Cyrtorchis. 

Slippers were as popular then as 
now, judging by the pages devoted to 
their culture. The genus name Paphio- 
pedilum was just coming into use, soon 
to replace Cypripedium for the tropical 
Asiatic species. The history of some 
early hybridising makes interesting 
reading. The name Mr F. C. Puddles 
reminds us that some of his hybrids 
are still at the top on the show bench. 

Three separate articles on Lycaste 
testify to the popularity of this genus. 
L. skinneri remains one of the 
most commonly grown orchids, and 
L. aromatica is almost as popular; 
however I have the impression that 
more species were commonly grown 
then than is the case today. 

Other genera obviously popular as 
they earned a mention in some depth 
were Miltonia and Vanda. 

In this volume appears another 
article from E. Cooper of St. Albans, 
who had been asked to comment on 
the non-flowering of cymbidiums. He 
puts forward as the usual cause, that 
flowers are left too long on the plant; 
this delays the new growths which then 
cannot produce the new spikes. His 
solution is to cut spikes as soon as the 
last flower appears. His other comments 
include: avoid over-feeding, remember 
that these plants will not flower unless 
they have enough sun while extreme 
exposure to sunlight will stunt the 
flowering, and above all, study your 
plants, in particular the flowering 
characteristics of the parents.

A two-part offering from J. Murray 
Cox sets out to explain some natural 
phenomena relating to plants and how 
these can be utilised by the grower. 
Having discussed capillarity and 
osmosis he explains how important 
these principles are in nutrition using 
liquid manures. The correct use of 
liquid manures, together with the 
provision of adequate air and light, will 
accelerate growth and improve both 
quantity and quality of flowering. 

That veteran contributor, Dr C. A. 
Jaede of Mascot, NSW, submitted a 
paper that takes us to task for expecting 
too much of our plants. It is often a 
good thing to look at oneself in the 
mirror and the following quote from 
his article still holds good in principle: 

Actually, if one did not take so much 
for granted, and quietly reflected upon 
our extreme optimism in attempting 
to cultivate these plants in such 
artificial surroundings, we would 
begin to appreciate the extraordinary 


hardiness and adaptability of this class 
of the vegetable kingdom. The greater 
number of the better known varieties 
are epiphytic in type, hanging to 
trees, or else attached to them often in 
hollows between branches. For aeons 
past they have grown in that particular 
locality, probably certain varieties 
always attaching themselves to the 
same type of tree with clean, fresh and 
pure air and plenty of it, seasons more 
or less regular, especially in regard to 
rainfall. And the desire of these has 
been in-bred into the plant for probably 
millions of years. Then comes man, 
who rudely tears the plant from the tree 
and sends it for a long, dry journey to 
a climate totally unlike that of its home; 
here it may remain for some time in a 
dealer’s house awaiting a purchaser; 
often months after it has been plucked 
from its original site, that time may 
arise when it at last is about to be placed 
in some strange and, to it, foreign 
substance, in which it is optimistically 


expected to flourish. The wonder of it 
is, that so many do in some fashion 
grow and flower; the compost in which 
they are placed is something to which 
they are unaccustomed; its pH is 
incorrect, it possesses no peculiar 
fungus, nor does water run down to its 
roots, such water holding in solution 
substances which are probably food to 
the orchid. 

Can any reader enlighten me as to 
who Inez Dickinson Cutter was? In 
this volume she writes a charming 
description of the orchids at Chelsea, 
using her splendid command of 
English to give form to the fantasies 
that our orchids so often implant into 
our minds. Her note is reprinted here 
in full.

There were Orchid lasses 
on a country holiday dressed in homely, pat- 
terned fabrics, and grand Orchid ladies in all 
the richness of velvet and plumes, and the dain- 
tiness of frills and fringes.

This 
was united by sympathy, yet it was separate as 
souls.

The Development of an Integrated 
Biological Control of Two Spotted Mite 
in a Commercial Cymbidium Nursery 


he control of two spotted mites 

(Tetranychus urticae) has always 

been a problem to the commercial 
Cymbidium grower. With the overuse of 
chemicals, the mites have now become 
resistant to most of the commonly used 
insecticides. 

During the 1979-80 growing season at 
Cecil Park Orchids, a total of 21 applica- 
tions of an insecticide were applied. 
The 1980-81 season saw an increase of 
applications to 25. It was quite obvious 
that our spray program was not working. 
Mr. FrankHampshire of Ciba-Geigy was 
consulted and he suggested that we 
contact CSIRO. 

Dr. Les Readshaw and Mrs. Betty Lee 
of CSIRO arrived at Cecil Park to see at 
first hand the mite problem (1981). At 
that stage, the plants were slowly being 
removed from the flowering houses and

Cecil Park Orchids was situated 
50 kilometers west of Sydney between 
Parramatta and Penrith. It was 
established in the late 1950's by John 
and Melita Gulbis. In the 1980's it 
was the largest exporter and grower 
of cymbidium blooms. During the 
establishment of the nursery, many 
hundreds of cymbidium hybrids were 
made. Many of the hybrids became 
well known throughout the cymbidium 
world. 

Alan Merriman was head grower 
for over 20 years. During this time 
he kept the plants in good order and 
condition. That is keeping plants 
growing well and keeping all pests 
and diseases under control. 

In 1989 John and Melita Gulbis 
retired and all stock was sold to 
overseas interests. John and Melita 
are now enjoying a well earned rest 
— just growing a few orchids! 

Alan Merriman has now established 
his own nursery at Glenbrook, N.S.W. 
continuing the cymbidium breeding 
started at Cecil Park Orchids. 


placed in the shadehouses where they 
would stay for the growing season. Mrs. 
Lee took leaf samples from these plants 
and it was found that 80% of the leaves 
had two-spotted mites on them. 

They suggested that we should try to 
use a predatory mite called Typhlodromus 
occidentalis. This tiny predacious mite 
was introduced into Australia from 
North America in 1972 to help control

two-spotted mites in the major apple 
growing areas in eastern Australia. T. 
occidentalis was a homely type and had 
a great appetite for two-spotted mites; it 
was thought that a Cymbidium nursery 
would be great to see how he could 
control the two-spotted mite population. 

In September 1981, mites were 
introduced onto the leaves of 60 mature 
plants of C. Gwen Sternbeck “Cecil Park” 
via apple leaves. The apple leaves had a 
sampling of both two-spotted mites and 
the predacious mite. Two weeks later, 
samples were taken and it was found 
that there was a marked drop in mite 
populations and the predator was in all 
stages of development. This indicated 
that the predator had established itself. It 
was then decided to launch a full scale 
program in one of the growing houses. 
This was our main shadehouse.

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Over the next few weeks the predator 
was introduced to approximately one 
fifth of the plants. This time they were 
introduced via infested soy bean leaves. 
At this stage most of the leaves had two- 
spotted mites on them. Two weeks later a 
half strength Plictram® was applied. After 
sampling it was found that 4% of the 
leaves had two-spotted mites and 35% had 
T. occidentalis. During the following 26 
weeks the only miticide used was one 
half strength Plictram®. 

During the 1981-82 season only five 
sprays were applied. Because of this great 
success, it was decided to introduce the 
predator to the other growing houses. 
This also meant that we would have to 
monitor the populations ourselves from 
now on. Mrs. Lee had taught me how to 
observe the wild life on the orchid leaves 
and how to record my observations. 


Establishing the predator 

1. First establish that you have a popu- 
lation of two-spotted mites. Remember 
you must have mites for the predator to 
feed on or the predator will die out. 

2. Obtain a supply of predatory mite. 
Place or staple a leaf on at least every 
fifth pant. 

3. Every two or three weeks observe 
the population on the leaves. Record this 
data in a book. 

Usually by the end of the second or 
third week the predator should be well 
established. One must also remember 
that when mite populations are low, so 
are predator populations low. 


Pest control once the predator is 
established 


The introduction of the predatory mite 
does not mean that from now on you will 
not have to worry about two-spotted 
mites. The predatory mite is a tool to help 
us control mites. : 

The usual procedure is, once per month 
you collect 100 or 200 leaves at random 
from each growing house. You then check 
the leaves under a microscope. You record 
whether the leaf has two-spotted mites 
present, eggs, if predators are present, any 
other insects. 

If under 10% of the leaves have mites 
on them you will not have to spray. If the 
leaves have mites on 10% to 25% of them 
and also if predators are present, use a 
half strength spray. If more that 25% of 
the leaves have mites on them, use full 
strength spray. 


Spraying 

Unlike most other natural enemies, T. 
occidentalis has developed resistance to 
many commonly used pesticides, as the 
two-spotted mite has. Some sprays will 
kill the mites and possibly slightly reduce 
the predator population, while others may 
reduce the mite and predator population.

A little about the Predatory Mite 
Typhlodromus Occidentalis 


T. occidentalis is a small predacious 
mite about the size of the adult two- 
spotted mite. It is creamy-white, pear 
shaped, and during the summer usually 
occurs on the undersides of the leaves 
with the two-spotted mites upon which it 
feeds. (I have never seen them on the 
upper side of the leaves, but in bad 
infestations you can find the two-spotted 
mite). The eggs are oval shaped, cloudy 
white, slightly larger than those of the 
two-spotted mite, reaching a peak of 
from one to ten per leaf. The timing and 
level of the peak varies considerably 
(November to April) according to the 
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two-spotted mite situation. The predators 
over-winter in the leaf curl or the base of 
the psuedo bulb as adult females. 

They are extremely hard to detect with 
the naked eye, but with a hand lens of 
approximately 10X they can be seen 
because of their rapid movements. They 
are better observed with a dissecting 
microscope with a wide angle lens with a 
magnification of 25X. 

It also became apparent that other 
predators were soon to be found on the 
leaves during mite counts. The most 
apparent were the larvae of the small 
black ladybird beetle, Stethorus spp. On 
leaves, as many as six larvae were found 
consuming the two-spotted mite. These 
were quite common in orchards and 
nurseries many years ago. With the use of 
broad spectrum insecticides, these little 


beetles soon became virtually extinct. 
Three species have been found in our 
nursery: Stethorus loxtoni, S. vagans and 
S. nigrtipes (for further information on 
these predators, see the Paper “Stethorus 
loxtoni Sp. N (Coleptera: coccinellidae)” 
— A Newly Discovered Predator of the 
Two-Spotted Mite by E.B. Britton and 
Betty Lee. 

By the use of selective sprays, these 
Stethorus spp. larvae will help the 
predacious mites to control the two- 
spotted mites. 

Other insects have been found on the 
leaves but, as yet, they have not been 
identified. 


The production of Typhlodromus 
occidentalis 

The production of the two-spotted mite 
predator, T. occidentalis involves three 
distinct stages. It is better to have three 
small houses or three separate benches. 
Depending on how many predators you 
require, plant out a number of 8" pots with 
soy beans or broad bean seeds. Use only 
two of the benches. Sow approximately 4 
seeds per pot. If you are just starting to 
use a biological control system and have a 
commercial operation, place approximately 
100 pots on each bench. 

Three weeks after emergence, infest the 
first lot of plants with two-spotted mites, 
Three weeks later (in summer time, with 
an average temperature of 23°C) massive 
populations will have developed and the 
plants will have begun to shrivel. These 
infested plants are then laid on pots of 
mature beans. The mites will have 
attached within 36 hours. 

After the second bench or house has 
been infested (approximately three to 
four days) transfer the plants to the third 
bench or house. The predator is then

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introduced to these plants. You will need 
approximately 60 to 100 predators per 
100 pots. Three to four weeks later the 
two-spotted mites will have been 
consumed and between 2,500 and 3,000 
predators may be harvested. This rate 
of predator production may change 
depending on temperature and humidity. 

Once you have your predators, you can 
then spread them out in your growing 
houses and then start the process all over 
again. 


Seven years later 

The number of sprays have decreased 
and the number of mites have also 
decreased. They have their highs and also 
their lows. It has been noted that when the 
mite population rises, a week or two later 
the predator population also rises. 

The first serious pest to show after we 
introduced the predator was the Green 
Vegetable Bug (Nezara viridula). They 
first appeared on the early clones. Once 
the bugs appeared on the buds they pierced 
the bud, so when the flower opened the 
flower was spotted. 

It was controlled by Thiodan® by 
spraying the earlies in March and April. 

The next outbreak of a pest was 
Oleander Scale. This was controlled by 
using white oil in November and March. 


The use of other predacious mites 

Phytoseiulus persimilis is now being 
widely used in orchards and nurseries all 
over Australia. These predacious mites 
are available both in Sydney and Brisbane. 
If monitored correctly these predators 
do a fine job. We placed these predators 
in our large tunnel house in February 
1987 because there was a very large 
population of two-spotted mites (nearly 
90% of leaves had mites on them). 
Within three weeks the population was 
reduced to 3%. 

P. persimilis has been around for a long 
time. They were first recognised in Europe 
in 1959 on plant material imported into 
Germany from Chile. Investigation of the 
biology of this predatory mite and the 
artificial culture of them was also begun 
in USSR in 1963. By 1965 the predators 
were being used in various regions of the 
country, Moscow, Lenningrad, Sverdlovsk, 
Armenia and other districts. They found 
that, because of the additional yield, each 
ruble spent on biological control of mites 
for glasshouse crops, is repaid 10-15 
times. By 1976 a total area of about 13 
million square metres was being used 
with predatory mite. 

Most countries of the world now use 
this predator for two-spotted mite control, 
especially for glasshouse crops. 

This predator has a similar life cycle 
to Typhlodromus occidentalis. With the 
use of Phytoseiulus persimilis one must 
reintroduce the predator each growing

season, whereas with T. occidentalis once 
introduced, it seems to stay. Some of the 
chemicals used, when T. occidentalis 
is present cannot be used if the nursery 
has P. persimilis. This also applies in the 
reverse situation. 

Dr S. Goodwin of the NSW Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has done a lot of 
research on the use of P. persimilis, and 
has written many articles on the use of 
this predacious mite. 

The Hawkesbury Agricultural College 
has also developed the commercial use of 
P. persimilis. They now sell the predator 
commercially through HAWKAID 
Integrated Pest Management Service. 
They will advise you regarding the use of 
the predator and monitor your nursery 
(for a small fee).

Conclusion 

In a commercial Cymbidium nursery, I 
have found the use of the predatory mite 
Typhlodromus occidentalis has shown 
a remarkable decrease in the use of 
insecticides. This means there is a gain in 
the usable manhours in the nursery, less 
money spent on sprays, plants that do not 
have pests on them need less nutrients to 
grow and flower, which means less 
money spent on fertilizers. Because there 
is less use of toxic sprays, there is also 
less time lost in withholding time of 
personnel out of the growing areas after

spraying. With less spraying, there is also 
a more congenial atmosphere in the 
nursery for people to work in. 

Since the introduction ofthe predator, 
I have only introduced the predator to a 
few “hot spots” that occasionally develop. 
I still propagate the predator for this 
purpose. After building a new tunnel 
house in late 1986, we placed a lot of 
neglected overgrown plants in it. By 
February 1987, the mite population 
was enormous. Instead of spraying we 
introduced P. persimilis, as an emergency 
measure and success was achieved. 

Even in my own establishment, I have 
only sprayed once in six years for two- 
spotted mites. 

I feel that growers of Cymbidium 
orchids should consider the use of 
predacious mites so as to work on a 
system of an integrated biological control 
of the two-spotted mite (Tetranychus 
urticae).

The Town and Country 
Orchid Festival 


n Saturday and Sunday the 15th and 

16th of October the Victorian Orchid 
Club and the Victorian Affiliated Orchid 
Societies presented the 1994 Town and 
Country Orchid Festival at the spacious 
“Centrepoint” building at the Royal 
Melbourne Showgrounds, Ascot Vale. A 
dedicated group of willing workers made 
short work of transforming the empty 
building into a magnificent collection of 
display stands of various size and shape. 
The end result was a breathtakingly 
beautiful spectacle that was most pleasing 
to eye; a credit to the stand builders. At 
the close of entries the Victorian Orchid 
Club AOC. accredited Judging Panel 
(about 35 members of the panel were 
present) were confronted with the huge 
task of selecting the winners from around 
a thousand plants.

Annual General 
Meeting in Adelaide on the previous 
Monday where they had represented the 
interests of all Victorian Orchid Clubs by 
having a motion to remove the Victorian 
Orchid Club from membership of the 
Australian Orchid Council thrown out of 
the meeting. 

Competitors travelled from all ports 
to exhibit in the Festival. One country 
grower Mr Bill Tippett, a member of The 
Goulburn Valley Orchid Club had only 
two plants to exhibit. Bill had loaded his 
plants into his car and was sitting in his 
driveway contemplating if the 400km 
round trip to Melbourne was worth it or 
not. Bill has been growing Orchids on 
and off for about 15 years and got serious 
about 3 years ago and has been showing 
Orchids for 2 years in the intermediate 
section. Bill grows his Orchids in a 
shadehouse under 50% shade and keeps 
the plants in this shadehouse until the 
spikes have emerged then he shifts them 
to the flowering area which has an 
Alsynite roof and is covered with 75% 
shadecloth. He feeds his plants weekly in 
the growing season with Aquasol and 
Phostrogen. Needless to say Bill made 
the trip and caused a bit of a stir. He took 
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Jubilation ‘Geronimo” Champion Orchid and 
Champion Cymbidium exhibited by Bill Tippett. 


out Champion Orchid and Champion 
Cymbidium with his Jubilation 
‘Geronimo’. Bill also got a First and 
Second Prize for his Cym. Sarah Jean 
‘Vapour’ (the other plant he brought 


down.) Bill took out 5 prizes with two 
plants. Now that’s not a bad success rate! 
How are the rest of us going to win a 
prize if Bill decides to put up a stand 
next year? Well done Bill “see ya next 
year mate”. 

Dandenong and District Orchid Club 
members Joe and Joan O’Neill took out 
the Pre Eminent Entry and Champion 
Australian Native Orchid with an absolutely 
magnificent plant of Dendrobium x 
gracillimum ‘Joan Alison’. The plant was 
grown and presented in perfect condition, 
the plant sported 21 racemes of well 
shaped yellow/gold flowers 24mm 
across, and the racemes had an average 
of 35 flowers. The plant was awarded an 
AM by the Judging Panel. 

Grant Garrett was awarded a HCC for 
his beautiful Dendrobium kingianum 
‘Highclere’. The plant was superb, a 
lovely rich purple to mauve colour with 
well presented and well defined flowers. 
Bendigo growers Max and Barbara 
Haywood exhibited their collection of the 
very lovely Slc.

mass of orchids carried by members 

of the Southern Suburbs Orchid 
Society arrived at the Senior Citizens 
Club-rooms in Moorabbin, Victoria, to set 
up the Second Annual Spring Show on 
Friday 9th September, and after a short 
time we saw the emergence of an out- 
standing exhibition. The fears that the 
poor growing season leading up to the 
show may have badly affected it were 
soon put to rest as many first class plants 
were put on display.

Crackerjack, Ivy Fung and two Sarah 
Jean miniatures, Ice Cascade and Ina 
Langdale, “The Beachcombers” from 
Mornington Peninsula Orchid Society 
and Brian Forsyth shared the Bronze 
Medal for third award. Two of our “less 
experienced” members, Kevin Johnson 
and Clive Fennn, very ably demonstrated 
that being an “expert” is not an essential 
to making a good showing. Their stand, 
only their second attempt, with a good 
selection of Cymbidiums, was well done.

Floral Art, featuring orchids was on 
display on the stage, with some fine 
examples being shown. Judging of this 
was done on the basis of appeal which 
opened it up to non professional exhibitors 
as well as those trained in the art. This 
section was won by Pat Wickham. 

There was a specal mention of Bert 
Cusack’s plant Cym. Allumination 
‘Truss’. which was awarded an H.C.C. 

The adjoining hall had the reception 
area and sales bench to provide quality 
plants for those interested in adding to 
their collection. This was well patronised 
during the show with many bargains 
being bought. 

Those who visited the show were 
treated to an outstanding display, it being 
obvious that the members have again 
been successful in maintaining a high 
standard in their culture of orchids in 
spite of the difficulties experienced during 
the season. 

Some points which may be of assistance 
to those intending to set up an individual 
display are as follows: 

1. Put large plants such as Standard 
Cymbidiums at the back with smaller 
plants (Intermediate then Miniatures) 
in front to produce a tiered effect. 


2. Label all plants clearly in a way that 
will make them readable from the 
front of the exhibit, this will allow 
viewers to note the names without 
interfering with the display. 

3. Create a pattern with the colours of 
the blooms. Have a background 
colour which will harmonise with the 
colour of the blooms on display. 

4. Trim the plants, discoloured leaves on 
them will lose points. This will also 
happen if odd coloured pots are used 
and the space between them is not 
filled in with foliage plants or moss. 
At the conclusion of the show, the 

President, Vic Pearce, presented the 

awards to the winners and complimented 

those who contributed to the success of 
the event. Special mention was made of 
the effort of the show sub-committee led 
by Brian Forsyth for their contribution.

Cattleyas 


Plants may now be placed out in the 
shade house for the summer-autumn 
period. By moving out of the heated glass 
houses they seem to burst out into life. If 
plants need repotting or dividing do it 
now. Make sure plants get at least 50% 
shade in the green house. 

Water every three or four days. 
Spray for scale if present. If bad use 
SUPRACIDE®. Please take all safety 
precautions when using this product.

If you get brown rot in the bulbs, cut 
the bulb in half and paint the wound with 
FONGARID® and restrict your watering.

Cymbidiums 

By now, our beautiful Cymbidium 
flowers have finished flowering. Divid- 
ing should have finished by now. Duri-g 
the growing season your plants do not 
like any disruption to their growing 
pattern. They like plenty of moisture and 
nutrients, light and air circulation. 

As the days warm up the plants will 
appreciate a watering in the early evening 
to create a temperature drop. Depending 
on the temperature of the day, one will 
then have to decide on how often to water. 
During the warmer weather the plants 
should be kept moist. 

Fertilising should be maintained on a 
regular basis. By now most Cymbidium 
growers have heard of HORTICUL- 
TURAL SOLUTIONS HSO 22 and HSO 
12 Orchid Fertilisers. These two fertilisers 
have been formulated by Wolfgang Strube 
of Horticultural Solutions who is also an 
orchid grower. Some years ago he came 
to the conclusion that there were very few 
fertilisers available that were designed for 
the use on orchids in Australia. With that 
in mind he formulated the HSO 12 and the 
HSO 22. The HSO 12 is for flower pro- 
moting and the HSO 22 for growing. The 
HSO 22 is recommended for use during 
the months of October through March. It 
is recommended to use it at the rate of 5.0 
grams in 5 litres of water weekly. Apply 
up to 0.5 litres of solution per plant. 

Watch for insect pests such as scale and 
two-spotted mites. If scale is noticed 
spray with ANTISCALE® or with 
NATRASOAP® and CODACIDE OIL®. 
If mites are a problem use OMITE® or 
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NATRASOAP®. Remenber you must 
give the plants a follow up spray five to 
ten days later as it is impossible to get 
100% kill. 

Watch for bulb rot. If bulbs start to go 
brown-black drench plants with FOLI- 
R-FOSS®, FONGARID® or ALIETTE®. 
Black spot can be controlled with 
MANCOZEB®.

All 
claim that their plants grow and flower 
better. All agreed to increase bulb size 
and stronger racemes. If you have used it 
let us know.

Masdevallia and 
Dracula 


For most genera, you must have your 
shade in place by now. Our summer, all 
over Australia, is the most stressful time 
of the year for the Pleurothallid family in 
general. Be warned, they burn quickly! 
If it remains dry, this summer will be hot 
and very hard on your plants! 

Unfortunately many Dracula flower at 
this time and this potentially exciting time 
for these orchids can change rapidly to 
disappointment as blooms either abort, 
fail to open properly, or last only a day or 
so before shrivelling. 

At this time of year, the answer to the 
problem is not easy to achieve as both a 
decrease in temperature, combined with 
an increase in humidity is called for. 
Theories, like pests and diseases abound. 
I have heard that the best results over the 
summer will be achieved if the plants 
are kept a little on the dry side. I do not 
however, recommend this unless air 
movement and humidity is maintained 


at an effective level. Dryness means desi- - 


cation and stunted growth. 

Those growers with farsight, who have 
installed evaporative cooling systems, 
will see the success if their labours mani- 
fested in the fantastic shapes and colours 
that only Dracula can provide. 


DECEMBER/JANUARY 


Masdevallia and particularly those 
within the section Coccineae, will also 
appreciate the softer conditions. Remem- 
ber: desicating and blackening leaf tips 
indicate the environment is for too arid. 

Other problems are also noticed at this 
time. Firstly, any new growths that fill 
with water will have a tendency to rot off, 
make sure therefore, that after watering, 
these tender new shoots have the water 
removed from their centre, blowing 
through a drinking straw is an effective 
way of achieving this. These new growths 
when mature, will support the next crop 
of flowers, so, the loss of new growth/ 
leaves means a reduction of flower 
production next season. A plant is also 
weakened by new growth loss. 

Many will also repot at this time but do 
not divide. When repotting make doubly 
sure the ramicaul, or that sheath at the 
bottom of the leaf, is well clear of the 
medium. This part of the plant is suscepti- 
ble to rotting and leaf drop if buried. A 
whole plant can be lost in a night! 

Often, Masdevallia and Dracula flower 
tails or sepaline tips, may be found to 
have shrivelled during extemely warm 
spells. The message here is the air is too 
dry and the plants vascular system is 
unable to keep up the supply of moisture 
to the flowers extremities. Overcome the 
problem, by increasing humidity, as well 
as reducing temperature. Move the plants 
to an outside fernery situation or re-stage 
the plants closer to, or even on the moist 
enclosure floor. Maintain effective air 
circulation but NOT warm dry air. 

Other genera within the Pleurothallidi- 
nae, such as Restrepias and Dryadellas, 
revell in the warmth, but the atmosphere 
should be moist and bouyant. 

In general, do not make divisions at 
this time, 6 to 8 taken in the Autumn, 
establish quickly, Summer divisions 
usually perish. Evaporative air coolers, as 
used in the Southern states, may make 
supplementary misting at this time, 
unnecessary, however may I remind you 
that refrigerated systems dry the air to 
such an extent, that extra humidity must 
be provided. To do it properly, you need 
a relative humidity meter. 

Aim for a minimum of 60% with 
maximum temperatures of just under 
30°C if at all possible. 

Some growth continues at this time, so 
feeding, still at the weakest rate of around 
one third to one quarter recommended 
strength, can be regularly applied. Flush- 
ing or watering with pure water every 
other application can assist in preventing 
salt build up, that is if your water is low in 
salt content. 

Watering/fertilising should be finished 
as early in the morning as possible, so that 
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CULTURAL NOTES 


all surface liquid, has dried by the hottest 
part of the day. 

Pests like red spider mite, which can 
rapidly establish in hot dry conditions, 
are unable to establish if the humidity is 
kept high and temperatures moderate. If 
you see the pest, there are good products 
available such as OMITE®, but take 
care, as this is quite toxic and should 
you have introduced the more desirable 
control of predatory mites, they will also 
be eradicated. 

Fungal/bacterial rots at this time, are 
only a problem, during warm wet condi- 
tions with poor air circulation and a stag- 
nant atmosphere. 

Watch out for aphids on new growths 
and developing flower buds. As the 
aphids are sap suckers, you may achieve 
eradication control with one of the proven 
systemic insecticides. Many growers just 
hose the pesky little critters off, but, with 
a large collection or fear of damaging 
emerging blooms, the insecticide may be 
the only way. Do not use liquid/petroleum 
based preparations as bloom damage 
will result. Only wettable powder based 
products can be recommended. Orthene® 
is still preferred product. Try anything 
new on a few plants first. 


The care and attention to detail you 
give your plants at this time, will have a 
great bearing on how they perform next 
season. | 


Natives 


With the rather odd weather over the 
last year no-one can blame plants for 
being a bit confused. Most of our native 
species and hybrids have their origins in 
the eastern strip of Australia. Sarcanthinae 
and Dendrocoryne make up the largest 
numbers of cultivated natives. These 
species are adapted to a cool, damp 
winter and warm summer. This year, 
drought conditions over winter followed 
by fluctuating temperatures — the heat 
of midsummer to the bite of snow in 
one day — in spring, seems to have had 
some interesting effects. One effect is 
that the Dendrobium flowering season 
was extended and cooler weather in 
September delayed some flowers opening 
and prolonged the life of blooms of others. 
The Sarcanthinae are also delayed, with 
many usually in full bloom in October 
and only just in bud in early November! 
A problem of more concern is the late 
appearance of new growths. Are they 
waiting for rain?

DECEMBER/JANUARY 


At the time of writing (end October) 
there is no real sign of a break in the 
drought. Even if there is good summer 
rain it only takes a day or so of hot dry 
winds to reverse any benefits. As the 
weather is not usual I will cover what to 
expect in either extreme for summer. 

Hot, dry summer: The most important 
thing is to protect plants from sunburn 
and dehydration. Dendrobiums have some 
tolerance but Sarcs will suffer and take a 
long time to recover — if they ever do. 

The most commonly cultivated natives 
are the species and they are from the 
eastern strip of Australia. The normal 
weather is a warm to hot and dry summer 
and a cool, wet winter with a mild autumn 
and spring in between. To a certain 
extent these conditions can be created in 
cultivation even when the prevailing 
weather goes haywire. Humidity is 
naturally high on the coastal strip and 
maintaining high humidity in your 
collection will help ensure your plants 
remain in good condition. The exact level 
of humidity necessary depends on the 
plants you are growing. Some species 
need higher humidity than others. Large, 
mature plants are more tolerant of dryer 
conditions than small seedlings. A good 
level to maintain is that which best 
suits us humans — 50-70% with a bit of 
variation either side is quite OK. 

A good way of maintaining humidity 
in dry times is to have a thick layer of 
gravel under benches and lots of ferns 
and similar plants. A misting system 
under the benches will allow an increase 
in humidity without wetting the plants. 
Watering during the day while plants are 
in the sun can result in damage to leaves. 
Besides, potted plants don’t need semi- 
aquatic conditions resulting from 
numerous waterings. Watering is best left 
until evening or early morning over the 
heat of summer. 

Along with good humidity levels, 
ventilation or air movement around 
plants is necessary to help prevent fungal 
problems. This does not mean a constant 
gale force wind but rather that movement 
which makes leaves and grass move just 
a little all day. 

A water-saving idea. Washing 
machines use lots of water. Giving up 
fabric softener or reducing it to minimum 
levels means the rinse water should be 
clean enough to use on plants —- or at 
least under benches. A word of warning 
— try the water on a few plants at first 
to check for harmful effects from any 
detergent residue. 

Unless plants are obviously in active 
growth, fertiliser can be cut back or 
stopped in really hot weather. 

Wet Summer: Wet days mixed with 
hot overcast ones create perfect conditions 
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for fungal growth. It is in these 
conditions of very high humidity that 
good air circulation is of utmost 
importance. Under these conditions new 
growths may rot and, if pots remain wet, 
the roots may also rot. Times to water 
will need to be chosen carefully — 
remember that the surface may be dry 
but the mix lower down quite moist. A 
lot of cloudy days with low light levels 
may result in etoliated — long, thin, 
weak — new growths, particularly if 
your light levels are on the low side 
anyway. There is little to be done other 
than make sure nothing is blocking what 
sunlight there is. 

Pests about now include caterpillars, 
aphids, slugs and snails, red spider 
(if dry), crickets and grasshoppers. 
Dendrobium beetles will be out and 
munching new growths (when they 
appear) in warmer areas. The pest 
appears to be undeterred by all but the 
“worst” sprays, but I recently saw a 
partially dismantled beetle in a spider’s 
web. I’m not up on arachnid biology but 
it was one of those who leave messy webs 
everywhere. This is a good reminder that 
there are many friendly helpers around 
and that they are killed by chemicals 
along with the pests. 

In flower at this time of year we would 
expect Sarcochilus cecilae, Cymbidium 
suave, C. madidum, C. canaliculatum and 
some Dendrobium including D. monophy- 
llum, D. canaliculatum, D. cucumerinum 
and D. rigidum. There may well be a few 
confused “leftovers” from late spring as 
well. 

In the hothouse it is important that 
temperatures don’t get too high. Open 
vents and use a cooler to keep temperatures 
around 30°C during the day. In dry condit- 
ions it is easier to maintain high humidity 
levels in the confined environment. It is 
also easy for conditions to become stagnant 
if ventilation is inadequate. 

Repotting over summer is OK 
although it is best done before root growth 
starts for the season. Deflasking in the 
hot months on the other hand is likely to 
result in problems unless you have special 
conditions to maintain humidity and keep 
a careful watch for fungal growth. 

Happy growing — no matter what the 
weather brings. | 


Paphiopedilums 

Any outstanding potting should be 
attended to early during this period as 
paphs. really do not like very hot weather 
and there is no sense in adding the stress 
of repotting to the stress caused by heat. 

The early part of this period is the time 
to attend to shading. Look for areas of 
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clear glass and spots where the sun shines 
through open vents. The best conditions 
are really obtained when extra shade 
is added during summer and largely 
removed during winter. If you follow this 
practice the shade should be in place by 
now. If, however, you just add a bit extra 
shade during summer this is the time to 
do it. Overlong leaves which tend to hang 
over the side of the pot are a sign of too 
much summer shade; short, upright, 
yellowish leaves indicate too little. 
Regular watering and fertilising is the 
routine for this period of the year. Don’t 
overdo it, even when the weather is hot. 
If the plants don’t need water, and you 
feel you must do something, simply give 
them a misting with a fog nozzle. It is a 
good idea to get to know the weight of a 
pot when wet and when dry; this way 
you won’t keep the plant too wet. The 
experienced grower can tell by the look 
of the plants when he needs to water — 
the leaves droop ever so slightly. Another 
good trick is to run your hand over the top 
of the leaves; when they are turgid they 
rustle — when they need water they don’t. 


During very hot weather it is good 
practice to water during the evening. This 
helps drop the night temperature; it also 
allows the plant to take up and retain 
water so that it is better prepared for the 
heat of the next day. 

If you strike a plant which is droopy 
and dehydrated, even though the mixture 
is obviously moist, the odds are that it 
has no roots. Maybe it has been kept too 
wet. In any case it should be repotted into 
fresh mixture, no matter what the season. 
Repotting is usually sufficient but if you 
feel there is a major problem, a swim in 
Fongarid for twenty minutes or so (the 
plant, that is) will do no harm. 

Keep an eye out for mealy bug and treat 
it early if you find it, as it can spread like 
wildfire. The only other problem you may 
strike is a fungal infection which appears 
in hot, humid weather and seems to affect 
only green-flowered paphs. This appears 
as small brown spots which quickly turn 
to holes through the leaves. The effect is 


almost as though somebody has fired 
a shotgun — from some distance — at 
the plant. This does little harm but it is 
unsightly. It is easily cleared up with 
Ciba Geigy Rose spray. | 


Phalaenopsis 


There is basically little change in cul- 
ture from November except that now is 
the time to remove old flower spikes and 
repot. When repotting larger plants I just 
remove the old mix, cut off any rotten 
roots and pot the plants down in the same 
size pot or one slightly larger if necessary. 
Watering: Water daily in the mornings 
and damp down the floor in the afternoon 
if necessary. Try not to get too much 
water in the crown of the plants. 
Light: 90% shade is required during 
summer. 
Fertiliser: Fertilise weekly alternating 
between 
— High nitrogen (Campbells B, Aqua 
Feed, etc.) 

— Foliar/Trace Elements (Wuxall or 
Field Pak) 

— Organic (Fish Emulsion, Nitrosol, 
Maxicrop) 

— Phostrogen 

Pest Control: Fungicide every 6 weeks 
with Ridomil MZ WP, Daconil or Benlate 
W.P. plus Mancozeb. 

Use Diazanon or Pyrethrum every 4 
weeks to control insect pests. 

Keep a watch for mites and spray with 
a miticide as necessary. | 


Vandaceous 


Potting: Potting on of small plants can 
be done at any time. 

Top any large plants which have 
become leggy, leaving at least three roots 
on the top. If possible some leaves should 
be left on the old stem to encourage kiki 
growth. 

Watering: Water daily. Keep root 
system moist with additional misting if 
necessary. ; ‘ 

Light: Strap leaf vandas and ascocendas 
need 50% shade. Outside vandas 30%. 

Fertiliser: Fertlise weekly alternating 
over a 4 weekly period 

Week 1. Inorganic high nitrogen 
(Campbells B or Aqua Feed). 
Foliar/trace Element (wuxall). 
As for Week 1. 

Organic (Fish Emulsion, 
Nitrosol or Maxicrop). 

Pest Control: Fungicide every 6 weeks 
(e.g. Daconil, Ridomil MZ WP, Benlate 
w.p. plus Mancozeb). 

Use diazanon or Pyrethrum to control 
insects. |
